are Governed, and not for the priyate Intereſt and perſo- 
nal Greatneſs of them that Rule; ſo that Government 
hath been always eſteemed the beſt, where Supream Ma- 
giſtrates haye been inveſt:2d with the Power and Preroga- 
uves that might capacitgte them not anly to preſerve the 
People .from Violence and Oppreſſion, but to promote 
their Proſperity , and yet whete nothing was to belong tg 
them by the Rules of the Conſtitution, that might enable 
them to-Injure ang OppreB gheny. .. F:- 

This anſageb Prince, was a long ſtander by in his Bro- 
ther's Reign; from the Year 1660,t01685; and Experience 
and the Informartions' of wife Men, without all doubr, 
taught him, That it had becn the Glory of England above 
other Nations and Countries where his Brother and he 
had Trayelled, that its King hath: had all Intruſted with 
him that was neceſſary for the advancing the welfare of 
the People, or for his own Protc&tion in the diſcharge of 
his Office and ſupport of his Dignity and Grandure, and 
withal food fo limited and reſtrained by the Fun- 
damental terms of the Conſtitution, that without the yio- 
lation of his own Oath, as well as the Rules and Meaſures 
of the Goycrnment, he could do them no hurt, nor exer- 
ciſe any act of Authority, but through the Adminiſtration 
of ſuch hands as ſtood obnoxious to be” Puniſhed in caſc 
they Tranſgreſſed : So that according to the true Primi- 
tive frame of the Government,. the  Prerogatiycs of the 
Crown, and the Rights and Privileges of, the Subject were 
ſo far from-juſtling one another, thar the Immunities re- 
ſerved unto the People, rended to render the King Honou- 
rable and Great'; and the Prerogatives ſettled on the King, 


were in order to the SubjxeRs Protection and Safety. 
Notwith- 
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Notwithſtanding all this, it is well known to your Moſt 
Excellent Majeſly, that in the two laſt Reigns there was 
a diſmal and an unaccountable alteration of the Govern- 
ment attempted by this Prince and his Popiſh Accomplices, 
and the moſt excellent Monarchy endeavoured to be 
changed into an abſoſute French Tyranny: For tho our 
Religion and Liberties were fenced and hedged about by 
as many Laws as the Wiſdom of Men could deviſe for

I muſt confeſs to Your Majeſty, that to diſcant onthe 


Misfortunes of a Perfon that is fallen from fo high a Dig- 
nity, and is reduced to a State that 1s next to Death, 1s 
ncither a thing that I coveted or delignd, thoI was a great 
Sufferer by him both in hisBrother's and his Reign ;; but 


- the Infolency of his wicked' Confpirators that are here a- 


mong us, hath ſo provoked me, that I cannot in point of 
Duty that I owe to God and Your Majeſty, forbear letting 
the Nation know what we mult truſt to if ever that Man 
ſhould return again and Reign over us.

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the ſame to your Royal Name and Patfonage, and to no 


other, becauſe I am well aſſured, 1t will not only juſtific 
the truth of the Popiſh Plot, for the diſcovery of which 1 
have undergone a fierce Fiery Tryal,out of which I was dc- 
livexed by Your Majeſties coming to Save us, when we were 
cyen upon the brink of Ruin and Deſtruction the ſenie of 
which hath created in me an undelible Love and Loyalty 
to Your Majcſty and Government ; and I queſtion not, bur 
that Your Majeſty will Pardon the Human Frailties that 
may appear 1n this Memorial in the manner of my cxpreſ- 
ſing the Truths therein Contained. ; 
The Villamous Party, againſtwhom I now Write, haye 
uſed many Arts and ways te traduce your Majeſty and 
Government, meerly becauſe you promote the Grandure 
of your Pcoplc, and the Eaſe and Welfarc of your Sub- 


jc&ts,rather than -intrench 1in the leaſt upon any of their | 


Inmmupitics and Privileges ; -fome of whom would. be 
thought to be good Proteſtants; but-their late Conſpiracy 
to Aflaſſinate Your Majeſty, ſhews them to be very Tray- 
tors and Rebcls ro your Majeſty and Government ; and 
it provcs that Party to be obſtinately reſtleſs, and , never 
be brought to Rcaſon by Mercy and Clemency. 
How. little thcrefore theſe Criminals will deſerye trom 
Your Majeſty, the World will better judge, it they 
will bur conſider how Graciouſly Your Majeſty hath dcalr 
with them, ever ſince Your happy Acceſſion to the Impc- 
rial Crown'of this Realm,co the yery day that their wicked 
Purpoſes were diſcovered to Your MajcRy. I have ſeen ſome 
of the very ſame Spirit, careſiced by ſome that were about 
You,whiſt your real hearty Friends were Slightcd and Aban- 
doncd, Nay, I ſhall be fo plain tor fay with truth, that

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your Majcity hazarded the Hearts and Afﬀections of your 
beſt Subjects, and much of your Koyal Honour, im con- 
niving at the Carriages of theſe Men, though with fruſtra- 
tion, to win and. oblige, 1f poſſible, theſe everlaſting 
holy Curt-throats.

Or how can your 
Majeſty expect Truth and Sincerity from theſe Conſpira- 
tors, where Treaſon and Lies are Virtues and Merits? You 
have in this Tra& many Tragical Inſtances within freſh - 
Memory of their Wicked Purpoſes and Deligns ; look back 
but to the beginning of your Maxſties Reign, fince which 
time your Majcſty cannot but remember how: many Proofs 
they have given out of their own Mouths of their more than 
Villainous Difaftectione to your Majefty and Government, 
and Trayterous Intentions againſt your Royal Perſon, both 
at Home and Abroad, nay, before your happy Accethion 
to the Throne. I may, without offence to your Majeſty, 
take notice. to you of your being abandoned by King 
Charles, in Compliance with the French Kang, at the Infti- 
gation of the then Duke of 7ork, and his Popiſh Adherents; 
and not-only fo, but- your Ruin and Deſtruction, when 
you only. had the Title of. Prince of Orange, was deligned. 
by the Popiſh: Party ; my Atection and Reſpects to you

But ble{ſed be God your Majeſty as a Monument of 
the Mercies of the moſt High, is once more delivered out 
of their Hands, and in your Deliverance we that have Eſ- 
pouſed you are delivered; and we queſtion not but you 
will remember to diſtinguiſh between thoſe that have teſti- 
fied their Sincere Loyalty to your Majeſty, and thoſe that 
have openly appeared Traytors to your Royal Perſon 
and Goyernment, and queſtion not, Great Sir, but that 
God who hath now ſo Miraculouſly delivered you, and 
in whoſe hand are the Hearts of all Kings and Princes, 
will fully Convince your Majeſty of all the unworthy Prin- 
ciples of your ſecret Enemies, andof my Integrity too, how 
ſtrange ſoeyer they have endeavour'd to repreſent me to 
your Majeſty ;. till then, with all Patience and Humility, I 
ſhall commend my Cauſe to the All-ſeeing Judge, with a 
Reſolution to perſevere through his Aſſiſtance in my Truth, 
Integrity and Loyalty, againſt all Diſcouragements, or Ter- 
rors, or Neglects, or Blandiſhments cither, to.my laſt gaſp. 

What Peace can theſe Brutes have in their Souls and

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ded King, for whom they venture Body and Soul, hath 
becn a continued -Confpiracy againſt them and ther Re- 
lIigion. Why ſhould they nor fit down and conſider Jus 
Contriving the Burning of London ; his initigating a Con- 
tederacy with France, and two ungodly Wars with Ho/- 
land ; his fomenting the Popiſh Plet, and contriving the 
Murther of Juſtice Godfrey, ro ſtifle it; his forging of Trea- 
ſon againſt Proteſtants, and ſuborningWatnefles to ſwear the 
Patriots of our Religion and Liberties, out of their Lives; 
his hiring cxccrable Villains ro Aflaſſinate:and Murther the 
Great Farl of Efſex, and cauſing-ſeycral others to be clan- 
deſtinely Murthered in hopes to: conceal itz his adviſing and 
procuring theProrogation and Diſſolution of Parliaments,in 
order to prevent inquiry into hisCrimes,ſo that he might c(- 
cape the Juſtice of the Nation? Why ſhould not theſe Prote-" 
{tance Profcflors remember his Poyſoning the King his Bro- 
ther, in order to his Invading the Throne; his Murdering 
Algernoon Sydney Eſq; upon the Depoſition of one ſcanda- 
lous Witneſs, and the cutting} off the late Loyal and Brave 
Lord Rvufſel, and Murdering him for Crimes alledged 
againſt him, in reference to which, if all had been Truch 
whith was ſworngagainſt him, yct there, was netting chat 
according to Law could have reachcd his Lite : 

Give me leave, , Great Sir, ro acquaint your Majeſty, 
that none murmured more. againlt the Proceedings of che 
late King than the Proteſtant Jacobites did : I can remem- 
ber how confounded they were when he begun his Reign, 
with a bare-tac'd avowing himſclt of the Romilh Religion, 
and calling into. the Nation a mulntude of Prictts and Jc- 
fits, and empowered them to- Exerciſe their Ido!amrigs: 
Nav, who were ſo much concern'd as ſome of thetic ien, 
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and in my own hearing, have owned that he was ill ad- 
viſed to trample upon thoſe Laws which concern our Pro- 
perty, ſecing that by two Proclamations, whereof the one 
required the Collecting of the Cuſtoms, and the other, 
the continuing the Exciſe, which was to expire at King 
Chartes's Death; he violently, and againſt all the Laws of 
the Land, broke in upon the Eſtates of many of the Peo- 
ple of England; and they did own that the ſeven or eight. 
ſuborn'd and forſworn Judges, that countenanc'd him in 
doing ſo vile a Thing ought to have been hanged ; and 
they have often ſaid, that if he: proceeded thus he would 
ſoon bring the Kingdom about his Ears, and he muſt 
take it for his pains: How can theſe Menlook Mankind in 
the Face, who haye been in a barbarous Conſpiracy, for 
the reſtoring of a King that had thus acted in opprefling 
his People, and for the Murdering of your Majeſtics Perſon,” 


that had delivered the Nation from theſe Oppreſſions ? 


When I refle&t upon the Reign of that late King, I can- 
not but be filled with the greateſt Horror, to think that 
there ſhould be a number of Men left in England, that 
thould ſo much as attempt his Reſtoration, when they well 
knew that che. had precluded his Subjects of all hopes of 
Redrelſs in Weſtminſter-Hall, and deprived us of All Suc- 
cour. where our Anceſtors found it; .I thought thar all 
Men would have joined with your Mapeſty to have decla- 


-red the late King James a Tyrant, Traytor and Murdercr, 


and all that did adhere to him ſhould have becn created 
as Banditti and Freebooters,and not as Gentlemen and Ang- 
liſh Men ;. but inſtead of this, that in the compaſs of ſeven 
Years, -bchola ewo or three Confpiracies againſt your 
Majciiics Perſon and Government, gercited and proved, 

and 
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and yct theſe People will ſcarce ſo much as bluſh at the 

{{]f-contradicting Carriage of themſelves and Party. 
Some of theſe Proteitant Jacobites have been at St. Ger- 
mains, and then they muſt Experience the late King's uſage 
of his Proteſtant Fricnds there ; :and if a certain Writer 
may be depended upon, thcir uſage 1s hard and ſevere ; 
firſt he denied them a Proteſtant Chappel and Chaplains 
nay, if a Proteſtant be any thing zcalous for his Religion, 
they want not iſh Papiſts to ſwear a Plot upon them, 
and ſo they arc confined notwithſtanding their Quality, 
and the ſignal Services performed for their pretended 
King. Many Inſtances nught be given of chis nature ; 
and a reaſonable Man might have judged that the many 
Inſtances of thoſe Slights and Contempts that have been 
put upon them, ſhould haye convinced them of the Folly 
and Madneſs of any of thoſe that pretend'to the Proteſtant 
Religion and Church of Erg/and, who ſhould Eſpoulſe the 
Cauſe of a Man that hates theirReligion and Libertics.Can 
they think that the preſent Misfortunes that the late King 
-Zames lies under, would, if he ſhould be rc-myeſted with 
Power, frighten him to alter his Meaſures and Reſoluti- 
ons of invading our Laws and Libertics for time to come, 
ſeeing, thar nejther the abandoming of Wives, Children 
and Eſtates, nor the hazarding, nay, loſs of Life in his 
Service, can rendcr him jult and favourable to theſe Pro- 
ecl{tants, who have made a Sacrifice of all theſe things to 
follow him, and yer that theſe Men ſhould be found in 
ſo Villanous a Conſpiracy, to Murder him that delivered 
the Nation 2 What Tongue can fpcak for ſuch brutiſh 
and ſenſlefs Wretches, I nyuit leave to the Judgments of 
wiſer Men than my ſclt. Ard _ can they cxpect from 
2 a 
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a Man whoſe Father's Misfortunes, his Brothers Exile, 
wherein he himſelf was a ſharer, have not wrought a Re- 
formation in him? Can we' expect that ever he will be 
more cautious of violating our Laws, intrenching upon 
our Liberties, or ſubyerting our Religion ; or that ever 
he will be made more pliable ?- For if he denies Men that 
have followed him into- France, the Exerciſe of their Relt- 
g10n, what hopes have they of obtaining and- enjoying 
it, whenever he ſhall return > Nay, what then-muſt your 
Magcſties-Proteſtant Subjects expect, who have renounced 
him, and aſſociated to: defend your Majeſty, as our Law- 
ful and Rightful King, againſt this preeended King and 
all his Wicked and Trayterous Adherents ? 

But: Sir, give me leave a- little further to plead with 
your Majeſty concerming theſe People, that certainly ne- 
ver give themſelves leifure to think; I am ſure no "Man 
in his right Wits but muſt judge i the higheſt degree of 
Stupidity and Folly, that theſe very Men ſhould exbect 
200d Terms from a Perſon who doth not only treat his 
Proteſtant Adherents very ill, who have followed him in 
his Misforturics, but alfo whoſe Religion lays him under 
the neceſſity of uſing them thus.

Who were fo Hor in thar 
point on .his bchalt as. the then Prelates in the Houſe of 
Peers, and afterwards trom being driven out of the King- 
dom, by the late Duke of” Monmouth ? yer ail thoſe Ovli- 
gations were of no more valug with him than his Coro- 
nation-Oach, which he violated without the leaſt regret, 

and 
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and ſpared not to invade the Proteftant Religion in gene- 
ral, but. the Liberties of the Church of England in par- 
ticular. 

VW hat wicked Traytors are theſe wretched Men, that

but an extraordinary Temper of Soul. 'and thar too afhiſt- 
ed by the Divine Influences of rhe Grace and Spirit of 
God could poſlibly reſtram thoſe within any Terms, or 
Bounds, 
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bounds, or laws of common Humanity, who at the ſame 
time receive the DoCtrin of their Caſuiſts as the Oracles 
of God, and own the Authority. of the Grand Impoſtor 
. at Rome to be of Divine Right;as it is by him claimed and 
exerciſed, This Man of Sin by his pretended Indulgencies 
ſays, That he delivers the Souls of thoſe that are of his 
'Communion,out of the pains of the other World : So that 
what Man is he that belicyes,that.Doctrin, that would not 
pleaſe his viciousApperite, that hath ſo good a Security? He, 
by his DiſpenſingPower annuls Contracts betweenMan and 
Man) diſlolves Oayhs between Princes,and of Princes with 
their; Subjects,and gives Allowance in Caſes which God and 
Nature , prohibits. - This Impoſtor and deceiver of the 
the Sons of Men, as a Clerk of the Eccleſiaſtical Market, 
hath ſer a Rate upon all Crimes, the more villanous they 
are, .and the deeper their dye, and abominable, the better 
 Commaoditics, and' the Vortaties/ advance in the Price as 
for greater Rarities: So that*the*worſe' they are in their 
Morals, the better Cuſtomers they are to a lewd Prieſt ; 
juſt as if God had publiſh'd his holy Commandments on 
purpoſe to erect an Office for the Conſcience-mongers of 
that curſed Synagogue: - And thus that Strumper  enlar- 
gcth her Borders,cncreaſeth in her Numbers, juſt as the Pa- 
gan Intereſt did the; City of Rome, by opening a Sanctu- 
ary to, all, Malcfa&tors. 'And why ſhould it not be fo, 
if the Papal Power be of ſuch; virtue and extent as is by 
that Jugler of Rome ſo violently challenged ? He calls him- 
ſclf the Ruler of Angels, Purgatory, and Hell, and faith, 
That his Tribunal and God's are all one; and hath proud- 
ly © boaſted, that all that God can do, he can do, and 
' what he doth js as God, not as Man: That he is the uni- | 
'E © - _ yerſal 
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verſal Head of the Church; the ſole Interpreter of Scrip- 
ture ; the Judge of Controverſies: That he 1s above Ge- 
neral Councils; that his Power,is Abſolute, and his De- 


crees are Infallible : *Chat he can change the nature of: 


things, making what is Juſt, to be Unjuſt, and what 1s 
Vice, to be Virtue : Thar all Laws are within the Cabi- 
net of his Breaſt; that he can- diſpenſe with the New 
Teftament z that he is the Monarch of the World; and 
that he can diſpoſe of Kingdoms and Empires as he plea- 
ſes. Now, if there be one word of Truth in all this, the 
Stiles they have given him at ſeveral times, is not ſuch 
an extraordinary piece of Courtſhip as we reckoned, but 
it would be a piece of Rudeneſs in Men not to treat him 
accordingly. | 

The exerciſe of his Power and Doniinion is 1n all points 


ſuitable to his Claim, and Pretence ; he antiquates the | 


Precepts of our Great Redeemer, as things only of good 
Advice, and not Commanded; but makes it Mortal Sin 
for a Man only to doubt of any part of his Religion, and 
with all the Infolence imaginable, under pain of eternal 
Damnarion, demands the Obedierice and Subjetion "of 
all Chriſtian Princes and People to his Papal Authority 
and Power ; the denying of two things ſo reaſonable, as 
blind Obedicnce to his Power, and an Implicit Fauh to 
his Doc&trin, being the moſt ynpardonable Crimes under 
his Diſpenſation. He hath, 1- confeſs been of hate Years 
ſomewhat more retenriye than formerly, as to his excel- 
lent faculty of Diſpoſing Kingdoms, the thing not having 
ſucceeded ſo well with him in ſome Inſtances; bur he 
lays the ſame Claim til, and hath the fame Inclination; 
and tho VYelyet-hcaded, hath the more itch to be puſhing ;

but however, in order to any occaſion he keeps himſelf 
in ure always, by Curſing ſome Prince or other upon 
every Maundy Thurſday ; nor 1s there any, whether Prince 
or Nation, that oppoſe his Uſurpations, but are marked 
out under the notion of Hereticks, for Ruin and Deftru- 
Etion, whenlocver he ſhall give the Signal. That word 
Hereſie, miſapplied, hath ſerved the Romiſh Beaſt for many 
Ages to ;aſtific, or rather giye a colour for ſo many. Exe- 
cuyons, Afaflinations, Wars, Devaſtations ' and Maſla- 
CFE, Dy winch his Faith hath been propagated, of which 
our Times have nor wanted Examples; and more is to be 
Expected for the furure, if theſe Conſpirators can bur at 
ary tune carry their Point ; for by how much any thing 
15 more falſe and unreaſonable, ſo much more Cruelty is 
requiſite to eſtabliſh it ; and to introduce that which is 
abfurd, there muſt be ſomewhat dane that 1s Barbarous 
and Inhuman. But nothing of any SeEt in Religion can 
be more recommended by all theſe indearing Qualities, 
than Popery; The Pagans are cxcuſable by their natural 
Darkneſs without Reyelation : The Jews are tolcrable, 
who ſce not beyond the 01d-Teftament : Mahomet was fo 
honeſt, as to own what he would be at; That he him- 
ſelf was the greateſt Prophet, and that his was a Rcdli- 
gion of the Sword: So that theſe were all, as I may fay, 
of another Allegiance ; if they wereEnemues,yet they were 
not Traytors: But the Romiſh Beaft ayowing Chriſtianity 


by Profeſſion, doth in DoEtrin and Practice renounce it; 
and preſumeing to be the only Catholick, doth preſume to 


proſecute thoſe to death who dare Worſhip the Anthor 
of their Religion, inſtead of his pretended Vicegerent. 
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And yet there is nothing more manifeſt, notwithſtand- 
ing all his moſt notorious Forgeries, and falſifications of 
all Writers, than that the Prelate of Rome was for ſeve- 
ral hundreds of Years an honeſt Biſhop, as other Men are: 
and never ſo much as dreamed of the Seyen Hills of that 
Univerſal Power, which he 1s now come to: Nay, he was 
the firſt that oppoſed that Pretenſjion. But ſome of them 
at laſt growing Wiſer, by foiſting a Counterfeit. Donati- 
on of Conſtantine, and wreſting another Donation from 
our Saviour, adyancing themſelves in a 'Weak; Ignorant 
and Credulous Age to that Temporal and Spiritual Prin- 
cipality that they are now ſeized of, Thou art Peter, and 
pon this Rock Will I build my Church : Of this I may fay 
to your Majeſty; That never was a Biſhoprick and a 
Text of Scripture ſo Improved by good Management; thus 
by exerciſing 1n the quality of Chriſt's Vicar the Publick 
Function under. an inviſible Prince, the: Pope like the 
Maiors of the Palace, hath' fer his 'Maſter aſide, and: deli- 
vered the power over toa new Line of Papal:Succeflion. 
But who can, unleſs wilfully, be ignorant what wretched 
_doings,what Bribery, what Ambitions there are ; how long 
the Church 1s without a Head upon every Vacancy, till 
among the filthy Crew of  bandying Cardinals, 'the 
Holy Ghoſt hath declared for a Pope of the: French or 
Spaniſh Faction ? Surely Sir, your Majefty will judge it 
_ one of the greatcft Miracles of the Synagogue of Rome, 
that it ſhould fill continne, ' and, that ual this-time the 
Gatcs of Heaven ſhould not preyaiFagainft it: 

Give me leaye, Great Sir, to obſeryc to your Majeſty, 
that it 1s almoſt inconce;vable how Princes can yer fuffer 
- a Power fo pernicious, and Doctrins fo deſtructive to all 
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Government, that fo great a part of the Land. ſhould be 
alienated and condemned to Pious Uſes, as they call it : 

That fo many Thouſands of the People that arc Clergy, 
ſhould by remaining unmarried, either fruſtrate Humane 
Nature, if they live chaſtly; or if otherwiſe, adulterate it, 
that they ſhould be privileged from all Labour and publick 
Service and exempt from the power of all Secular Juriſ- 


diction, that they being all bound by ſtrict Oaths and 
'Vews of Obcdience to the.Pope, ſhould evacuate the Feal- 


ty that is due to- the Sovereign ;. nay, that. not only the 
Cler gy, but the Laity too, if of the Curſed Communion 
of that Synagogue, ſhould be obliged at any time to Re- 
bel at the Pope's pleaſure: And yer how. many of theNeigh- 


-bouring Princes are content, or do chooſe to Reign up- 


on thoſe Conditions, which being ſo diſhonourable. and 


dangerous, ſurely ſome great and weighty Reaſon does 
[cauſe them to ſubmit to, whether it be out of perſonal 
; Fear, having heard, perhaps, of ſeveral attempts which the 
_ blind Obedience of Popiſh Zealots hath executed againſt 


the Princes, or whether aiming at. a more abſolute. and 
tyrannical Government, they think it ſtill. co be the Caſe 


.of-an Uſurping Emperor, and an Uſurping Biſhop ;. and 
that this, as other Cheats, is to. be managed by. Confede- 


racy. But Sir, as far asI can apprehend, there is more of 
Sloth than of Policy. on the Princes. {ide in this whole 


. matter, and all that pretence of enſlaving Men by the 


afſiftance of Religion, 1s neither. more nor leſs than when 
the Bramine, by having the firſt Night of the. Bride, af- 
fares himſclf of her Deyotion, for.the future, and makes

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"This Refle&tion upon the ſtate of our Neighbours, in 
reſpect ro Religion; doth ſufficiently iluſtrate our Hap- 
pineſs we enjoy by your Majeſties Acceſſion to the Crown, 
of ours: Therefore it fpares 'me the labour of deſcribing it 
further, than by the rule of Conerarics, our Religion and 
Intercſt, ftanding upon all points in a direct Oppoſition 
to the above-mentioned Errors, our Doc&rin being true 
to the Principles of the firſt | Inſtitution of Chrilt, the 
Miniſtry being formed upon the Primittyve Model, and 
no Eccleſiaſtical Power, juſtlng with- the Civ; bur all 
concurring in the Common Obedience to the chick Ma- 
giftrate : Nor therefore is there any, whether Prince, or 
Nation, that can at this time with lcfs probability be' rc- 
duced back to the Romiſh Communion, than the Proce- 
ſtanc Intereſt here in England: For if we reſpect our Obedi- 
ence to God, what appearance 1s there, that after ſo dura- 
ble and general enlighrning of our Minds, with the ſacred 
Truth of the Goſpel of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, we: ſhould 
again put out our own Eyes to wander through the palpa- 
ble Darkneſs of that Groſs Superſtition ? But tor as much 
as many Men are Icfs concern'd for their Intereft in Heaven, 
than on Earth; this ſeeming the nearer and more certain, 
alſo on this account, our Alteration from the Proteſtant 
Religion, 15 the more inconſiſtent with temporal Adyan- 
tage, when beſides the common ill Examples and Conſe- 
quences obſervable Abroad, whereby we might grow 
wiſe at the Expence of our Neighbours, we cannot but 
reflect upon our own Experiments at Home, which would 
make even Fools docible, The whole Reign of Queen 
Mary the Firſt, in which the Papiſts made Fuel of the 
Proteſtants z the Excommunicating and Depriyation of 


Queen 
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Queen Fl:zabeth by the Pope, purſued by ſo many Trea- 


ſons and Attempts 'upon her Perſon, by her own Subjects, 
and the Inyaſion of Eighty-Eight by the Spaniard: The 
two Breves of the Pope, in order to exclude King James 
the Firſt from the Succeſſion to the Crown,. ſeconded by 
the Gunpowder-Treaſon: In the time of K. Charles the firſt, 
beſides what they contributed to the Civil Wars in Eng- 
land, the Rebellion and Horrid Maſſacre in Ireland, which 
ended in the Ruin and Deſtruction of the Perſon and Go- 
vernment of that King: In the time of King Charles the 
Second we ſaw ſeveral viſible Effects of the ſame Spirix, 


as the Firing of London, the Popiſh Delign carried on 
againſt the Perſon and Government of that King, not 


that he was a Proteſtant ; but becauſe he came not up to 
the Mcaſures of the Jeſuits and his Brother the late King 
Fames: But as for him, his whole Life was nothing elſe 
but a Contrivance or a Plot againſt our Religion, Laws, 
and Liberties: But this Horrid Confpiracy againſt your 
Majeſty's Perſon and Government, being ſo happily dif - 
covered; we cannot but hope that the Diſcovery of ſuch 
a tremendous Villany, will fo rivet the Proteſtanc Intereſt 
and Religion, that it ſhall ſtand fo ſure, that the Gares of 
Hel and Rome ſhall not prevail. againſt it, Tis true Sir, 
before the Diſcovery of the Popiſh Plor, in the time of 
King Charles the Second, many looſe People, ſome allo of.

Life; then they let looſe their Seducers, who were not on- 
ly incouraged, but alſo recompenſed for ſuch a piece of 
'Treachery. But when the late King invaded the Crown, 
then large ſteps were taken to ruin the People, and to Pox 
them in their Religion. InY 
Upon your Majeſties Landing in the Year 1688, the 
"Keeper of the Priſon of the King's-Bench. gave me ſame 
libercy; and'I went amongſt ſome of the moſt ſubſtantial 
of -my -Friends,” *who did inform me under what a Con- 
Nernation our Great Conſpirators were, and how ready 
they were-to have given up all their Ill-gotten Eſtates, 
by which they. had been enabled to: proſecute ;the wizked 
'Deſigns of the late King, to ſubvert our moſt! Excellent 
Religion; and none of us did queſtion but that they 
would have been called to an account for all thoſe tray= 
terous Devices of theirs ;; of this, 'I am ſure, -they. would 
have given up thar All to have: ſaved their :Laves : But 
your Majeſty being reſolved not to begin your Reign 
' with Blood, was inclined not to make any ſeyere Exam- 
ples of theſe Men; which a thinking Man might judge 
would lay ſuch an Obligation upon. them all of- Gratitude 
and 'Obedience to. your Majeſty and Governinent, nay, 
theſe above-named freſh Inſtances of the Papal Tyranny 
in Religion, might have been enough: to haye cautioned 
the Kingdom from giving them little hopes of being able 
of being brought to reſtore King Zames, who was fo bi- 
gotted to the Arbitrary Proceedings of the Romiſh Syna- 
gogue ; our Noble-men fome of them had a great part 
of Church Lands in their. hands, our Clergy-men great 
Prcferments, all which muſt have gone notwithſtanding 
their Zeal for the Divine Right of Succeſſion and _ 
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Obedience and Non-reliſtence : Therefore the Confide- 
ration of Temporal Intereſt one would have thought 
might have gone a great way to have engaged them to 
be true to their own Cauſe and Quarrel. In a word, a 
Man that obſeryed the Infolencies of the Popith Party 
againſt thoſe Prelates that were committed to the Tower, 
would have made them for eycr to have declared an ever- 
laſting War againſt that Party of Red-letter' d Men, and 
heartily have come into your Majcſtics Intereſt, in order 
to bave ſecured our Liberties, Propertics, and Religion : 
But to conclude this Head, the Excellency of that Reli- 
g10n, of which ſome of the Conſpirators had made a 
Profeſſhon, fince they were Engliſh that had Bodies, Souls 
and Eitates to fave, and found your Majeſty reſolved 
( if they had pleaſed ) to fave all, they upon the 
ſcore of your Royal Grace and Mercy to them ſhewed 
at the beginning of your Reign, and continued Clemen- 
cy, woukl have invited to have joined in with your Ma- 
jeſty to have preſerved that Religion they profeſs, and not 
in ſtead of that to have attempred the Murther of your 
Perſon, and the Inyaſion of your Realm with a Forcign 
Power, in ordcr .to rcſtore an Abdicatcd King, who 
hates their Religion, and will violate their Libeerics. 

I come Sir, now to obſerve to your Majeſty, the Ex- 
cellency of this Civil Government, which theſe Confpi- 
rators would change into Slavery. The Kings of Eng- 
land Rule not upon the ſame Terms with thoſe of our 
Neighbour Nations, who having by Force or by Fraud 
Uſurped that due ſhare which their Subjccts had in the 
Government, are now for ſome Ages paſt in Poſleſſon of 
an Arbitrary Power, (which yet no Preſcription can make 
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legal). and Excerciſe it over their Perſons and Eſtates in 
a moſt Tyrannical Manner , but here in England the Sub- 
jets do retain their Proportion in the Legiſlature, and 
the very meaneſt Commoner - of England 1s repreſented 
in Parliament, and is a Party to thoſe Laws by which the 
Prince is {worn to Govern himſelf and his Subjects : No 
Mony 1s to be levied, but by common Conſent, no Man 
is for Life, Limb, or Goods, or Liberty, at the diſcre- 
non of the Supream Magiſtrate, but we have the ſame 
Right ( modcſtly underſtood ) to our Property, that the 
Prince hath to his Regality. 

In all Caſes where the King is concerned we have our 
juſt Remedy as againſt any private Perſon in the Neighbor- 
hood in the Courts of Weftminſter-Hall, or in the High- 
Court cf Parliament; his very Prerogative 1s no more than 
whatthe Law hath determined : His Great Seal, which 
is the Stamp of his Legitimate Pleaſure, yet 1s no longer 
current than upon the tryal it is found legal; #e cannor 
commit any Perſon by his particular Warrant, -he cannot 
hirſ{lt be Witneſs in any Cauſe, the ballance of Publick 
Juſtice being ſo delicate, that-not the Head only, but even 
the Breath of the Prince would turn the Scale; nothing 
is to be left to the King's Will, but all is ſubjected to his 
Authority, by which it follows, that he can dono wrong, 
nor receive wrong ; and a King of England keeping theſe 
meaſures, may without Arrogance be ſaid to remain the 
only Intelligent Ruler over a Rational People; in recom- 
pence therefore, and. acknowledgment of ſo good a Go- 
vernment under his Influence, his Perſon 1s moſt Sacred 
and Inviolable, and whatever Exceſfles are committed 
againft fo high a Truſt, nothing of them 1s _ to 
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him, as being free from the neceſſity or temptation, but 
his Miniſters only are accountable for all, and muſt an- 
ſwer it at their Perils: He hath a vaſt Reyenue, con- 
ſtantly ariſing from the Sweat of the Labourers and the 
Rent of the Farmer, and the Induſtry of the Merchant ; 
and conſequently out of the Eſtate of -the Gentleman a 
large competence to defray the ordinary Charge of the 
Crown, and maintain its Grandure and Luſtre ; and if 
any extraordinary occaſion happen, or be but with any 
probable deſcency pretended, the whole Land at what- 
ſoever ſeaſon of the Year, doth yield them a plentiful 
Harveſt. So forward are the People to give,, that a Fo- 
reigner would think that they could neither will nor chuſe, 
but that the asking of a Supply was a meer piece of For- 
mality, the Pcople of England being fo ready to give it. 
The King of England is the Fountain of Honour, and hath 
the diſtribution of ſo many profitable Offices, of the Hou- 
ſhold, of the Revenue, of State, of Law, of Religion, of 
the Navy ; and when it 1s neccilary that the King hath an 
Army, he diſpoſcth of a mulntude of Military Offices, 
that it ſcems as if this Nation had ſcarce Men of Alulitics 
to ſupply all theſe Employments. So thar the Kings of 
England are nothing interior to other Princes, faving in 
being abridged in injuring their own Subjects, but have 
as large a Ficld as any of cxternal Felicity, wherein to cx- 
erciſe their own Virtue, and to reward and encourage 
it in others. In a word, your Majctty hath enlarged our 
Libcrtics, in conſenting to the Bill ro Regalare Tryals i 
Caſes of High-1 reaſon; 1 which there arc large Immu1- 
tics granted to any that fall under that black Circumſtance, 
that their Lives may not be at the mercy of a Mcrcenary

Judge, or Judges, if God ſhould in his Judgment leave 
poor England to ſuch Men : But your Majeſty hath be- 
gun, and I queſtion not but your Royal inclination will 
carry you on to compleat our ſecurity from ſuch Vermin. 
Therefore to conclude, what a Government 1s this we 
enjoy, than which nothing can come nearer the Divine 
Perfection! The Monarch enjoys a capacity of doing all 
the good imaginable to Mankind, but under a diſability 
of doing any thing that is Evil. 
This Scheme of the Civil Government the Late King 
did well know, and therefore mn Council on the day of 
tis Acccſton to the Crown,he was pleaſed to ſay, That the 
Laws of England were ſufhcicent to make the King of 
England as great a Monarch as he could wiſh or dcire; 
ſo that your Majeſty may ce that he could own thar the 
Greatneſs of the Engliſh Monarchy had its Birth and riſc 
trom the Laws. Who then would haye lcfſened him- 
{clf as he did, by breaking in upon thoſe very Laws that 
had made him Great ? And who would have broken fo 
excellent a Government as made him Secure and Happy ? 
And what Subjcct of England, Papitt or Proteſtant, that 
would loſe ſuch Immunities and Privileges, by joyning in 
with that unhappy Man to deſtroy themſclves: Were they 
ſo in love with King 7ames, that they were not ſatisfied till 
they had him ? Nay, he and they wadcd through King 
Charles's Blood that he might Reign : Why then did they 
not keep the terms of the Goyernment, which would have 
been the moſt cfteftual way of continuing him on the 
Throne. Beſides all this, we cannot forget that the Par-

cd and lett to Statve, yer their Age and times they lived 
in, and their unjuſt uſage they mct with from two Kings, 
might have plcaded ſomething on their bchalf in mitiga- 
tion of Damages: But Sir, give me leave to make this 
Remark to your MMyjlty concerning thoſe Gentlemen, 
that thuy were and are (Uull (if any of them remain) too 
Genercus,tco goodChriſtians andSubjccts,too aftectionate 
tothe Fnglſh legal Government,to be capable of ſuch an 
Imorctiion; whereas tacſe Confpirators that carried on the 
dclizn of ſubverting our Religion 1nto Popery and chan- 
ging the Guvernineut into downiight Slavery, arc ſuch 
a5 have not one dronr of Cavaleer Blood, or no Bowcls 
at leait of a Cayaleer 12 them, bur ſach as ſtarved the 
Cavalccrs, to revel and fſurtcit upon their Calamiries, 
making 
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making their Perſons and the very Cauſe by pretending 
to it themſelves, almoſt Ridiculous. 

Or had theſe Villains been all of the Popiſh commu- 
nion, and avowed fo to be, give me leave to fay it over 
again to your Majeſty, your danger would have bcen the 
leſs; their Religion would in ſome meaſure have bcen 
anſwerable for the Errors and Extravgancics they 
might have been guilty of to promote it; but thee 
render their intended Villany more black, they 
were Proteſtants, and of the Church of England too, 
that joyned with Papiſts to Aſlaſſinate your Royal Perſon : 
What can any Man fay for them ? Your Majeſty knows 
what to do with them: Theſe Villains, becauſe I perceive 
they Iye under a great difhculty to find Accomplices 
enough at home to Mutiny and Rebcl and Murther your 
Majcſties true and loyal Subjects, rheretore they put them- 
ſelves under the Banner and Pay of the French King, to 
compleat their wicked deſigns and purpoſes, to bring a 
foreign Enemy to Invade us ; that King being endowed 
with all thoſe which in a French Prince, or in an Abdica- 
ted King, may paſs tor Vertues ; but in any private Man 
they would be Capital ; and moreover, ſo abounding in 
Zeal for Popery and Slavery above all other Princes, thac 
none elſe could engage both Body and Soul in ſuch a 
Villanous Undertaking; to which Conſideraton, adding 
that their Intereſts are both one, and the one 1s, and the 
other would be the Maſter of abfolure Dominien, and 
both are inveterate Enemies to your Majeſty and this 
Proteſtant Kingdom ; and the French King is 1n all reſpects 
the-moſt hikely to ſupport, maintain and uphold thcm in 


thoſe Attempts, they being ſo exactly ſuitable to the 1n- 
CHNatons : 
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clinations of his Soul, yea, and of the Late King's Soul 
ro0,notwithſtanding your Majeſty's being his Nephew and 
Sor-1n-Law 1nto the bargain. 

Sir, theſe Conſpirators have made 1t their buſineſs to 
aſperſe your Majcity's Government, becauſe of the great 
Taxes that are upon the Nation; but I never find them to 
rake notice of the Treaſure that K. Charles II. waſted. It's 
truc, he was engaged in two moſt -1mp1ous Wars againſt 
the Dutch, and theſe Wars were very chargable to the 
Nation : But beſides thoſe two Wars, hs ipent abundance 
upon his Whores, Pimps, and 'Bauds, under the notion 
of ſecrer Service, and yet we finda nothing to be ſaid of 
that : Our Taxes are greater than ever the Nation paid ; 
but your Majcſty's Loyal Subjects do nor belicye them 
ſo heavy, but that they can and will hold it out many 
Years. In a word, there are none that rctain their Loy- 
alty and Duty to your Majcſty,butare highly pleaſed with 
vcur Majcſty's being fully ſupphed to carry on fo neceſla. 
rya War; and there 1s no good Man but will rather 
hazard his Perſon to keep the Enemy abroad, than ſee 
cither a French or Iriſh Army within your Kingdom of 
England, deſtroying our Subſtance, burning our Habita- 
tions, and committing thoſe Barbarities that were done in 
the Palatinate by the one,or in heland 1n 4.1 by the other; 
fo that your Majeſty may ſee, that we that arc ,Engliſh 
Men are nct ſo much concerned at our Taxes, as at the 
mmincent Dangers your Majeſty is daily expoſed to, 
both at home and abroad. And ( being more confident 
than perhaps becomes me,to judge the thoughts of Men; ) 
I believe the Conſpirators are more concerned that 
your Majeſty is yet in the Land of the Living, than 

at 
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at any of theſe Taxcs, of which I ſuppoſe their proportion 
is but ſmall. 

But yourMajcſty 1snot the firſt and onlyPrince that Fug 
tive Confpirators have traduccd.as theſe have filled the Ears 
of the French King and the Lare King, with monſtrous Sto- 
ries of your Majeſty's Opprciling the Nation with unheard 
of Taxes, thereby inſinuating to him and his chargeable 
Guels, how eaſy it would be to reduce the Nation, that they 
might have farther opportunity of revelling and ſarfeiring 
upon hisTreaſure. So the Fugitive Conſpirators1n the time 
of Q.Elizabeth,were perpetually whiſpering in the Ears of the 
then King of Spain,with prodigious Stories as falle as Hell, 
thereby to Exaſperare that then great and Powerful Mo- 
narch againſt the Kingdom, and did diſparage the Forces 
of the ſaid Queen, and the poſture and conduct of her 
Afﬀairs; in order to make him bclieve, that the Conqueit 
of England to be 2 matter of no great dificulty: They 
did calunniate that Queen's Juſtice, and blamed her pro- 
ceedings againſt Senunarics and Romiſh Prieſts, and for 
having a jealous eye upon thoſe of their Communion, 
for recciving thoſe Pricſts and Jeſuits thus ſent into this 
Realm to. ſeduce her Subjects, and to withdraw. them 
from their Obedienct ; bus our Conſpirators could nos 
traduce your Majeſty, or blacken-your Government with 
thoſe Points ; none might have been more. cafic and qui- 
ct under your happy Government than they, 1t. their Vil- 
lainous Principles would have ſuffer'd them; and not only 
ſo, but they might have had Preterments too, whullt poor 
Suffcrers, and your hearty Friends were Starving, had 
not their damnable Inſolcncics and implacable hatrcd ot. 

C. Your. 
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vour Majeſty's Perſon and the welfare of the Kingdom 
been an obſtacle in their way ; but that which I ſhall ob- 
ſcrve to your Majcſty, that they traduced that Queen 
with ovyercharging her Subje&ts with heavy and unaccu- 
{tomed Taxcs : Bur it was then well known, that no 
Prince could maintain ſuch a Fleet at Sea, and ſuch an 
Army at Land without great Expence and Charge ; for her 
main end was to prevent a Foreign Invaſion, by which 
that wiſe Queen ccrtainly knew would be more Expentive 
and Chargeable to the Nation, than a Maintenance of 
a Force at Sca and Land would be to prevent 1t. 

Ic 1s not unknown, that your Majeſties Prudence and 
Conduct hath appcarcd, that tho your Majeſty found the 
Nation in a Lamcntable Conditien, the Trade Sunk, 
Liberties Scizcd, the People in a Ferment, the Enſtgns of 
the many Murders committed in the Reign of the Late 
K12g, upon the Gates of the City, and upon your Maje- 
{ly's acceſſion to the Throne, a neceſſary War to be com- 
mcnced, yet th: Trade hath in ſome meaſure been pre- 
ſcrved, Liberties reſtored, the condition of the Nation 
much mcendcd, and like ro be more and more 1mpro- 
ved, both as to its Honour and_ nterett, the Pcople 
Quicted, and R-prizals about to be made for the Mur- 
Ger cf our Friends. Your Majetty hath Re1gned now 
Seven Years, and never raiſed one Penny without the 
conſent of Parliament, and by the Authority of the fame; 
and the Lat: King bad not Reigned {cven Hours, bur 
he: Levied Monv without Parlhament : Burt I would fain 
have theſe Fugitive Cut-throats, that envy and malign 
iour Majeſty's cafic Government, to compare the neectſt- 
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tics of Quecn Flizabeth with the urgent cccaſion your 
Majeſty hath of greater Taxcs than ever that Princeſ 
could pretend to ; for it is moſt plain beyond all contra- 
diction, Firſt, that Wars are now more chargcable in 
this Age than in that which ſhe Reigned. Then it 1s plain, 
your Majeſty hath had but little or no Aſſiſtance ( the 
Dutch excepted) from any Proteſtant Prince, or any other 
Prince of the Confederacy ; but you have been rather 
neceſſitated to help them ; in the laſt place, your Majeſty 
hath every year of your Reign, been obligedto have great 
Forces both at Sea and Land ; the Charges of your Maje- 
ſties Predecefſors have been for the molt part Volunta- 
ry ; their Soldiers fought upon theſe Terms,no Purchaſe, 
no Pay ; and therefore the Subjects were not ſo much bur- 
thened by ForeignWars, but they went torth ro Conquer. 
Now its plain, that for a King to defend his own Realm 
and the Libertics thereof, is more Expenſive than to Con- 
quer other Princcs Countrics, for the Conqueror would 
always pay himſelf and Army in his new Conqueſt : Bur 
Sir, that which is a wonder to me 1s this, that they ſhould. 
complain to King Lewis and King James of the greatneſs. 
of the Taxes here ; cMhey think that although he ſhould 
comply with them once more to Invade us, yct at the 
ſame time to charge your Majeſty with that thing as a 
high Crime, muſt be an unmannerly Charge, fince the 
French King himſelf doth the ſame every Year, by his 
own Arbitrary Deſpotick Power, that your Majeſty hath 
only done by the Advice and Conſent and Authoriy of a 
duriful and loyal Parhamenr. 
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But truly Sir, I muſt here acquaint your Majeſty, that 
ſome Pcople have condemned the French King and King 
James too, for giving Credit to theſe Confſpirators ; for 
firſt they ought to have conſidered, That none of the 
vain Pamphlets that cither Ferguſon or L Eftrange, or any 
of that raſcally Crew eyer writ, were ever able to ſhake 
the natural and dutiful Aﬀections of our Engliſh Nation 
co your Majcſty ; and of this I am ſure they have had 
{ufficicat Experience. In the next place, many of theſe 
Confpirators are Pricſts and Jeſuits, more fit to manage a 
Pen than a Launce, to diſpute of Philoſophy, than to di- 
ſcourſe of War ; to have a low opinion of their own Parts, 
than to be prodigal in thei Aſſurance ; and Jct them ſay 
no more than what 1s true, and judge that to be the great 
truth that is beſt made out. In the laſt Place, if that 
thoſe have not been of the Tribe of Lev, yet then they 
have been Fellows of deſperate Fortunes, which they are 
ambitious to advance by Lies and the ruin of their 
Country. 

I do not wonder why they traduce and aſperſe your Ma- 
jc!ty's Government, for they arc and have becn for many 
Years pjotting your Run and Del 1on,both betore and 
fincc you were our King; and the bulineſs is plain, that 
they can never hurt vour Perſon, till they have deſtroyed 
vour Intereſt, and havc} withdrawn a conſidcrable Party 
from vour Majelty, by which they may make a Stand; 
then they may poſibly (it not diſcovered) make an at- 
empt upon vour Perſon, which they cannor do till your 
Intereſt 1 deitroyed by their many traiterous Aſperſions 
(and they bchicved) thrown upon your Majetty.

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Nay, tho King Charles the Second did comply with 


them in many things; yet becauſe he did not comply in 


every thing, they ſparcd not him, but made it their buſi- 
neſs to traduce him ; it 1s true, his Government was Cen- 
ſurable, becauſe he complied not with the Terms and 
preſerved not the fundamental Conſtitutions of an Engliſh 
Monarchy ; therefore his Government was exrofcd to the 
Cenſure of ſome that oppoſed even his proceedines, when 
they had liberty, as thcy were Members of Parliament, 
for they had juſt Ground to bclicve that he cloſed with 
the French Intcrcſt, againſt that, of his own Kingdom, and 
with the Popiſh Party, in order to betray the Proteſtant 
Incereſt both at Home and Abroad ; and the Confſoirators 
they ler loſe their Tongues againſt him, becauſe he was 
not wholly theirs, but ever ard anon gave them the (lip, 
by which they were diſappointed in their Deſigns ; there- 
fore in a Letter of theirs to their Party in Scotland, thev 
plainly ſay, That he was fo addictec to his Pleaſure, that 
he was not fit to Govern; and in another Letrer they charge 
him with unſtcadincſs in his Reſolutzons as to Relieton ;

Majeſty 1s not the only Prince that theſe Miſcreams have 
Traduced: And truly i filed me with great Horror wien I 
ſaw their Induſtry in diſperſing their filthy and ſcandalous 
Libels againſt your Majcſty and Government, i bcing the 
mcthod of thoſe Men firſt to beget a dilattectivn in your 
Subjc&ts. againſt your Majcſty (if it were potlible , char 
vour Deſtruction might be the more calily xccompliſh'd 
| | Dy 
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Ly them, but your Majeſty hath becn very happy ; for 
nuthing theſe Villains could eicher Write or Speak, ever 
made the lcaſt impreſſion upon the Hearts of your Loving 
Subjects; but on the other hand it filled them with Zeal 
againſt chat party of Mcn.,eſpecially ſince they were ſo high- 
iy ſenfivle of that Grace and Clemency by which their 
Lives had been continued to them, for we all know that 
this was not the firſt Confeiracy that they have been cn- 
82gcd in againſt your Majeſty; I pray God it may be the 
alt. 

Give me l-ave to put your Majeſty 1n mind of a Paſ- 
ſage in one of Mr. Coleman's Letters to the French King's 
Confc{lor which 1s this; he faith there. The Deſign proſper- 
ed fo well that he doubted not butthe Buſineſs would be mana- 
gpged to the utter ruin of the ' Proteſtant Party. So the de- 
{ign of theſe Cut-throats proſpercd fo well, that they did 
not doubr but that in a little time their Buſincſs would 
be managed to the Deſtruction of your Majeſty and your 
Proteſtant Subjects ; for they carried on one Defign to 
Murder your Perſon, and another to Invade your King- 
doms with a Foreign Force; and they were much in the 
right, for it would haye been 1mpoſlilay for them ro have 
Reſtored the Late King by an Invaſion, and to have ſer 
up Popery and Slavery, without deſtroying a Proteſtane 
King and the Proteſtant Intereſt 1n England.

the ſaia Duke of 7ork., might have return'd Home and 
enjoy'd the Crown himſelf ; the Lord Arlington 'dilco- 
ver'd the ſame, and ſo the Deſign was baffled, yet no 
Man was ſo much in favour as the Dake of York, and 
3s a Teſtimony of the King's Grace and Fayour ; He was 
made Lord High Admiral of England, and held that 
Office till he openly retuſed the ſubſcribing the 7eft, ac- 
cording to an Act made in the Year 1673: Bur he en- 
joying that great and mighty, Othce. of Lord High Ad- 
miral of England tor ſeveral-Years; He obtain'd the King's 
Favour ; the Court was-at his Will and Commandment, 
either tor love ro him, or for fear of his Greatneſs and. 
Authority : He fo demeaned himſclf to the King his Bro-- 
ther, that that King would never believe that the. great 
Intereſt that he had. acquired by the Greatneſs of his Of- 
fice ſhould ever be abuſed to the prejudice of the Go-. 
vernmene; bur for the King's Service and Benefit he in-- 
creaſed the number of his Friends and Followers, by gra- 
tifving ſome with Naval Preferments, and: others. with 
Mony, always imploying his Purſe, his Credit, and his 
Countenance for the ſtrengthning his Party ; and that in 
ſuch a manner as that the King could-not bur perceive 
it, yet he ſo difſembled the Matter, and pretended to ſuch 
2 degree of Obedience and -Afﬀection to the King, and 
gratify'd him in his finful.Pleaſures, that the King did not 
diſtruſt. his Proccedings, and that he might continue in 
the King's. Fayour, he made it his bulineſs as much ry 

im. 
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him lay to: comply with his Humours and Humane Frail- 
ties: And when he was forced to lay down that great 
Office, by reaſon of his refuſal of the Sacramental Teſt 
above-mentioned, he obtain'd*®of the+ King, that his 
Friends and high Church -Confpirators niight be pur in 
Commuſlioners of the Admiralty in his place, he made all 
the Miniſters of ſtate ſure ro him, ſo that when he was 
baniſhed into Flanders, a firſt and a ſecond time, and at- 
ter his return he procured' that the Duke of Monmouth 
ſhould be baniſked the Court, he judging him to be his 
Enemy, and then his Conſpirators endeavour'd not in 
vain'to- keep the ſaid Duke of Monmouth in diſcredit with 
the King : But the then Parliament being ſenſible of the 
dangerous Conſpiracy againſt the Proteſtant Religion, and 
the Laws and Libertics of the Kingdom, and the King's 
Perſon, - carricd on by the Popihh Party, and finding that 
the: Duke's being a Papiſt had incouraged them in that 
Helliſh: Plot,chey having great hopes of his coming ſuch ty 
the Crown, they fell upon the Duke, and to prevent th.

Portſmouth, who had a grear Intercit im the 
King, and obtain'd at firſt. or laſt whatſocver pleaſed her 
of «the King, that wholocycr ihe was ( were he never {© 
higty ih che King's Favour )) xhat difplealed her in ume 
f 
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loſt the King's good Will and good Opinion; this Duke 
carried himſelf fo towards her, that he ſeemed to affect 
nothing more than her good liking, and yet not fo deft 
rous thercot as that he wvould wholly depend thereupon, 
knowing that the King although he always attrihuted 
much to this infamous Whore, and was pleaſed that ſhe 
was Reverenced and Reſpected, / yet he could not well 
bear that her good Will ſhould - be ſought aboye hs 
own Royal Favour: But the Duke did continue His 
Friendſhip with her, hoping in time to command them 
both ; and when ever he found any of the King's Mini- 
ſters not throughly complying with him, and nat ready 
© follow his Deſigns, he labourcd by all means to have 
them removed and others put in their Places, who 
would not fail him in his wicked Deſigns and Purpoſes, 
nor to depend wholly upon his Favour, and alſo to make 
him privy (if nced were) to whatſocyce Buſineſs and 
Affair of State they were commanded by the King: to. di-

wholly unto his Devotion ; and he had' ſuch Intereſt in 
the King's Court and Courticrs, that. all, or moſt part of 
chem, ſeemed to be ar his fole Diſpoſition, and to affect 
him more than the King himſelf; He having Inſtalled 


himſelf in this manner mn the Court, and in a great 
meaſure 
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meaſure withdrew the Hearts of the principal Officers 
thereof from their Duty and Loye to their King: He 
chought it alſo not enough to be 1hveſted in their Favours, 
but all che endeayours were uſed that he might have 
the Aﬀections of the Common People ; to procure this, 
he obtains the help of a filthy Strumpet called High-

| he had in fo flie a manner Uſurped, the high Attempts 


and Imaginations he had lodged in his Heart, and the 
great Opinion he had of himſelf, yer he was fo far from 
appearing puffed up with Pride and Diſdain to thoſe thac 
were much bclow him, that he thought not ſcorn to give 
Pry to the meaneſt Man that had buſineſs with 
un. 

Now, how could a Man of my Circumſtances, having 
provoked him by the Diſcovery of the Helliſh Confpiracy, 
carried on by him and his wicked Popiſh Party, and Po- 


 piſhly affected, Rand againſt ſuch a Man of ſuch an' In- 


tereſt ; for he and his Party when they could not hurt 
me by their Subborned Waitneſles againſt me, not only to 
deſtroy my Reputation, but my Life? Then they procured 
King Charles to take away my Maintenance and Prote- 
tion ; and this angry Duke he Sued me for charging him

cinary Judges compleated my Ruin; and T muſt have 
been deſtroyed, had not God by your Majeſty's coming

Give me leave Sir, with the humbleſt Submiſſion co 
your Majeſty, to obſcryc, that where there is a Subject of

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ſuch Credit with the King, of ſuch Authority w:th the 
Court, and ſuch Power in every County of the Kingdom, 
as the Duke of York had when he was a Subjcet, and to 
have ſuch an Intereſt in the Church and Civil Govern- 
ment, and Military Employments, and Naval Prefterments: 
Could it be poſſibly hard or difficult for him to inſult 
over and ſuppreſs thoſe Truths I then Revealed, for the 
ſervice and preſervation of the Religion, Laws and Liber- 
tics of my Native Country, againſt him and his nume- 
rous Party. And how much more was 1t cafie for him 
to deſtroy me when he had the Crown it ({clf upon his 
own Head ?

And to what a lamentable State and Condition he

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© live with a little or no Meat afterwards ; I can,through 
the Strength of Chriſt, ſuffer my ſelf to be oppreſſed, and 
from my poor Dunghi Lwhereon I i t, behold both Friends 
and Encmues, that arith much Contenement and ſufhc- 
ent Enjoyment of my ſelf, partaking of the g00d Things 
of this Life, the more, becauſe that God ſtill preſerves 
your Roval Perſon from the Attempts that the Trayte-

6. He entred into a League with Enzlan#smorta .,ucmics the Frenth z and ſuch 
ſtrong Alliances were made with that Savage Prince, and Nimrod of Exrope, by which 
means we wete hurt in our Trade, ah impaired in our Riches and Greatneſs z and 
to Effet this Work, what Atts and Contrivances you and your Conſpirators did uſe, 
by introdacing- Fr-ncþ Whores, French Faſhions __ Cuſtoms, and. French Officers, 
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and Freneh Servants, whom we haye nouriſhed and cheriſhed with all the Careffes 
imaginable z and to rhe meaneſt Valet de ehamber, or Contemptible Lacquey or Fid- 
ler, who pretended to be but alamode de France, your Paraſites paid more reſped to, 
than to our brave Eegliſhmey ;. nay, ſo. amaxous too had your fine, but (debauched) 
Ladies been of a French Kickſhaw, that or have even hugged them in their very 
Boſoms ; and have lamented the loſs, tho, but of the meaneſt French Skips z witneſs the 
Tears that fell from divers great Perſonages of the Feminine Sex,that on their Knees 
made ſupplication for that infipid Highway-man Du Vall, who at laſt, though with 
great difficulty, was hanged at Tyburn tor Robberies committed on the Highway. 
It is true, he was a man of excellent Parts, and ſingular Learning , only he could 
neither Write nor Read. IE! ak, 

But had this been all, I ſhould, not: have-mentioned. this Particular. There wae 
more in this then ſome unthinking. men at that time were aware of ;-for you, 
and your Accomplices made further ſicps to maintain this ſfirong Alliance with the 
French, our mortal Enemies; for you did not only introduce the Modes and Cuſtoms 
of France amongſt us, but the Yoke of France that muſt be put on too. I have heard 
of a cer certain Knight, called Sir James -- , that in a Coffe-houſe was heard to 
ſay, That it would never be well in Exgland, till owr King was as Abſolmte 9s. the King of 
France. He was an Alderman of London, and, Sir, your very humble Admirer ; and 
at that time you had made a very gracious promilſe to him of obtaining of your Bro- 
ther the great Park near Dwblin for him, for the great Services he had done your (elf, 
and the French Intereſt ; And truly, Sir, he hath deſerved that Boon at your hands, 
were it but for the aforeſaid wiſe Saying of his z and had that Raſcal had but Brains 
fuitable to his Impudence, a man might caſily wo taken him for one of the Chicf 
of the Conſpirators with your (elf, againſt the Religion, Laws, and Liberties of the 
People of England : This Fellow, I fay, was CO ian of London, and his Rc6- 
dence was in the City z but by his Diſcourſe a man would have ſworn he had always 
lived with your Confpirators at St, James's, or at Whitehall, or with the French Tay- 
lor, an old Companion of yours, who thanked God, That bis great King of France 
could ſend for bis Head, and bis Eſtate,” when be pleaſed. x =_ 

Bleſſed be God, Sir, your Reſidence is in that ſweet place of St, Germains, where 
you enjoy your ſelf, and Friends, in,a moſt comfortable manner ; and you have your 
health as well as if you had 100 Sail of Ships at your Devotion, and an Army of 
' 5OcoO Men, which is a mercy.” I pray, let me ask you, What ſort of People are 
your French Neighbours ? Is there not ſuch a ſlaviſh temper in thoſe poor Wretches as 
is aſtoniſhing ? | | voir, | | 

Juſt to ſuch a flaviſh and knaviſh Temper you, were about. to bring the People of 
this Nation toz your Conſpicators had made a conſiderable progreſs in this mighty 
Work; and had not Divine Ptovidence interpoſed, you had compleated the ſame : 
Your Party, to compleat this Work, found out the only true way, which was firſt to 
enſlave eur Souls, by fubjeRing them; and our Reaſon, to the blind Superſtition of 
the Chnrch; for that Prieſt-craft having once ſo far won upon Engliſhmen, as-to make 
them truſt and pin their Faith and Reaſon upon their Sleeves, they may after that 
bring them to any thing that they ſhall dirc& ; and therefore, as in your Day, ſo in 
all Ages heretofore, rothing did ſhew more the'Cunning of your Banduti, than to 
drive on thef: two to; ether, Pojcry and Slavery; only Cometimes they have driven on 
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the-one- by the other z ſometimes Popery led the Van to bring on French Slavery, and 
ſometimes French Slavery led the Van to bring on Popery. Your Friends well knew 
that Popery and Slavery, like two Siſters, they go hand in hand ; ſometimes one goes 
firſt, and ſometimes the other : In England your Council reſolved that Popery was to 
bring in Slavery 3 in Scotland, Slavery was to have brought in Poperyz and this was 
done by our Prieſts bJind admonition to the people, of obedience to our Governors, 
be it good they command, or be it evil; whatever they command, it muſt be obeyed : 
And what Nation ſoever came under the misfortune of being robb'd of their Rights 
and Liberties, it was chiefly brought to paſs by Prieſt-craft, in preaching up blind 
obedience, and cxtolling Vicious Kings, and calling them excellent, tho the vileſt of 


Tyrants, who were riding Poſt to (wallow them up : This was the Practice of our - 


Pulpit. hunters in the time of the Reign of your Brother, and in the beginning of your 
Ulurpation of the Government z and ſo they would have done to this day, had not 
the Tythe-pig been in danger: Nothing, I ſay, contributed more to the confirmin 
and eſtabliſh 

your Prieſts and Jeſuits made in perverting the people, as to their Religion 3 and our 
Eccleſiaſtical Brokers debauching their Morals by their immorality, and looſen@s of li- 


ving,and enflaving their minds by their damnable Doftrines of Paſſive Obedience, and 


Non-refſtance, and the Divine Right of Succefſion to the Imperial Crown of the 
Realm. 


7. He being fully reſolved to follow his Pleaſure, he left the Adminiſtration of the - 


Three Kingdoms to your ſelf, and-Cut-throat Party, who were Enemies to the people 
of England, and were in a damnable Conſpiracy againſt his perſon and Government, 


and the Proteſtant Religion. That he was reſolved upon his Pleaſures, you, nor no ' 


man can deny ; and that you had the afcendency of him, it is too plain and manifelt 
to admit of the leaſt doubt or ſcruple : But that which was moſt wicked, you kept 
him plied with thoſe vile Wretches, who promoted that Vice in him: And tho ke 


was the vileſt of all the Kings that went before, for his many Immoralities ; yet how - 
did his Eccleſiaſtical Paraſites flatter him, and admire him as a Prince of the greatelt 


Virtues z a King of Peace (they called him) and a King of Righteouſneſ(s.- 


I am ſure he engaged the Government in two unjuſt Wars againſt the Datch 3. and: ' 
thanks be to God, he was by them worlted in both thoſe Wars ; and it proved fatal * 


to the Conſpirators z for the great Deſign of ruining the Datch, was the advancement 
of Popery and Arbitrary Power here in England, which you durſt not attempt till they 
were weakened ; you fearing their joining their Forces together to reſcue us from 
your damnable Deſigns againit our Religion, Laws and Liberties, as you know they 
did, and that to very good purpoſe z, the cticQs of. which will not be gatten out of 
your old Bones as long as you live. 


ing the late King your Brother's Alliances with France, as that progres 


Before I conclude this Head, give me lcave, Sir, toobſerve, that whilſt the King, 


your Brother, was ſwallowed up in his Pleaſures, you, and your Minions , did make 


it your buſineſs to beger in the people a low opinion of the- method of Gaverningz - 
and by your Prieſts (you taking opportunity, by reaſon of our then.villanous Cater- 
pillars of the Church countenancing, it in a very high manner) to beget in the people 
a mean opinion of the Proteſtant Religion, 2nd Intereſt; and you may remember 


you gained not a few to your Party: Therefore, when we conſider our danger, we 
cannot but be aſtoniſhed'at cur deliverance: .For had yours Bandirti becn-avowed F'3- 
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piſts, our danger might more eaſily have been conquered z for fone, nay the moſt 
of them, when the Teſt came in force, quitted thejr hmployment at Court z amongft 
them, Sir, your ſweet ſelf quitted the Office and Title of Lord High Admiral of Eng- 
laud; but, Sir, you had gotten a Crew about you, that did undertake with you, to 
ruin and defiroy the Government, which lay under no temptation of Religion ; theſe 
joined their Forces and Intereſt againſt King and Kingdom, and truly, 1 think, out 
greateſt danger was from then. 

You having this fair opportunity of your Brother's being ſo addicted to his Plea» 
ſures, and he leaving the Adminiſtration of Afﬀairs to you, and your Hellborn Crew ; 
it was a great wonder you did not firike ſooner, and leap into the Chair an Age: or 
two before the time you did : It's certain you came not in without Murther , and 
Murther would have been but Murther if it had been done ten or a dozen years be- 
fore. Truly, tho you had Villains that one would have thought were bad enough, yet 
you had not-enough for ſo black a Defign, as the overthrow of the Government, and 
the Proteſtant Religion they were not, 1 ſay, ripe enough ; your Popiſh Party at 
home were keen enough, but they wanted a good back to their edge z therefore, Sir, 
you fedFing your ſtrength at home, you applied you ſelf abroad to the French King, he 
being indowed with all thoſe Qualities, which in a Prince may paſs for Vettues, but 
in any man of a private Station, they would be capital : He being a Champion for 

ry and Arbitrary Power, with him you joined to ruin the Government, and the 
Proteſtant Religion, your damnable Conſpiracy being a Proje4 every way ſuitable to 
the Inclination and Intereſt of that Bloody Monſter of Mankind. You may remember 
the Trayterous Correſpondencies you maintained with him,and he with you,by your 
moſt Excellent Secretary Coleman, who you honeſily left to be hanged for that great 
piece of ſecret Service he did you in that time. : 

8. We well remember how careleſs he was in the maintenance&f our Religion. 
Truly when Princes are given up to their Pleaſures, it is no great matter what Reli- 
gion they profeſs ; you may well call to mind what breaches you and your Party 
made upon our Religion through his careleſneſs and remiſneſs ; how you advanced 
the Popiſh Intereſt, and diſcountenanced the Proteſtants 5 and as your Secretary Cole- 
man obſerved, that you would'not forget the Tricks the Parliament of England had 
playd with you ;z*ſo we cannot but remember what Tricks you plaid with us ; for it is 
plain, that there was not a conſiderable Preferment in the Church that fell, but el- 
ther he that was preferred was one of no Religion, or elſe that which was worſe , 
he was a perſon that engaged in your unrighteous Cauſe and Quarrel. 

Sir, by your means, and the means of your Partiſans, ſuch men were made ufe of 
in the Church, that through the ignorance and inſufficiency of ſome of them, and 
olcitancy and remiſneſs of others, to whom the Guardianſhip of htr was committed, 
our Religion and Worſhip became lamentably diſmantled , misfigured and defaced, 
and this well nigh in all the integral and principal parts of it (more or leſs); inſo- 
much, that a man that underſtands the DoQtrines, and holy Intentions of our firſt 
Reformers from the Synagogue of Rome, and ſhall compare things with things, could, 
nor yet can hardly be able to ſay this is the Proteſtant Religion, 

But how can any man wonder that King Charles the Second ſhould be careleſs fn 
the ſupport and maintenance of our Reformed Religion, fince that he was in his 
heart and ſoul engaged to the DoGtrines and Communion of the Church of Rome ; 
witneſs 
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witne(s his being reconciled to that Church by Father Richard on, who was 
related to Fobu Huddleſton, of whom the ſaid King Charles had ſuch a tender care 3 
and not only ſo, bat Receiv'd the Sacrament from Father Ireland the Jeſait , in the 
Ducheſs of Portſmontb's Lodgings , and the fame day afterwards he receiv'd it ac- 
cording to the Ulage of the Church of England, it being the Sunday called Exfter-day. 
In the laſt place, witneſs thoſe Papers that were found under his own hand in his 
Strong Box, all which teſtify his inclinations were bent that way z and therefore 
how can any man wonder at his being careleſs of ſupporting the- Proteſtant Re» 
ligion, 

i Sir, 1 muſt not forget one Inſtance more of his being of the Romiſh Perſua- 
fion z that is, that moſt Excellent Memorial that he put in by his Proteſtant Envoy 
to the Court at Polandyz wherein there was a paſſage to this effe&t , That be bad a 
great Eſteem of the Roman-C atholick and Apoſtolick Religion, as bring moſt conſiſtent with 
Monercby z give me leave to Cite a paſſage of a Letter of his to the Governor of St. 
Omers , when it was by Conqueſt reduced to the Obedience of the French King z 
which was, Thas be ſhould take care of the Jeſuits according to the Contrait be had made with. 
bis Maſter, they being men upon whom the bopes of England did 

Give me leave, Sir, to put you in mind of his promiſes he made to the Jeſuits in. 
Spain-after he was reconciled to the Church of Rome ( upon their Contributing Three 
thouſand Piſtols tor his ſupport ) of:reſtoring the Catholick Religion when ever he 
ſhould come to the Enjoyment of his Right m England 3 and not only to them, but 
to the Nuns in Ghexs when he borrowed Money of them, for which they waited ſeve- 
ral Years 3 Then I ſay, he declared he would refiore their Religion when ever he 
ſhould come- ro his Right. When the Princeſs Henrietts came to Dover, you know: 
what her Errand was to preſs the King to reftore the Romiſh Religion here in En- 
Waxd'; and that the breach of the Peace with the Dutch was then and there contri- 
ved by. you and your Conſpirators and conſented to by the King , and all 
ia order to the xeducing thoſe State to the Catholick Faith ;- And it was determined: 
to begin the Publick Exerciſe of the Romiſh Religion in Ireland 3 and to facilitate 
that work, you may-well remember who was ſent over Lord Lieutenant. Upon all 
theſe Conſiderations a Man may not now wonder at King Charles's careleſneſs in 
the Support and Maintenance of the Proteſtant Rtuvgion. 

You well remember that you your ſelf and your other Conſpirators had begot in 
the King your Brother a full perſuaſion of the Truth of this Propoſition, That the 
Roman-Catholicks were the greateſt favourers of Monarchy ; therefore in his Letter to 
the French King , bearing Date June 1676. that he reſolved to be like his Neigh- 
bours in Religion.z but you know that he was prevented by the Lord Arlington and 
the Parliament, for which you were pleiſed to tell Father Lacheiſe, in your Letter 
of Fuly.1 676. that the Lord Arlington and others by a Thouland deceits endeavoured 
to break the good Intelligence that was betwixt the King, your Brother, and his. 
moſt Chriſtian Majeſty, and your ſelf, to the end they might deceive you all Three ;: 
and therefore the Parliament, and the (aid Lord Arlington and his party were by you 
declared in that Letter as uſcleſs and dangerous, for that the ſaid Arlington and his 
Friends did work incefſantly to advance the Intereſt of the Puince of Orange and the. 
Dwtch , and to leffen the Intereſt of the French King. Now the King , your Bro- 
ther, being a man unſteady in his reſolutions, he ſometimes failed your. Brother of: 
France, as well as your ſelf, and othes Confpirators, 6, We. 
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g. We in his Life-time ſaw there was no likelihood of his having any legi- 
timate Iſſue to Succeed him in the Government ; Truly, Sir, I1 think I may fay that 
was contrived by youg, Father Clarendon, and your ſelf, and in it you intended the 
hurt of the People of Lapland 3 but God, who governs the World, hath made his 
want of legitimate Iſſue to be the greateſt Bleſſing that ever England faw ; for by 
that means we have a King that well knows that it is moſt certain and evident to all 
men, that the publick Peace and Happineſs of any State or Kingdom, cannot be 
preſerved where the Laws, Liberties, and Cufioms Eſtabliſhed by the Lawful Au- 
thority in jt are openly Tranſgrcfſed and Annulled ; more eſpecially when the alte- 
ration of Religion is endeavoured, and that a Religion which is contrary to Law is 
endeavoured to be introduced : Upon which, thoſe who are immediately concerned 
in it are indifpenſably bound to endeavour to Preſerve and Maintain the Eltabliſhed 
Laws, Libertics-and Cuſtoms, and above all the Religion and Worſhip of God that 
is Eſtabliſhed among them and to take ſuch an cffeual care that the Inhabitants 
in that State or Kingdom-may not be deprived of their Religion, nor of their Civil 
Rights, which is ſo much the more neceſſary , becauſe the Greatneſs and Sccurity 
both of Kings and Royal Families, and of all ſuch as arc in Authority, as well as 
the Happinels of their Subje&s and People, depend in a moſt eſpecial manner upon 
the exact Obſervation and Maintenance of theſe their Laws, Libertics, and Cuſtoms; 
This, Sir, is the Senciment and Bleſſed Reſolution of King Wriliam ; and this he 
and his Miniſters put in Execution, which is a bleſſed Change, which we could not 
have lived to enjoy, had Charles your Brother left any Ifſue behind him that had been 
capable of the Crown 3 but that which you contrived for our Miſchief, is turned to 
our greateſt Good, for we have the belt of Kings upon the Throne, and the wortt 
of Men taking of the Air at St. Germains. 

To. The late King Charles, your Brother , did obſiinately refuſe to enter into a 
League with thoſe who intended to uphold and maintain the Proteſtant Religion : 
This I muſt Gay of the Dutch, that ever fince they delivered themſelves from the in- 
tollerable Yoke of the Crown of Spain, their great aim and defign-hath been to pro- 
mote the lnterelt of the Reformed Religion, and have cadeavourcd to mike Alli- 
ances with thoſe Princes that were, and are of the Reformed Religion, and have 
endeavoured to make good ths: Alliances z but how King Charle; your Brother, 
your (elf, and the reli of your Partifans, treated the Dutch ever imnce his Reftoration 
to the Crown, it is well known, and how he in the compaſs of Ten years made 
Two ungodly Wars ; but as I ſaid before, I muſt ſay again, The Dutch dia molt 
commonly ſend us home with broken bones. Our Cauſe was Wicked , and God 
gave us Succels ſuitable thereunto ; and for what ends and purpoſes theſe Wars 
were made, you , and yonr moſt Chriſtian Brother can very well tell z but leaſt, 
_ you ſhould have forgotten thoſe Wars, give me leave to give you a brief note 
of them, 

In the year 1665. it is well; known that a War was made upon the Dutch ; 1 
could wiſh it were as well remembrcd what the provocation was that occalioned it, 
and what fuccels it had, I think, Sir, as I ſaid juſt now, the ſucceſs was ſuitable /z 
in the arti tight you had the Command of the Fleet; and truly it was a Victory 
you bbtained; but how came we of at Bergon , and how in the year 1666, when 
Monk had the Command ? yourConfpirators got valt ſupplics from your Band of Pen- 
lioners, 
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fioners for the defraying the charge of this wicked War, yet after all there was no 
Fleet ſet out in the year 1667. but the Flower of the Royal Navy burnt or taken in 
Port to ſave charges 3 but you know your Brother and yourſ&lt had good health 
of Body at Bruxelles, when you had no Ships, and therefore you were the lels con- 
cerned, | 

But that whi:his the greateſt Riddle to ſome of your Conſpirators, Why the French 
ſhould at that time a day join with the Datch againſi England ? Theretore be pleaſed 
to remember that the French did not join with the Dutch to Support and Maintain 
the Proteſtant Religion, or to advance the Intereſt of the Dutch 3 but whilli he was 
in Friendſhip with the Dutch, he had an intcrrupted leiſure ( tho' contrary to all 
Oaths and Treatics ) whilſt the Dutch and we were embroiled to Invade the Spaniſh 
Nuberlands, which had been by Wiſe men conſidered as the natural Frontier of Erg- 
Land, and took a great part of it. The Dutch could not oppoſe him becauſe cf the 
pretended Alliance 5 We could not interpole becauſe we were engaged both againſt 
the Dutch, Dane, and France, fo he went forth Conquering, aud co Conquer that 
part of the Dominion of Spain, to whom, Sir, your Brother and your fclt were very 
much obliged when never a Prince in all Ewrope durſt own you , he did ; and how 
baſely your Brother, and your (lf, and Conthenact have treated him, lct all Ezroe 
judge. 

But what was the reaſon we had not a Flect ſet out inthe year 1667. fince ſuch 
large Supplics were obtain.d for to carry on this ungodly War «gainſt the Dutch ? 
The reafon was this z nozwith(tanding he had joined with the Datch againſt us, yet 
by the Credit he had with the Queen your Mother, hz by her fo fardeluded the King 
your Brother, that upon the aſſurance the Dutch would not have any Fleet out that 
year, he forbore to make ready, and ſo incurred that notable loſs and diſgrace at 
Chatham. This was the fatal end of all our Sca-undertakings againſt the Dutch for 
that War ; and as the French King, and your ſelf, and Confpirators were the per- 
ſons to whom we were much obliged for that War , ſo we were glad to receive 
_ _— his favour, which was agrced at Bred betwixt England , France, and 

and. 

Well, what was the Event of this Peacc, which, if I am not out, we were forced 
to pay for it, for we ſtood in need of it, and the Dutch ſtood in need of our Money, 
which they had ; but che Event of this War brought che King to ſome little confi- 
deration, of which he was ſeldom guilty , for he ſaw that the French King had in 
the year 1667. taken the time of us z and whilli we were both made weak, he had 
play'd his Pranks in the Spaniſh Netherlands, hereupon he judgeth it neceſſary to in- 
terpoſe before the flame that conſumed his next Neighbour ſhould throw its Spar- 
klcs over the Heriing-Pond and affet him. 

Therefore, he having ſome goud Counſellors about him ( you may well remem- 
ber, that ncither you, nor your Conſpirators, had any hand in this affair ) he gene- 
rouſly Nighted all PunCtilios of Ceremony, or Piques of Animolity , for being ſo 
well beaten, and fo horribly diſgraced : He ſent firlt into Hulland, and invites them 
to a nearer Alliance, and to enter into ſuch farther Counſels as were moſt proper to 
quict this publick diſturbance the French had raiſed. This work was wholly deſign» 
ed by thc King, your Brother, and thoſe few honeſt Counſellors he had left him 
and it being ſv good a work , it did ſucceed 3 accordingly you by this, Sir , may 
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ſee what felicity attends that King who follows the Counſels of Honeſt Wiſe Men, 
and excludes the corrupt Politicks of Rogues that aim at nothing but the advance- 
ment of themſelves a A#amilics, tho' it be upon the ruin of their Countrey 3 for it 
is a thing ſcarce credible, tho” very true, that two Treaties of (ſuch Weight and In- 
tricacy , and various aſpect as that of the Deterfive League with Holland, and the 
other for reprefſing of the further Progrels of the French in the Spaniſh Netherlands, 
ſhould in tive days time in the year 1668 be concluded , when yours, and the Po- 
liticks of your Corfpirators were excluded. Such was the (ecrely and expedition 
then uſcd in proſecuting the King, your Brother's, Irftruction ; and fo cafy a thing 
itis for Princes when they have a mind to it, to be well ſerved. You may remember that 
the Swede allo ſhortly made the third in this Conſort, whether wiſely judging that in 
the Minority of their King Reigning over late acquired Dominions, it was their true 
Intereſt to have their hands in all the Councils that tended to Peace and Undifturb- 
ed Poffeflion : Or whether indeed thoſe Minitters, like ours, did cven projeR in fo 
glorious an Alliance to betray it afterward to their own greater advantage, from 
their joining in it, it was called the Tripple Alliance z the King, you know , was 
ſo fond of it,that he ceaſ:d not to ſollicite other Princes,according to the Seventh Ar- 
ticle of that Treaty, to come into the Guaranty of the ſame, and he extremely for 
a time delighted himſclt in cultivating by all good means what he by the-Counſel of 
ſome good men had (o happily planted ; and what ſatisfaion this Tripple League fo 
made, gave to the Engliſh Nation, and how it did charm the more ready Votes of 
the Houſe of Commons into a Supply. and juſiify the neccflity of it in the very face 
of the whole Kingdom : For it was of ſo good report , and (o generally acceptable 
to the Protetiant Party, as being a Hook in the French Noftrils, that the Penhionary 
Parliament ( who were wont, whether it were for War-or Peace to make the Na- 

tio? pay forit) could not have defired a fairer pretence to colour their Liberality. 
You know, Sir, what vaſt ſums were obtained and laviſhed in the firſt War with 
Hylland;that Parliament in the Month of April 1670. giving the Additional Duties up- 
on Wines for cight years, which did amount to Five hundred and Sixty thouſand 
pounds, and confirmed the ſale of the Fee-Farm Rents, which was no leſs their gift, 
being a part of the publick Revenue, to the value of Eighteen hundred thouland 
pounds; nay, not only fo, but they met again upon the 24th of Ofober in the year 
1670. and upon the Speech of the Lord Keeper Bridgman , who telling the Parlia- 
ment what a multitude of Beneficial Leagues the King had made, and naming to 
them the Tripple League, they could no longer hold, gave again a Subſidy of One 
ſhilling in the pound, to the real valuc of all Lands, and cther Efiates proportiona- 
bly, with ſeveral more Beneficial Clauſes into the Bargain, to begin the 24th of 
Fune, 1671. and to expire the 24th of June 1672. together with this they gave 
the additional Exciſe upon Beer and Ale for Six years, to reckon the ſame from une 
the 24th. 1673. And laſtly, the Law-Bill commencing from the firſt of May, 
1671. and at rine years end to determine. If you , now you are at leiſure, will 

caſt up theſe Three Bills, you will find them not a penny leſs than 2500000 1]. 

Thus, Sir , you may ſee what a Reputation this Tripple League gave the King, 
your Brother, both at home and abroad ; at home this Triple League obtained a 
Tripple ſupply, which ſore men thought would as with three Golden Nails have re- 
vetted it. All the Princes of Exrope courted him abroad, and were highly pleaſed 
with 


# 
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with it z the Emperor uſed all the prefling means that became him, that he mighe 
partake of the benefit of that Alliance, and was refuſed. 

The Duke of Lorain, who had been always a true Friend to your Brother, and 
your ſelf, and by his affection to the Tripple League,did incur the diſpleaſure of the 
French King, and loſt his whole Territory : It was ſeized in the Year 1669. againſt 
all Laws, not only of Peace, but of Hoſtility too, becauſe of his not being admitted 
into the Alliance z for which he had fo great a regard, thai the honour he had for it 

roved fatal to him z he was left by your means to be a Sacrifice, not withttanding 
ing Charler's Invitation of all Princes to come in z yet when they delired to be ad- 
mitted, they were refuſed, 

But in a ſhort time, all thoſc Honeſt Counſels which had taken effect with fo great 
fatisfation to the Nation,and to the great honour of your Brother, were all changed 
juſt as if Treaties, as ſoon as'the Wax is cold, do loſe their vertue z the King, your 
Brother, went down to Dover in the Month of ure, 1670. to meet, after a long Ab- 
ſence, Madam, his, and your only remaining Siſter ; and if the Duke of Buckingham 
and Sir Thomas Armſtrong were alive, they could tell what a pleaſant Meeting they 
had, and how plcafantly they paſſed the time of the interview z and what paſſed I 
ſhall not now relate, you knowing all of it well enough : But as the days were the 
more pleaſant, becauſe the King had not ſeen her for a long ſeaſon ſo the Interview 
proved fatal to that Princeſs; for though ſhe left England in good health, yet upon 
her arrival in France, ſhe ſuddenly expires. 

Well then, ſhe dies, what was the conſequence of her death ? The Marqueſs Bel- 
fonds is immediately diſpatched hither,and a Perſon of greatHonour ſent to the Court 
of France ; and before ever the inquiry and grumbling at her death was over, in a 
trice there was an inviſible League, in prejudice of the Tripple one, ſtruck up with 
France, to all the height and dearneſs of atteRion ; as if upon difſeRing the Princeſs, 
there had been ſome State- Philtre been found in her Bowels, or the Reconciliation 
with France were not to be cclebrated with a leſs Sacrifice than the Blood Royal of 
England. The ſequel of this Interview was fatal to the Princeſs z and the conſequence 
of her coming was fatal to England; for as the Treaty was a work of darkneſs, and 
could not preſently be diſcovered z ſo the Parliament, I told you, muſt mect again, 
to give a Tripple Supply to maintain the Tripple League ; and they being ignorant of 
what was done, thinking all had been ſecure, gave the aforeſaid ſupply. 

Sir, You got the Supply; what uſe did your Conſpiritors make of it ? Was not 
the Parliament prorogued , and met not again till the 4th of Febr, 1672. by which 
means you, and your Accomplices,had a convenient ſcope for the mighty work you had 
upon your hands to ruin the Proteſtant Religion, and the Profeſſors thereof ; and that 
you might be free from the inſp:ion of a Parliament till this mighty Work was fi- 
niſhed, 1 obſerved to you, That the King, your Brother, before the Interview, was 
inciting of the Princes to come into the Alliance, but from henceforward it ceaſed ; 
and, as I ſaid before, when any did offer themſelves, they were baſely refuſed. 

Oh ! what joy, Sir, you, and the reſt of the Conſpirators, did conceive ! with 
what diligence was Smith, the Jeſuits Agent in London, diſpatched over to St. Omers 
to acquaint your Friends there of the Engliſh Jeſuits 3 and from thence to Doway, to 
acquaint the Crew there in what a happy way you were in to do the Catholick Relj- 
gion ſervice, and that the King was clearly = over ; he haying promiſed to = aft 
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. things now that might tend to the defiroying of the Intereſt of the Dateb, and to ad- 
vance the Power and Intereſt of France and if that the Tripple League were once diſ- 
ſolved, the King, yout Brother, would never more make any ſuch Alliance with thoſe 
Rebels. I have ſcen your Letters diſpatched by the ſaid Smith : You indeed, with the 
hap of your Helliſh Crew, your Brother being gained to your fide in this particular 
you refolve upon the annalling of that Alliance , which was of very little uſe z for 
ſome time before it was totally difſ»lved. 

In order to the diſſulving this Treaty, old Henry Coventry, one of your Confpir. - 
tors, was diſpatched to the Court of Sweden 3 and he with as much impudence as 
trut'2, affirmed at his departure, That the end of his Journey to Sweden was to break 
the Tripp!e League 3 and this is apparent, that after his jugling with the French Mi- 
nifiers there, and the King of Sweden, the ſaid King did never more proſecute the De- 
fign and ends of that Alliance, until the breach between us and the Dutch 4 What, did 
he arm himſclf at the expence of the League, and did firſt, under the diſguiſe of a Me- 
diation, a& the French Intereſt, and at laſt he threw off the Vizor, and drew his 
Sword in their Quarrel. 

Truly, Sir, I cannot but admire how ſucceſsful you were in gaining that great 
Point of ruining Exrope in general, and this Nation in particular z by this way de- 
ſigning the utter ſubverſion of the Proteſtant Religion, and all our Engliſh Liberties, 
as I ſhall ſhew you in the ſequel of this M:mento : Neyertheleſs, I cannot but much more 
admire, that Mr. Coventry, that in his Embaſly at Breda was ſo inſtrumental in put- 
ting a period to that firſt wicked and unfortunate War with the Dutch, ſhould at 
length be made a Tool of a Second , and break ſuch an Alliance as rendered England 
honourable to all Exrope, and by which all Chriftendom was faſtened : And that 
which rendered his Carriage in that Aﬀair more vile and baſe, fince no man under- 
ſtood the Theory and Practick of Honour better than himſelf, and yet could in fo 
eminent an Inſtance forget it, and himſelf too, the imployment being more fit for a 
Butler , or a Downing , or ſome ſuch Dunghil Raſcal z all that I ſhall ſay in his ex- 
cuſe, is, that upon his return he was madea Secretary of State by your procurement, 
for ſuch a ſet of Deviliſh Services that he had done for the French King, the King your 
Brother,and your ſelf ; by this means he had made a Tripple Confederacy to ruin us, 
in oppoſition to a Tripple League that might have preſerved us,and all Exrope in per- 
fe& peace. If my poor Judgment might paſs, Mr. Coventry, if he had continued an 
honeſt Gentleman, he might have been an Infirument of good to Exrope, and more 
honouxable here at home. | 

But this Gentleman was not the only Sinner that was imployed in the Devil's Ser- 
vice ; for Sir William Lockyard, and ſeveral others, were diſpatched to other Courts 
upon the ſame Errand. This Lockyard was grown as great a Villain as your heart and 
ſoul could defirez and had in the baſeſt manner proſtituted himſelf to do your Popiſh 
Drudgery z and would have gone along with it to the utmoſt tedder of your Deſigns. 

Well then, what was next to be done ? Your Defigns looked with as fair an aſpe&t 
as your heart and ſoul could defire : You had France, your Brother , and your ſelf, 
linked together, that a man would have thought you could not have been parted ; 
what then is the next Intention? truly a War with the Dutch z and that you might 
xeaſonably expe, for all your Afﬀairs were diſpoſed towards it. Here, Sir, I muſt 
remind you of two things. 1. What you did to procure a War, 2. What you did 
tq catry on that ſecond wicked War. 1. What 
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1. What you, and your Conſpirators:did, to procure a War with the Duteh. For 
it cannot be conceived, that after the King had made fo firm a League with the States- 
General of the United Provinces , but that therefore you, and your Councellors mult 
have ſome fair Pretence for breaking with them 3 or elſe to ſpill ſo much Blood, and 
ſpend ſo much Treafure without cauſe, muſt occafion your Neighbours to think you 
were men that would keep no Faith, or that you did not und<eritand your own In- 
tereſt 3 nay, they muſt have thought the ſame of all the Engliſh Nation ; but that they 
well knew, that this ſecond, as well as the firſt War, was againſi the Judgment, and 
Genius, and Intereſt of the Nation in general. . But a War you would have: And 
therefore, : 

1. You ſet up a $i quis, if any one could give Evidence for you, and the reft of the 
Conſpirators, againſt the Dutch, let them come forth, and they ſhould be heard; there- 
fore an O yes was made, and the Ezſft- India Company was ſent for, to know what 
they had to fay againſt the Dutch ; but the Dutch had ſo punQually performed the 
Treaty at Breda, and eſpecially as to the honour of the Flag that nothing could be 
objected againſt them; fo here you failed of your aims of picking a quarrel with them. 

2. You would have quarrellcd with them for having their Fleet abroad tho that 
Objection vaniſhed, their Fleet was upon their own Co-fts, purſuant to the Tripple 
League , and in proſecution of that Treaty 3 ſo, Sir, you failed here. But what 
then? you was reſolved upon a: War, and therefore. you would not leave one Stone 
unturned, but you would tind ſome cauſe or another. to ruin, if it had been in your 
power, that Proteſtant State. 

3. You were put upon a third Experiment 3 to commence a War, and to make a 
Caſe which never happened before, or could have been imagined by any ſober man, 
you had a pimping Yatcht, which you cauſed to bear an Engliſh Fack in the Month of 
Amnguſt, 1671. which you ordered to fail-into the midſt of the Dmtch Fleet, and fin- 
gled out the Admiral, and ſhot twice at himz. which Action was certainly very ridi- 
culous and unnatural, as for a Lark to adventure upon a Hawk: Notwithſianding 
this impudent Action of the Commander of the Scound1el Boat, the Admiral, in re+ 
ſpe& to his Majciiy's Colours, paid our Yatch- Admiral a viſit, to know the reaſon of 
ſuch a Carriage, found it was becauſe the Dutch had retuſed to (irike Sail to his little 
Bum-boatz the Dutch Admiral excuſed the matter with all the civility that could be 
defired, it being a Caſe of the firſt impreſſion ; and therefore he could have no Inſiruy 
Qions as to that Point 3 and therefore, as it became him, he promiſed he would ac-- 
quaint his Maſters in the Afﬀair, and take their directions, and fo they parted z and 
the noble Commander, with his Oyſter Boat, returned, being fraught with-the Quar- 
rel for which he was:ſent, which yet was for ſome time paſſed over here.in Gilence, 
without any complaint, or demand of ſatisfaction; bur your Confpirat« rs were re- 
ſolved to improve it afterwards: When the Conſpiracy againli thoſe Protcttant States 
was ready to take cffe&, then this Point began to be debated, and a reaſon for the 
intended wicked War. The Conlpirators afligned the Dutch had not vailed their Bon- 
nets to the Engliſh Dung-boar, it carrying the King's moſt Excellent Jack tho it is 
plain, the Dxtch had all along, both at home and here, as carefully endeavoured to 
give, as the Conſpirators, that were Miniſters, to avoid the recciving all manner of 
fatisfagion: Nay, our Villains would not ſo much as let the States- General know what - 
would be received and owned. as ſatisfaction; nay, they were ſo afraid that the _— 
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would comply in the buſinefs of the Flag, and by that means the Rogues ſhould be 
diſappointed of a hopeful War, the Clock was ſet forward ſome minutes ; ſo that by 
their roguery they did happily obtain a War: And what joy there was at St. Fames's, 
and among(t your Prieſts, ſome of whom were ſo drunk, that the news they wrote of 
this Breach with the Dwutch in their Letters, could not be read : And it's well known, 
that upon the arrival of the News, Te Dexm was ſung very devoutly at the Queen's 
Chappel at St. Famer's, and Money ordered by the Queen for to be diſtributed to poor 
Catholicks; a token of Joy and Thankſgiving. | 

4. Pi&ures and Medals, This was another Pretence which you, and your Ban- 
ditti took up to commence a War againſt the Dztch ; but your Conſpirators handled 
this Point very nicely, fearing the Dutch ſhould give them ſatisfaQtion in this very 
Point, and thereby prevent a War. It is very plain that the Dutch were not conſci- 
ous to themſelves of any Provocation given to England ; but did folemnly proteſt, 
That if any provocation were given by them, (nay, they went o far, that they were 
ready to make fatisfaRion for Offences taken ) the Engliſh ſhould make their De- 
mands, You, Sir, and the reſi of the Conſpirators againſt the. Proteſtant Religion, 
do accuſe them of theſe Medals and Pictures z what then, Muſt you have a War ? 
I confeſs, 1 have read of a Poet, by a daſh of his Pen, was the Cauſe of a War againſt 
Poland 1 but that, Sir, was the firſt time that ever a Painter could by the firoke of his 
Pencil occaſion the breach of ſo confiderable a League as was made with the Dutch. 

5. To fill up the meaſure of the Iniquity of the Dutch, they bring in againft them 
the Charge of detaining ſome Engliſh Families in Surinam, after the dominion of that 
Colony by treaty of Peace was ſurrendered up to the Hollander. What a noiſe you, 
and the reſt of the Conſpirators made about this Buſineſs! for upon the (iri& exa- 
mination of the Buſineſs, It was found that there was no ſuch thing as the detaining 
of any Engliſh Families, but leave only given them to abide there, if they plcaſcd : 
Nay, when that Firſt-born of all Roguery and Villany, Banifter himſelf, who was one 
of your Banditti, whom you had imployed as an Agent and Contriver of all this Mi(- 
underſtanding in all that Afﬀair, could not at laſt forbear to cry ſhame of it. 

Can you, Sir, refle& upon theſe things without bluſhing ? Ought you not, now you 
have time,to think and conſider the invalidity of all thels Allegations ? Were theſe 
the Pillars that you made uſe uſe of to add firength? And were Medals fufficient to 
give weight, and PiQures colour for ſuch an-Enterprize as this? But this is nothing, 
a War you, and your Conſpirators, were reſolved upon ; and therefore a Manifefts 
was on March 17.167; publiſhed, all theſe Crying Sins of the Dutch were made 
publick, and War proclaimed ; and with what joy to the Confſpirators, and with 
what grief to the good People of England, Chrifendom well knows. 

You, and your Partifans, did, I ſay,/rejoyce, but what was the conſcquence of 
that wicked Rupture proclaimed on that fatal 17th day of March, but your making 
your ſelf, and your deviliſh Party, Principals to all the Horrid Deſiruion, Devaſia- 
tion, Ravage and Slaughter, which from that aforeſaid 17th of March, 1672. that 
hath been continued to this very Year of 1696. 

2. I come to remind you with what you did to carry on that wicked War ; and 
here the heads of your Rogues were hard at work, for there was great need of good 
conſideration in the Affair ; for if I am not much out in my memory, the King, your 
Brother, was Two Millions in debt, notwithſtanding the vaſt Sums of Money he had 

obtained 
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obtained by the ſfrength of the Tripple League, which he had ſo baſely broke and dil- 
ſolved. What therefore ſhall we do for Money ? your Peaple had ſeveral Projects 
on foot 3 but there were four reſolved on, and put in execution. 

x. The Conſpirators were to try their utmoſt Efforts with the French King, who 
had made them mighty Promiſes of his Purſe, and Credit, to extirpate the Dutch- 
States, and by this had decoyed you iryo the War ; But what was your Succeſs, I 
pray? Truly you were not fo fcc as you expected ; the Aid he contributed 
was but narrow, and could go but #Aittle way in the managing of ſo great a War ; 
for all the whole Revenue, and the French Contribution, could not laft ten Months 
War ; even this your Conſpirators forcknew, and therefore they refolve upon a 
ſecond Proje&t. 

2, The ſhutting up the Exchequer, into which you, and your Friends, had de- 
coyed in the wealthy Goldſmiths, and they the reft of the Nation, by due payment of 
Intereſt, till you had run the King in debt two Millions, no body can certainly tel! 
upon what occation, but your ſelf, your Prieſts, and other Confpirators ; but then 
your Reſolution was taken, that not one penny ſhould be expended otherwiſe than 
to carry on your Holy War for the pious Catholick Uſes, to which the Conſpirators 
had dedicated the fame.This Reſolution of yours, and your Party,was carried on with 
all the Secrecy that became fo black a Nefign, that you might not by venting it, un- 
ſeaſonably ſpoil the wit and malice of it z you on a ſudden, upon the iſt of Fanwary, . 
1672 ſor a New-Year's Gift to the Kingdom, to the great aſtoniſhment, ruin and 
deſpair of Intereſted Perſons, and to the terror of the whole Nation by ſo Arbitrary 
a FaQ; the Proclamation iffued, whereby the Crown, amid the confluence of ſuch 
great Supplies, publiſhed it ſelf a Barkrupt, and made Prize of the Subjet, and 
broke all Faith and Contract at home, in order to brezk with the Dutch, and to 
carry on the War with more advantage. ; 

But, Sir, your Politicks failed you here ; for 'the Sum you obtained by this Impu- 
dent Cheat upon the People, did not anſwer the ExpeRation of your Party, nor the 
Ends for which the Rapine was committed : 1 tind that you were ſtill firaitned,fand + 
the War could not be carried on with that aPplication that was requiſite, without a 
far greater Sum than that which was afforded you by this courſe you'took, 

3. Therefore, in the third place, your Councellors put you upon ſhewing your 
ſelf a moſt Impartial Robberrz for after this Exploit, of ſhutting up the Exchequer,. 
was ſo bravely managed, you reſolve that the Dutch ſhould farniſh you with Wealth 
for that Pious Delign : The Darch, you may remember, were not conſulted with in 
that Afﬀair, therefore they cantinued to purſve their Trafhck and Navigation through . 
our Seas with the leaſt ſuſpicion of bemg Pyrats 3 and accordingly a very great and 
Rich Fleet of Merchant-men from Smyrna and Spain were on their Voyage home- 
ward bound, near the Iſle of Weight, under the ſmall Convoy of five os fix of their 
Men of War: Had it not been for'this Fleet, the War had broke out much ſooner ; 
but oh, how you, and your Pirats, hugg'd your ſelves with the hopes of cnjoying . 
the Riches that was on board them! this Fleet you imagined would put you in ſtock. 
for the carrying you on in all theWickednefs that you,and yourParty, were capable of ; 
and that you ſhould never, after the obtaining cf this Prize, ſtznd in need again of, 
or fear a dangerous and uſelefs Parliament: But how did-the Defign of Plandering 
and Robbing your Neighbours, in time of Peace, proſper the carryingon of your. 
wicked War? | Be 
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Be pleaſed, therefore, to remember, that you having equipped a Fleet with great 
ſilneſs, and quiet, and cxpcdition, and early in the Year 3 not too big, leſt the Dutch 
ſhould ſuſpe& you z nor too little, leſt you ſhould meet with an unexpeRted Repulle 
in your intended Action : Sir Robert: Holmes is made choice of as a Commander; you 
know he had given you experience of his Pyracics in the Years 1661, 1662, 1663, 
1564. for he commenced the firſt Hoſtility againſt the Dutch; and in the ſame War 
he had fignalized himſclf by burning the Dwrch Ships at Schelling, which the Dutch 
revenged upon us at Chatham ;, he therefore was the man appointed to commit this 
Intended Pyracy upon the Datch Smyrna Fleet: You judgiog him a Perſon of Under- 
ſtanding, Experience, and Ccurage, and every way capable of accompliſhing ſuch a 
villanous Enterprize, or of any black deviliſh Deſign of a higher nature. Sir Robert 
being thus appointed Commander in Chief of this deligned Fleet , fails away, and 
upon the 14th of March, 1672. as they ſailed on to the number of 72 Ships, whereof 
{ix were Convoys, near our Coaſt, he fel] in upon them with his accuſtomed Bravery, 
and could not have failed of giving a very good account of them, wculd he but have 
joined Six Edward Spragg's alſiftance to his own Condudt ; for Sir Edward was in 
tight of them at the ſame time with another Squadron, and Captain Legg making 
fail totward him to acquaint him with the Delign, till called back by a Gun from his 
Admiral, of which ſeveral Perſons have their Conz<Rures; pollibly Sir Robert Holmes, 


- conſidering that Sir Edward had failed all along in conſort with the Dutch, and did 


but now return from bringing the Pixatcs of Algiers to reaſon, thought him nor pro- 
per to evgage in this Enterprize before he underltood it better. But ſome have be- 
lieved , that it proceeded partly from that jealouſie of admitting a ſhare of Honour 
and Profit in this Piracy, and partly out of too ſtrict a regard to preſcrve his Commil- 
fion ſecret, but two of a Trade could not agree; and by this means the whole Afﬀair 
miſcarried ;z and through the Bravery of the Datch Merchant-men, and their little 
Convoy, Sir Robert was forced to quit the Enterprize z and all that was got by this 
piece of Piracy never anſwered the great damage his Fleet and Seamen ſuſtained : 
When the News arrived of Sir Robert's Fate, 1 well remember with what a ſad Coun- 
tenance the Conſpirators walked about St. Fames's Park, and Whitehall ; you your 
ſelf was much out of humour at the Defeat. Your Confeflor Beddingfield told me, 
That that Defeat was of ſuch ill conſcquence to their D.ſign, that it had almeſt broke all their 

Meaſures. | 
” Notwithſtanding all this, a War the Confpirators were reſolved upon :; And if, 
Sir, you will give me leave to deſcend to the bottom of your Hellith Conſpiracy, and 
that was that of Religon for ſo Pious and ſoJuli an Action,in which, Sir,you imployed 
Sir Robert Holmes, could not be better accompanied than by a Declaration of Liberty 
of Conſcience you doubting that he could not find that admirable Commodity in the 
Hole of an Amſterdam Flyboat; therefore while he was trying his Fortune io Battcl with 
the Smyrna Merchant-men onthe 13th and 14th of March, 1672, the Indulgence was 
printing off with all haſic, and was publiſhed on the Fifteenth as a more proper means 
than Faſting and Prayer, to obtain a Blcfling from Heaven upon his Enterprize, and 
upon a wicked War that was to ſecond it ; upon which you may remember, that the 
King, your Brother, at your perſuaſion, and the Counſels of your Confpirators, took 
upon him the Diſpenſing 4 ; juſt as you did when you uſurped the Throne ; for 
by this Indulgence a'l the Penal Laws againſt the Papiſts, for which former Parlia- 
ments 
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ments had given ſo many Supplies to the Crown z and againſt Nonconformiſts, for 
which the Pentionary Parliament had paid more largely, were at one inſiant ſuſpended 
in order to cheat the whole Nation at once of all their Religion which they had fo 
dearly purchaſed. | 

But you; and your Conſpirators, may ſay, How was Liberty of Conſcience to get 
Money? You well remember, Sir, that the Popiſh Party were fo well affeRed to 
this Point of ſuſpending the Penal Laws and Statutes that were againſt them ; and 
that the King your Brother, and your ſelf, making ſuch folemn Proteſtations to the 
Gentlemen, and Noblemen, and the Monks, and the Dominicans, that this Indul- 
gence was but a ſtep to the eſtabliſhing the Catholick Religion : That ſeveral Gen- 
tlemens Eſtates were ſo impaired in contributing to this wicked War, that they have 
not recovered the ſame to this day : The Monks at the Savoy were ſo undone, that 
they could (carce hold up their heads: And the Dominicans having parted with their 
All, were forced to fly for the Debts they had contracted in that JunQure of Aﬀair: 
But the whole amounted to fo little, that it did turn to little account ; for the whole 
you got, and paid into the Conſpirators Bank, amounted to no more than 356000 1. 
As for the Proteſiant Diſſenters, tho they made uſe of the Liberry you procured tor 
them, yet they parted with no Money ; they remembring what a Cheat was fo lately 
put upon the Nation in the buſineſs of the ſhutting up the Exchequer : And conſider- 
ing that the Indulgence it ſelf was but an Arbitrary A@t in the King your Brother, 
and would never paſs for currant Law when ever a Parliament ſhould mcet ; your 
Jeſuits they pleaded that they had no Caſh, they having let grit Sums upon the {e- 
curity of ſeveral Eſtates belonging to the Noblemen and Gentlemen that were of the 
Catholick Church : And beſides all this, they had met with a loſs from one that had 
lately fallen from them z ſo that then they had not ready Money to part with, all 
this Proje& did not anſwer your ExpeRation. Tho your Confpirators did affure you, 
If it were done, it would bring a Million into your Confpirators Bank ; but ſuch a 
Sum as it was, it hath cauſed many a Popiſh Gentleman to ſing Lachryme, till your 
Acceſſion to the Crown; and as a Reward and Plaiſter, they were put into Imploy- 
ments both Civil and Military 3 which Imployments never let them ſce the fortieth 
part of the Intereſt of their Money, the Principal being totally loſt. 

A War being proclaimed, you multi now carry it on: What did you do with the 
ſmall Stock you had ? you equip out a Fleet. The French King ſeeing you, and your 
Conſfpirators, ingaged beyond retreat, comes into the War, according to agreement, 
' and proclaims War againſt the Dztch, not in ſo ſneaking a manner as you did ; for 
he would affign no Cauſe; but (aid, It was for bis glory, and that ſuch was bis pleaſare. 
But by his Ambaſſador to the Pope, he gave the Pope the true Cauſe 3 which you 
durlt not for your Ears give to the Pope, or any body elſe ; tho that was the Delign 
of King Charles, andycur ſelf : His Ambaſſador ſaid, That bis Maſt.r had not under- 
taken the War againſt the Hollander in conjuntion with the Engliſh, but for the extirpating 
of Herefie : And the French King to the Emperor of Germany faith , The Hollandess 
were a People that had forſaken God, and were Hereticks; and that all Chriflian Princes onugbt 
to aſſociate together for their Extirpation: That it was a War of Religion, in order to propo= 
gate the Catholick, Faith. You know, that your Brother's, the French King's, and your 
Intereſt and Religion, were the fame; And what other Deljgn then could you have 
in that wicked War, but to advance the Religion of Rome's Church, and Power of 


France both at home and abroad ? and that the Deciaratlon of Indulgence was but a fiep 
D | towards 


'unt EIKQN BAEZIAIKH: Or, The 


towards the ſetting up the Romiſb Religion,according to the Agreement that was made 
with Madam , your Siſter, at the Interview in Jwne 1670. and by that means you 
met with that Contribution from the Romiſh Party to carry on this War of Religion 
againſt the Dutch, who you judged to be Hereticks, 

Give me leave, Sir, to make a little digreſſion : You know that the late Duke of 
Buckingham, who was then in the Conſpiracy with you, was ſent into France to bor- 
row 40 Sail of French Ships z and by agreement our King was to Man them. The 
French King judged that too great a Point to be gained by King Charles upon him, 
and wheedles with the Duke of Buckingham, and offers him 10c0co J. Sterling to 
conſent that he ſhould Man the Fleet 3 againſt which the Duke urged it was againſt 
the Agreement the King his Malier had made with him the French King, and fo 
would not accept the 100000 }. withal, telling the French King, That if be would let 
#s be Neptune at Sea, he ſhould be Jove by Land : The French King ſeemed contented, 
and (o the Diſcourſe ended. But the French King deals then with the Lord Arlington, 
and gives him 60000 !, and Arlington prevailed, Sir, with you to preſs the King, your 
Brother, not to inſiſt upon Manning the French Fleet with Engliſþ, for that it would 
be leſs charge to him, if the French King did Man the Fleet himſelf ; and withal, ur- 
ged to the King, TI hat they were but low, and they ſhould have occalion enough for 
Money otherwiſe : . So Arlington got by the Bargain his 60000 ). and the French King 
the advantage of ſetring out his own Fleet. 

Well, Sir, you remember the French Fleet was ſet out, and joined the Engliſh ; the 
Engliſh Fleet was commanded by your felf,and the French Fleet by Monſicur d' Eſtree ; 
and upon the 28th of May, 1672. you were attacked in Sox!-Bay by De Ruyter, who 
commanded the Dwxtch with a great deal of Bravery, and the Attack was made with 
great advantage on the Dutch ſide; you did what you could to have beaten the Dutch, 
and the French Admiral did what he was ſent for, and that was to look on till you 
both were well worried 5 Vice-Admiral Montague was ſacrificed, and your Fleet fo 
damnably mangled, that a man would have thought you had met with another Smyrna 
Fleet 3 but our Bells did ring for joy, but God know there was no occaſion on your 
fide to boaſt of a Victory; but you may ſee what it is to be in ill Company ; and, I 
think, they ſerved the Dwtch the ſame Trick, when they joined with them in the 


| Year 1666. a icmarkable Year, you know for what ; but of that in its proper place. 


What is next ? You may be will not own you were beaten by the Dutch ; but it 
is plain, that if you had a Victory, it was not worth the name of one ; but we have 
no more fighting under your Commang. How fared it with your Brother of France ? 
truly, very wcll ; for the reſt of the Year paſſed with great ſucceſs to the French, but 
none to the Engliſh: What {hall we do now ? What did you begin that War upon 
Hopes, yes, and great hopes. too ; the French King's ſupplying us towards the car- 
trying of it on,and taking the Smyrna Fleet,and a multitude of Dutch Prizes 3 but Prob 
Delor ! all theſe Hopes vaniſhed, and the Revenue exhauſted, and the Exchequer- 
money ſpent ; then, Sir, you were put to your laſt ſhifts. Since Liberty of Conſcience 
turncd to ſo little account z well, you refolved once more to permit your Brother's 
Calling his Parliament to ſet down on the 4th of February , 1673. the very day ap- 
poi::tzd, for Goc knows you were fo diſappojnted, that I wonder you were able to 
{et out a Fleet that Year. 

5. Y-u come to your laſt Proje for the carrying on the War, and that is the 
Parliament; and ſo by the good Icave of yous Banditti, . they do fet down; but = 
WAHIC 
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which is the greateſt aſtoniſhment to me, that they could look a Parliament in the 
face, after they had adviſed and compleated ſo many Rogueries in an interyal of Par- 
liament z and how you your ſelf could fit with eaſe in the Houſe of Peers, whereas 
you could not but $ conſcioug to your {elf of abetting ana joining in with theſe 
theſe Rogues in their Villany : W<ll then, What (aid your Confpirators to the Par- 
liament ? truly they communicated the War to them, and the Cauſcs of the War ; 
the Neceſfity of the War, and the Danger of the War, if not ſupplied ; but not a 
word of your hop:3 of never wanting them any more z not a word of the Deſign 
of Propogating the Catholick Cauſe 3 you mentioned the Medals, and Pictures, and 
the Flag, but the Devil a word of the Norti;:rn Hereſy, and the reducing the States- 
General to the Popiſh Religion. Truly, Sir, this Houfe of Commons took pity upon 
you, and according to their never- failing Loyalty to the Crown, knowing that a 
good Gratuicy wdald appear to themſelves, put you off with the fmall Pittance of 
1250000 1, tho thoſe Penſioners would waſh their hands of the War ; and therefore 
would not give this Money for the carrying a War againſt the Datch,but for the King's 
Extraordinary Occaſions. But was this all they did ? no,it was not all; there was ſome- 


thing elſe done that did ſomewhat allay the growing Greatneſs of you, and your 


Conſpirators ; for tho they were to be ſupplied for their private Occaſions out of the 
1250000 }. they had given, yet they were ſenſible that the Nation began to ſmoak 
the true Cauſes of this wicked War, and the End for which it was undertaken. There 
was an A& prepared before the Money-Bill was paſſed, by which your Popiſh Con- 
ſpirators were obliged to paſs through a new State-Purgatory, or to be uncabable of 
any Publick Imployment. I remember, when I was abroad, what Curſes were laid 
upon the Parliament for that fcurvy Bill, and upon the Earl of Shafts bury, who, tho 
then Lord Chancellor, yet engaged fo far in that AQ, and in defence of the Prote- 
fant Religion, that in due time it coſt him his Place 3 which notwithſtanding the 
Popiſh Parties bitter Curſes, he won a fair Reputation, and became, to their great 
grief, a zealous Aﬀertor of the Rights of the People of England. Was this all ? No, 
your firſt ſtep to the Eſtabliſhment of Popery (the Indulgence I mean) was called in 
queſtion z and tho the Popiſh Party had contributed more than it was worth for the 
carrying on of the War, the King was pleaſed to cancel it, and promiſed that he ne- 
ver would do fo any more, and paſſed the Teſt-Bill : Did he ſo? Had he not pro- 
miſed the Princeſs, your Siſter, that he would reſtoze the Roman Catholick Religion, 
and that he would begin firſt in Ireland ; in order to which, you know the Lord Ro- 
berts was removed, and another that was baſe enough to do ſuch a Jobb, was ſent in 
his room ; and you, in your Brother's Name, engaged the fame to your Popiſh Con- 
tributors, and he engaged in his own name the like. Itis ſcarce poflible to believe 
it 3 how could he anſwer this to Lewis the French King ? For it was his Agrecment 
with him, to have the ſame Government, and the ſame Religion z truly he could not 
cell how to help it, the Sons of Zerviah were too many for him. 

And 12500001. was not to be loſi for want of a compliance with the Parliament ; 
and to you the King promiſed that he would make it up to the Roman Catholicks 
another way; but how, and when, I ould never learn» But, Sir, was it not hard, 
that they ſhould be incapable of Offices and Employments, ſince they had purchaſed 
them at ſo dear a rate, but theſe Arguments prevailed not ; fo theBills were paſſed, and 
the Parliament was diſmiffed till the 27th of Ofober,1673, and good reaſon there was 
for theirdiſmifſion, for their ſitting was grown oy uneaſy to your PopiſhConſpirators. 

: 3 Bat, 
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Bat, Sir, we could not but laugh in our Sleeves to ſee ſome of the Conſpirators 
take up the Croſs, and quit their Imployments ; as the Lord Clifford, the Lord Bellafis, 
and Sir Thomas Strickjand, and others, who had long appeared zealous Sons of our 
Church, yet diſcovered to be of the Synagogue of Rome,as ſoon as the Teſt or Purga- 
tory Bill paſſed ; and truly, Sir, we were not ſorry When you Tppearcd to be of the 
ſame Complexion with thoſe other Conſpiratorsz tho at the ſame time, I mutt cell 
you, That your going off did aftoniſh many men,there-being no Record in Hiſtory of 
any Prince that changed his Religion in your Circumſtances. 

But, did your Confpirators ſtand ſtill, and put up the Sword that was drawn 
againſt the D:#ch ? No, they had got 12500001. therefore you and they ſtrove with 
all imaginable ſirength to regain by the War that part of the Curſed Defign that was 
loſt by Parliament, tho ſome of you forſook your Places, rather than your Conſciences 
yet, Sir, you never wanted ſome douvle-dy'd Sons of the Churth of England to ſuc- 
cecd in your Places, upon the ſame Terms your Popiſh Conſpirators held them ; fo 
that they were but your Conſpirators Deputies, who followed the ſame Councels, 
and carried on the ſame Deſign, for this Year was a fruitful Year of Engagements 
with the Datch z the French carries all before him by Land ; but we got nothing from 
the Dutch, but maimed Ships, and broken Bones 3 we had indeed changed our Ge- 
neral, but our Succeſs was the ſame : For you remember with whom we were in 
ConjunQion, we may thank our ſelves for keeping ſuch ill Company : So that in a 
word, I may ſay thoſe Heretick Dogs, as they were termed by the Great Lew, were 
too many for our Engliſh Popiſh Confpirators. 

What then ? Did we nothing by land ? had we not an Army at Black Heath, and 
General Schomberg at the head of them; Yes, we had, but that good Gentleman, 
when he ſaw the Army, and underiiood that they were not an Army againſt the 
Dwtch, but were deſigned againſt London, he fairly quitted his Poſt, and the Kingdom 
at the ſame time, as being aſhamed of your Conſpirators Intentions in the railing 
that Army: He being a French-man, you imagined he would join with you in bring- 
ing in the French mode of Government ; and your Iriſh Papiſt that was Major-Ge- 
neral, was to have brought in the 1riſþ Religion z the latter would have been true to 
the uttermoſt of his power, and Iriſh Diſcretion ; but the former was a Proteſtant 
and ſo waſhed his hands of the buſineſs. , 

You will ſay, that the French were on our fide ; yes, Sir, they were ; but it is as 
plain as the Sun ſhining at Noon-day, that the French in this ſecond War againſt the 
Dutch, intended nothing lefs than really to aftiſt us, for he was no Changeling ;z for 
he had praQiſed the ſame Art at Sea, in the firſt War the Confpirators had againſt 
the Dutch, when he was in league with them, for his Navy never did them any ſer- 
vice, for his buſineſs was only to ſee us batter one another ; and it's well known, that 
when he pretended to be on our fide, and to aſſiſt us, they then only took an oppor- 
tunity to ſound our Seas, to ſpy our Ports, and to learn our Building, and contem-+ 
plate our way of Fight, to conſume our Navy, and preſerve his own to increaſe his 
own Commerce ;z and to order all fo, that the two great Naval Powers of Exrope 
being cruſhed together, that he might remain Prince and Lord of the Ocean 3 and by 
conſequence, Maſter of all the. Iſles, and the Continent intothe bargain: To which pur- 
poſe you, and your Banditti, furniſhed him with all poſſible Opportuuities, as Lhall 
by and by relate as well to put you in mind of what you, and the reſt of the Con- 
fpirators, did do, as to inform thoſe of your Party here that axe ſtill ignorant of the 
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Notwithſtanding that we were always worlted by the Dutch , yet they having 

2 regard to the preſervation of our Religion and Liberties; which you had agreed to 
part withal to the French Court, made ftrong Applications for a Peace ; and the Con- 
ſpirators for a Supply to carry on the War ; and all Endeavours were by you, and 
your Friends, uſed to render the Dutch odions to we Pailiament z witneſs the Im- 
portunities that were uſed, and great Aſſurances given: Ina word, nothing but the 
Voice of War was in their Mouths, But you know that there was an unhappy Ac- 
cident fell out, which I ſhall ſhow you in its proper place, that made the King put 
off the Parliament that ſat down the 27th cf Oduber, till rhe 7th of F:nuary follow- 
ing z and in the mean time, what Artitices your Acccmplices uſed for to prepare the 
Parliament to have an ill Opinion of the Dutch, you mzy {ce in the Speech made by 
that Villain of a Keeper, who was your Tool to all intcnts and purpoſes ; you may 
remember how he repreſented the Dutch , how. averſe they were to Peace and Rea» 
ſon, and how uncivil and indireQ in their Overtures of Tre:ty with His MajcRy 
and therefore a demand was made ot a proportionable and i{pecdy Supply : But the 
Dutch, who ſound themſelves abuſed and obſtructed, and hitherto in a manncr ex- 
cluded from all manner of Application z and whatevez means they had uſed, was ſtill 
miſinterpreted and ill repreicnted , they were ſo wile and induſtrious, as by this time 
to have undeceived moſt of the Members of Parliament 3 therefore the Houſe of Com- 
mons were for ® Peace to be made with the Dztch;z and in order thereunto, would 
not part with one Penny, judging that to be the beſi means for a Peace to follow. 
and began to call ſame of your Rogues to an account, that had been principal Con- 
trivers of that moli ungodly War ; this was an excellent, buwa new way of nego- 
tiating a Peace with the Srates-General. 1 well remember, that ſome. of your Friends 
began to look blew upon the buſineſs, looking every day to beccalled to an account 
for their Conſpiracy againſt our Laws, Liberties, and Religion, in the contriving 
and carrying on this War, as aforeſaid : (By this means, Sir, but full againſt your 
will) Ican tell how it grieved your Soul, to fee the general bent of the whole Nation 
to be againſt the War, eſpecially becauſe the French were engaged in it : Ina word, 
The Houſe of Conimons adviſed your Brother to a Juſt and an Honourable Peace with 
the States: General, which the King put off till it could be no longer oppoſed ; then a 
Peace was concluded with the Dztchz and when that was done, the Commons Kill 
had an evil Eye upon the Conſpirators, and got eight New Regiments to be disband- 
cd ; that as the Exchequer had been ſhut up, London might not be plundred, and 


the Citizens might not be Dragooned out of their Eltates, Liberties, and Religion, 


all at once. Upon this Peace being concluded with the Dutch, oh, what complaining 
Letters did you ſend to your Friends at St. Omers ! charging the King, your Brother, 
with the greateſt breach of Promiſes and Oaths made to Madam, the Princeſs; and 
alſo Letters were ſent to Doway, to the Monks there, yet aſſuring them. you would 
never leave the Cauſe ſo; for you fill hoped that his Moſt Chriſtian Majeſty would 
do the work , and ruin the Dutch States, that they might not be a Neſt for Rebels 
and Hereticks; 

I was ſaying juſt now, How could King Charles anſwer the Cancelling, the Decla- 
ration of Indulgence, and the paſling the.Teſi-Bill, to Lewis his great Ally ? But now, 
Six,I much more wonder, how he could anſwer to that King, his Concluding a Peace 
with the States- General of the United Provinces ? for this ſeemed to me,and many others, 
the greateſt Riddle how this would ſtand with the Holy League that he had. made 
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.with that King to root out Herefy, and to ſet up Popery ? for could we have but 


ruined the D#tch, the work had been done to all intents and purpoſes. 

Your Party well knew, that Charles, your ſclf, and the then Lords of the Admi- 
ralty, fell under the diſpleaſure of the French King by conſent ; and ſince you could 
not humble the Dutch, how wiflingly you concefcended that: the High and Mighty 
Monarch of France ſhould have the humbling of the Ergliſs Nation ; for by your Ad- 
vice and Procurcment it was agreed, That he ſhould let looſe his Privatcers among 
our Merchant-men ; ſo that from that timc there was no ſecurity of Commerce and 
Navigation, notwithſtanding the publick Amity that was between the two Crowns; 
but at Sea they murthered, plundercd, made Prize, and contiſcared thoſe they met 
with ; their Pyrats laid before the Mouths of our Rivers, hovered all along upon our 
Coaſts, took our Ships in the very Ports ; infomuch, that we in a manner were blockt 
up by Water z and if any made zpplication at his Sovercign Port for Juſtice, they 
were inſolently baffled, if not cruelly beaten : This you know, and the Nation well 
knew, that Charles, your ſelf, and the Admiralty, were Accomplices in this matter, 
and that it did turn to a good account to the Con(pirators, as can be made appear 
even, Sir, to your face at St. Germains: And this way of uſing the Nation continued 
till the latter end of the Year 1676. even from our concluding the Peace.with the 
States-General of the United Provinces. 

Woas this all? No, this way of Pyrating was only a mark of hls Moſt Chriſtian 

Majeſty's Diſpleaſure. It was no reparation for our good King Charler's not keeping 
his word with him ; therefore all diligence was uſed to ſupply him with Recruits, 
and thoſe who woulfl go%oluntarily over, were incouraged ; others that would not, 
were preſſed, impriſoned, and carried over by main force, even as the Parliamenc 
here was ready to ſct down, notwithfianding all the former frequent Applications to 
the contrary : Nay, yet further, How did you empty all the Magazines of the King- 
dom to furniſh the French with all ſorts of Ammunition ? of which, Sir, a particular 
Account was taken, and can be given, if demanced. 
* Ttis, Sir, well known, that King Charles having broken the Tripple League, and 
made a War upon the Dutch without Cauſe, and had made Peace with them ; he 
would never enter into a League Offenſive and Defenſive with them; yet he could 
make one with the French, tho he had taken the Kingdom's Money to enter into an 
aQual War: Nay, that Conſpirator Conventry, had the League Offenitive and Defen- 
five, made with the French King, in his Pocket, when the Houle of Commons voted 
the Money for an actual War with France. 

It may be, Sir, you may ſay that King Charles did make an Alliance with Holland ; 
and the Articles of the League were, on April 30. 1678, laid before the Houle by the 
King's eſpecial direion : It may be ſoz But will your Party call that a League Of- 
fenfive and Defenſive, fit for a Parliament of England to agree to? No; for fee how 
the Houſe reſented that Sham-League z and to. this end obſerve their Vote, May the 
ath, 1678. Reſolved, That the L:agme Offenſive and Defenſive with the States-General 
of the United Provinces, with the Articles relating thereunto, are not purſuant to the Ad- 
dreſſes of this Houſe, nor conſiſtent with the Good and Safety of the Kingdom. That was one 
Reſolve. But there was a ſecond Reſolution of the Houſe upon the ſame day. Reſalved, 
That it is the Opinion of this Houſe, That His Majeſty be bumbly adviſed and defired forthwith 
to enter into the preſent Alliances and Confederations with the Emperor, the King of Spain, and 
with the States-General of the United Provinces , for the vigorous carrying on the = 

again 
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againſt the French King, and for the good and ſafety of His Majeſty's Kingdoms 3 and parti- 
cularly, That effeinal Endeavours be uſed for continuing the States: General in the preſent 
Confederation 3 And that it be agreed by all Parties Confederate, to probibit all Trade between 
ther Subjefts, and Comntries, and France, and all other Dominions of the French King. And 
that no Commodities of France, or of the Dominions of the French King, be imported into 
their Countries from any place whatſoever: And alſo that all endeavours be uſed to invite all 
ather Princes and States into the ſaid Confederation ; and that no Truce or Peace be made, or 
agreed to, with the French King, by His Majeſty, or any of the Confederates, without the 
general Conſent of all the Confederates had firſt therein. Both which Reſolves were ſent to 
tag ajctly by the Members of Parliament that were of the Privy Council 3 and what 
neflage they receive on the 6th of May following, ſhews plaiply his unwillingneſs 
to enter into League with the Confederates againſt France : And, Sir, you know the 
Realon why, Becauſe the Intereſt and Religion of Lewis the French King, was the 
latercit and Religion of the King your Brother, and your ſeif, and Confpirators. 
But, Sir, that which teſtities your Brother's Obſtinacy, is refuſing to enter into ſuch 
a League Offe1live and Defenſive with the Srates-General of the United Provinces, &c. 
For notwithitanding the Treaty of Peace with the States General, had not you, and 
your Conipirators, furniſhed the French King with Wen and Arms, and Ammunition, 
againit the very Tenure and Intent of the ſaid Treaty ? Therefore the Lords and 
Commons join in an Addreſs on the 10th of November, 1675. in which they carncſily 
preſſed the King, your Brother, to call home his Subjets from the Service of the 
French King ; but inſtead of that, more were ſent, and many of them by force, or 
fraud, call to mind the Addreſs made by the Houſe of Commons, on May 20, 1675, 
where great Complaints were made by the Houſe, of the Conſpirators ſupplying the 
French King with Men, not a few, but conſiderable numbers, to the great diſcourage- 
ment of the Confederates enzaged in the Common Caule againſt that proud Monſter 
of Mankind, So the Vote of May 23, 1677: Reſolved, That an bumble Addreſs be pre- 
ſented to His Majeſty, That be would be pleaſed to enter into a League Offenſive and Defenſroe 
with the States-General of the Unitzd Provinces z and to make ſwch other Alliances with 
ſuch other Confederates as His Majeſty ſhall think, fit, againſt the Growth and Power of the 
French King,and preſervation of the Netherlands. And what was done upon all theſe Ad- 
drefles ? traly, very little z but up fiarts a League made with the Dtch, that was not 
worthone F arthing;and how thatSham-Leigue was k2pt,w2 all very well remember. 
But as a further proof of your Brother's Being unwilling to enter into any firm 
and hearty League with the Confederates engaged ag:intt the French King, remember 
this ; Thichrough yours, and the Power the refi of the Confpirators had over him, 
he could ncver be brought to center into, and be engaged ip an aftual War with France, 
notwittianding all the humble Applications made to him by Parliaments ; nay, tho 
he paſſed a Bill to enter into a War with France, ard had the bencvolence given in 
chat Bill in order to the ſame, yet a firm League was made with France.the Intereft and 
Religion of the French, King and the King, your Brother. and your fclf, being all one. 
In the firſt place be pleatcd, Sir, to remember, that the Parliament that was ad- 
journed to the Third of December, 1677. and then put off till the Fifteenth of Za+ 
nuary 16% z but that day being, corae, both Houſcs met., but by a Meſſage to the 
Houſe of Commons they are ordered to adjourn til} the Twenty eighth, and the pre- 
tended reaſon the then King gave ( or rather you , and your Confpirators) that his 
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for the Preſervation of Flanders z but it ſo fell out, that things'were not then 6 ripe, 
as in a few days they would be; therefore it was his Majeſties Royal Will and Plea- 
ſure that the Houſe do immediately Adjourn till theTwenty eighth of the ſame Month. 
The Meſſage was very Grateful to the Houſe of Commons, and to many others, 
who underſtood not the Conſpiracy, for the delign was clear another thing than 
what they had conceived. The day of their meeting comes ,. and they are enter- 
tained with a Speech full of good Words, yet he Reprimands them for their difiruſt ; 
and to ſhew them how they were miſtaken, they are told whata great care the Kin 
had taken of che Proteſtant Religion : And in order thereunto, he had concluded a 
Match with the Lady Mary, to the Prince of Orange z ( but you know, Sir , tha

was full fore againti his and your Wills) a Prince Profetling the fame Religion we 


us ( which by King Charles's good leave) was a great miltake ; for I dare fay that 
the Prince of Orange, now our King, never Receiv'd the Sacrament from the Church 
of Rome in all his days, which to my certain knowledge King Charles did , and at- 
terwards Receiv'd it from the hands of a Biſhop of the Church of England the (ſclt- 
ſame day. But to go on with his Speech, he told them that the Prince of Orange 
was a Prince ingaged in Arms to Detend the Common Caule of Chridendom ; and 
{o he goes on and talks of Alliances, and forgets not to call for a freſh ſupply, that 
he might carry on his Alliances made, and to be made. Well, Sir, What was the ct- 
fect of this Moſt Gracious Speech ? [ remember that the Houſe in return made an 
humble but a ſharp Addreſs, and the Speech was not anſwered with Thanks in 
General , but only in Particular, relating to the King's care he had of the Prote- 
fiant Religion 3 which Addreſs was Concluded on Fanwary 3 1jt. tollowing. 

In that Addreſs they promiſe the King Supplies, provided he would enter into an 
aGual War with France, and join in with the Confederates, and Exclaim againſt the 
growing Greatneſs of the French King ; and that if it muſt be Peace, that they would 
have the French King left in no better condition than he was upon the Conclution of 
the Pyrenean T reaty. 

I remember when this Addreſs was made, I was at St. Omers, but we had news 
from Coleman how you reſented it ; nay, Sir, it's well known that the Addreſs 
ſtuck terribly in your fiomach , as well as the Match between the Prince of Orange, 
and the Lady Mary ( our Late Gracious Queen ) by which , Sir, you could not but 
ealily perceive that the Houſe of Commons had got ſome ſcent of rhe Damnable Plot 
that was carrying on againſt our Religion , Laws , and Liberty z and your under- 
hand-dealing with France and the Popiſh Intereſt. But that men might not under- 
ſtand you too well, your Agents were buly both in City and Countrey to "git a Re- 
port of Alliances with the Confederates,and a War with France; and ſo big they preten- 
ded to be of the War with France, that they avowed the certainty of it both in words 
and in Print ; all this I ſay was to keep che Nation in horrid Ignorance : To this end, 
Sir, you hired a Tool that had pawncd his Soul for Brcad, to write againſt the French 
King ; but all was nct gold that gliſtered, there was no Money like to come, becauſe 
that the Houſe was reſolved to be fatisficd that the Alliances were made, and the War 
proclaimed: This, Sir, you, and your Party, looked upon as a great hardſhip put up- 
on the King, and that the Houſe of Commons took too much upon them z but your 
op, made ule of this Addre(s to be a poor Cripple to beg Mgney even from France 
it ſelf; you know who undertook in that Aﬀeair to get Money from France upon the 
ficength of that Addre(s,and was in a fair way of ſucceeding,had not ſomething hap- 
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pened between the Cup and the Lip: In a word z Nothing but War with France is 
talked of ; the French is content it ſhould be a Bill pafſed for a War, and Money was 
given 3 the French King concurred with you in itz a Law paſſes againſt the Importa- 
tion of French Goods, he wills that too; for you had ſo ordered the matter, that 
notwithſtanding that AQ, by the diligent care of the Officers of the Cuſtom- Houſe, 
there was more French Goods brought into the Cwſtom- Howſe than before. 

But, Sir, you were not idle all this time ; for while the People of England were talk- 
ing of War and Alliances, you, and your Conſpirators, were bufie both at home and 
abroad ;z oh, the multitude of Meſſages-that were ſent to Rome and France ! and you 
know what Advice was given you g that upon the account of the pretended War, you 
ſhould raiſe Forces ; for the Prieſts doubted not, through the aſſiſtance of the Saints, 
the work would be done; you raiſed Forces, and got Money, tho for other cnds than 
' the Parliament gaveit z Was this, Sir, to carry on the War, or to go on in making of 
Alliances ? you know it was that Popery, and the French Government might be ad- 
vanced both at one and the ſame time; ſo that, Sir, I have juſtified that head, theun- 
willingneſs of King Charler's entring into,and keeping League with thoſe who would 
uphold and maintain the Proteſtant Religion 3 but choſe rather to make Alliances with 
France, yea and keep them too, with a King that had a mighty mind to deftroy it. 

11. I come to the laſt Paſſage that I propoſed in the beginning of this Memento to 
treat about, and that is this ; That as long as King Charles lived, what a diſmal and 
difficult task had this Nation to ſuppreſs you,and your wicked Popiſh, and Popiſhly 
affeted Accomplices? and that when he died, you were like to be his Succeſſor ; 
and therefore the Commons took this into ſerious conſideration 3 and upon the whole, 
that the ſtate of Religion was deſperate ; and that the Popiſh Conſpirators would cer- 
tainly be advanced,and that there would be nothing leſs than the Nation to all intents 
and purpoſes ruined ; therefore, I pray, Sir, remember the-Vote paſſed, 4p.27.1679. 

Reſolved, Nemine Contradicente, That the Duke of York being a Papiſt, and the hopes of 
his coming to the Crown ſuch, hath given the greateſt inconragement to the preſent Conſpiracy 
and deſigns of the Papiſti againſt the King, and the Proteftant Religion. 

Sir, This Vote would have ground and beaten an ordinary Subject to Powder, but it 
had not that effe& upon you, and your Party; your Party was ſo prevalent at that time, 
your Popiſh Party I mean, that you, and your Conſpirators threw off all theſe Difh- 
culties. with ſcorn and impudence enough 3 for it is plain enough, that the Popiſh 
Party had ſuch an influence upon King Charles, as to favour them, notwithſianding 
the notoriety of thoſe Crimes both they and you ſtood charged withal : For, 

1. The Popiſh Party had a great intereſt at Court upon the pretence of their pre- 
tended Loyalty in the time of the Civil War between Charles the Firſt and his Sub- 
jeas : And again, ſome few of them were inftrumental in the eſcape of his Son Charles 
the Second from Worceſter, and the ſeeming readineſs that was in that Party for the 
Reſtoration of the ſaid Charles the Second in the Year 1660. this gave them not only 
a ſhare of peace and Quiet under Charles's Government, but procured from him a far- 
ther degree of reſpeQ unto them 3 by this means they had a very great advantage of 
carrying on their Deſigns againſt the Intereſt of the Nation, and Peace of the Govern- 
ment z and this was the Argument, Sir, that yow-uſed for that part of your Banditti, 
in order to join your Forces and ſirengthen.your Party. Give me leave, Sir,to obſerve to 
| you, how wicked a thing it was in you to-embolden ſuch a party of Rogues to ruin the 
Nation; you uſed to ſay they were always loyal,and therefore how many times did you 
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Procure great Indulgences from the Government, againſt the expreſs Letter of the 
Law, for them, while the rigor of the Law was let looſe upon other Diſſenters, who 
yet continued more quiet and loyal under their Preſſures and Provocations, than thoſe 
under Favours and Careſſes ; and did not the King, your Brother, hazard the Hearts 
and AﬀeRions of his beſt SubjeRs, and much of Royal Honour (if ever he had any) 
in appearing for his Indulgence of March 15. 1675 with fruſtration,to engage,if pot- 
{ible, theſe cverlalting holy Cutthroats z3 but where was the Loyalty of theſe your 
Popiſh Conſpirators ? For, 

1, Was itnot at their inftigation (when they were in a-Confpiracy againſt the Peace 
of this Natien with that Arch- Traytor Laud, that was fometime Archbiſhop of Car- 
terbury ) that the Uniformity of Service that was in England, was againlt all Law, Ju- 
ſtice and Conſcience, prefſ:d upon the Kingdom of Scotland, which occationed that 
breach with that Nation,that was not without great difficulty, and vaſt -xpence, made 
up to the diſhonour of King Charles the Firſt, and the Engl; Nation. You cannot but 
remember, you have been informed who were the Prime Sticklers upon the occafion 
of that Service-book,and other ſtrange Impolitions laid upon that people to foment the 
War between the two Kingdoms. For in your Letter to Aſhby,the ReQor of the Engliſh 
Colledge at St.Omers,dated March 17,1675. to ſupply you with a dozen of ſuch men as 
were uſed in Scotland in 1637,1638, 1639. that would not ſtick at any thing to carry 
on the Catholick Cauſe; in which you ſaid; that his Wajeſty of France, your Brother, 
and your (elf, were ingaged, for you then did want them ;zand upon the receipt of your 
Letter the Seotch Collcdge at Doway was conſulted,and 12 men were diſpatched over 
for England, for what Ends and Purpoſes you know well enough. 

But to return to the Point in hand 5 The Prieſts that were ſent into Scotland in the 
time of your Father, Charles the Firſt, you have been informed that they were ſent by 
Cardinal Richlizwinto thatancieneKmgdom to-enflame the Differences between the 
two Nations;and the Motives upon which that great Incendiary was ſo earneſt to kin- 
dle a War in the Dominions of your Father, were ſufficiently underſtood by thoſe that 
lived, and were actually engaged in publick Negotiations, who have been (o juſt as to 
leave them upon record to faturce' Generations and they were the very ſame Motives 
that you, a1d your Party, made the grounds for the ſubverſion of the ProteſtantReligi- 
on,and our Engliſh Government ; thefe were your loyal Men that would have brought 
in a Religion upon us by a'converlion of us with Blood, and a Baptiſm with fire; but 
the Good Lord, | hope, will keep the Land from the one, and this great City from 
the other, 

* 2. Your Conſpirators were men of mndoubted Loyalty ; and this Engliſhmen wiil 
believe, if you can make them; becaufe*of rheir great zeal in commencing and carry- 
ing that never to be forgotten bloody Maſſatre in Ireland, wherein ſo many thouſand 
Proteftants loſt their Lives, and were by your Hell-born Cut-throats baſely ard bar- 
barouſly murthered : Nay, as'a'teftimony of their Loyalty; they renounced your Fa- 
ther's Authority, and the Authority of his Lord Lieutenant of that Kingdom, and al- 
ſumed the Royal Authority to themſelves, owing only a dependance upon the Pope, 
and his Nuncio yet theſe men bor that piece of barbarity, were by you, and your 
Brother, recommended to ſeveral-Prifictes; -as men that had venturcd their Lives, ard 
lot their Eltates,for promoting the Catholiek ApoRtolick Religion in Ircland by the di- 
iection 2nd expreſs Command of your Royal Father of blefled Memory 3 and many 
of them in their old age were, at your Brother's requc<ti, and yours, made Prietis to 
vc Ercad for that picce of Service. 3+ The 
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3. The Loyalty of your Conſpirators did highly appear in that acceſſion they had to the 
Death of Charles the Firſt, they did contrive it ; and this hath been made appear to their 
fhame and diſgrace (if ever they were capable of any) ; that Kivg wes him(clt informed a 
little before he was executed, that the Jeſuits, ata general Mecting at Parjs, in revenge 
for his condeſcending in the Treaty at the Il: of Wight to paſs ſome Bills in prejudice of 
them, and the Romiſh Religion , had unanimouſly reſolved by the Power, and intereſt, 
and Influcnce, that they had in, and upon the Army, to bring him to Juſtice, and get him 
executed; and accordingly, when the fircke was given. both one that was a Romiſh Prieſt 
and Contcfſor, brandiſhed his Sword, and proclaimed that now their greatett Enemy was 
cut off,and deſtroyed. I ſuppoſe, Sir,you, and your Party,will be convinced, it you obſerve 
a Paſſage from one that knew thoſe TranſanQions,and ſee what he faith in his Letter to 
a Reverend Divine of the Church of Ergland ; it bears date, Arg.9.1673. This I may ſafely 
ſay, and will do it confidently, That many Arguments did create a violent ſuſpicion, very near con- 
vincing Evidences, that #he Irreligion of the Papiſts was chiefly the occaſion of the murther of that 
Prince ; the odium whereof they would file to the Account of the Proteſtant Religion. However, Sir, 
your Popiſh Conſpirators having not only eſcaped the legal Arraignments upon this ac- 
count, but having lince the Reſtoration of K. Charles the 1Id, been elteemed by your ſelf, 
and ſome other pretended Friends of that King, they have thereupon arrived at more 
reſpe&z and to carry on your damnable Deſjgns, they have enjoyed more peace in their 
Perſons and Eſtates, than they were in poſlciſion of at any time fince the Reformation. 

4. But how little they deſerved this Honour and Peace both in their Perſons and Eſtates, 
you may ſce in a fourth Particular z and that was in the Eſcape of the King,your Brother, 
from Worcefter, 165 1. how did they above all men, endeavour to betray and ſacrifice that 
King unto the hands of his Enemies 3 And who was to pay the 10001. promiſed for his 
being diſcovered, and taken, but Father Joſeph Symmonds, and Father Carleton Compton, 
both Jeſuits 3 and whence that Money came, Sir, you well know, as did the Queen, your 
Mother z for you know, that your Mother, and your (elf, was in a plot againlit his Life, 
that you might wear the Name and Title of a King, as being the more likely to perform 
what your Brother had fo luſtily promiſed to the Popiſh Party. It is true, Sir, that one or 
two of the Romiſh Perſuaſion, amongſt many loyal and faithful Proteſtants, both Male and 
Fer;ge, might then have contributed to that King's Deliverance ; but ſuch, Sir, have 
been by your (-1f, and Party, well chidden, rexroached, and diſcountenanced, and called 
Fools, for this grain of Loyalty, more owing to their Engliſh Blood, than Romiſh Principles. 

5. Since my hand is in,give me leave to add a hifth Inſtance of their Loyalty ro your 
Family. That Popiſk Lord is not unknown, nor yet forgotten, who brought a Petition to 
the late Protector, figned by abcut 500 Principal Papilts in England, wherein they promi- 
ſed upon condition of a Tol:ration of the Popiſh Religion here by a Law, their joint Re- 
{olution to abjure and exclude the Family ot the Stewarts tx ever from erjoying tlic 
Crown. This, Sir. you krow ttariled you when you heard of that Atterpt z a man that 
haih but an T-;þ Underitanding. may eatily judge trom hence of the Loyalty cf thar Par- 
ty of men; | wovld willingly, Sir, appear {0 any one of your dcar Joys, and liznd by 
kis Jalgment in that Caſe. 

6. One Peint more, and then, Sir, 1 ſhall have don? upon this Head ; ard thit is the 
Loyalty of your Popiſh Confpirators, who to ingratiate themſelves with the Govern- 
mcn: of the {aid ProteEor, procured Manning to be a Spy upon your Brother ; and he 
was not only allowed w-ll by that Party by your direQion, but allo kad a very Bountiful 
Peniicn too, by the ſaid ProteQorzt ut he was in due time found out,and exccuted by your 
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Brother; he was of the ſame Red Letter with your ſelf ; and therefore, when dead, he 
had Maſles ſung for him as the uſual Reward and Playftcr. 

There were other Specimens of their Loyalty, but I forbear to mention them now, be- 
cauſe there are ſome other things to be diſcourſed with you $ but this I ſay, That we 
ſhould have forgotten and forgiven all theſe foul Proceedings of your dearly beloved Po- 
piſh Party 3 and we ſhould not have envied the Security they enjoyed, or the Favours 
through your procurement they had attained to; provided they had not abuſed them in 
joining with you to ſubvert the Proteſtant Religion and Government, in tarning the one 
into downright Popery, and the other into French Slavery ; but alas, good men and true, 
ſuch an opportunity of promoting the Catholick Religion was not to be loſt ; they ha- 
ving a Prince converted to ſuch a degree of Zeal and Picty, as not to regard any thing in 
the World in compariſon of the Converlion of England, that hath a long time been op- 
preſſed, and miſerably haraſſed with Herery and Schiſm ; to accompliſh which,you would 
aflafſinate the King's Perſon, deſtroy our City, murther his Majc(ty's Subjects, ſubvert our 
Religion, and diſturb the Peace of Mankiud ; and your preſent Deſign that is diſcovered, 
doth prove beyond all manner of objeion and doubt, That that, Sir,throw yourBrother's, 
and your grace and favour, they did then carry on their Deſigns for advancing the Power 
of the Pope and French King, to advance the Religion of the one, and the Intereſt and 
Government of the other ; none daring to ſuggeli the lealt thing to bring them under 
jealouſie, who would not be aſperſed for being Maligners of the King's beſt Friends, 
and your Fellow-Conſfpirators 3 till one appeared, and took the Popiſh and French In- 
tereſt by the Collar, and gave it ſuch a deadly wound, that it could not recover it ſelf to 
this day, but you were even with him for it, when you uſurped the Government ;z and 
ſo I conclude this Head. 

2, A ſecond thing that gave you, and your Popiſh Conſpirators, ſuch an advantage for 
the carrying on your wicked Defigns and Purpoſes, was the unhappy Divitions among 
us poor Proteſtants; for as the Conſpirators improved that little Stock of Credit they 
had by being for Charles the Firſt in the Civil War, againſt himſelf and Parliament ; and 
the Priclis, Jeſuits and Fryars made uſe of that Credit to reduce us to the Obedience of 
the See of Rome z fo you, and the reſt of the Popiſh Crew, made ule of our Diviſions 
among(t our (elves, to carry on the ſame Deſign. Now, Sir, there were two main 
things which did greatly adminiſter to this unhappy Diviſion. 

1, The Partics divided were come to 2 more <qual Ballance, as to numbers, on each 
ade reſpeQively, than at any Seaſon heretofore : For, Sir, conſider this, That during the 
Reigns of Q. Elizabeth, K. James I. and K. Charles 1. the Diſſenters, from the Eſtabliſhed 
way of the Church of England, were but few, in compariſon of thoſe who were for Pre- 
lacy, and the Rites and Cercmonics required by Law in their Worſhip and Service of 
God ; ſo that there being little or no jealouſy of any danger to the Church of Exgland 
from the Proteſtant Diſſentcrs, how zealous ſoever they might be in their way z yet the 
watchfulneſs of the Prelatcs, and their Curates, were chiefly cxerciled upon thole of the 
Remiſp Communion: But the Proteliant Difſenters ſince are like to the People of Iſrael, in 
the Land of Egypr,very much multiplied, to that degrce, that they are come nearer tothe 
other Party, than heretofore they did ; the main care therefore of the Prelates, and their 
inferior Clergy, together with old Roger theit Guide, did much abate towards their old 
Fricads of the Church of Rome, and exerted the ſame to the Proteſtant Diſſenters. 

2. But another great Cauſe of the dividing the Proteſtant Intereſt, was the very ſevere, 
but juſt Entextainment, the Pxelates, with the Scandalous and Ignorant Clergy _ 
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from the Protefiant Diſſenters in the late Times of Reformation; when they were reſtored by 
the return of your Brother from Exile, they meaſured the ſame again to the Protettant Dif- 
ſenters, when they had the Law on their fide, and your Grace and Favour into the bargains 
they remembred all the old Scores, by which great Animolities and Heats have been between 
Party and Party z the Prelates aiming then at the ruin of the Difſenters for aiming at the re- 
formation of Prelacy and Superſtition. By this, I ſay, a differcnce is rifen, that in all humane 
probability can never be made up. 

We cannot but from-hence very eaſily, not only by Reaſon, but by Experience, gather the 
great uſe you, and the reſt of the Popilh Party, made of them to carry on thei: Defigns for the 
ſubverting the Religion and Government of this Nation : For, as the pretence of theſe Divi- 
ſions hath been made ule of as an Argument to pervert ſuch as knew not that the Diviſions of 
your Synagogue of Rome are more numerous,and their Fewds more irreconcileable than cursz 


ſo ſubtile have your Conſpirators beet, by winding themſelves into all Companics z nay,- 


multering themſclves in all Parties ; endeavoured both to heighten the Differences, to make 
their Annimoſities not only hotter, but more immortal z and while the one Party of Prote. 
ſiants have been crying out againſt the other for. their Schiſm, and the other crying out 
again(i them for their Superſtition and Perſecution z you, and your Party, to the reproach of 
both, were undermining that holy Faith which they equally center in; and carrying a Detign 
of deſtroying the one as well as the other, they being, in you eſteem, both equally Hereticks. 

3. Athird thing that contributed imuch to your bringing of Popery and Slavery into theſe 
Kingdoms, was the general Prophaneneſs and Debauchery which had overſpread theſe Nations 
beyond what in any former Reign had been obſerved, Sir, You in this, by, and with the Con- 
ſent, Advice, and Example of the King, your Brother ; and your Confpirators followed the 
Counſel of Cardinal Mazarine, in the Year 1654. at Paris, when the Popiſh Party were but 
at a low ebb in England; That the only way to accompliſh the Work in England, was to de- 
bauch them firſt, and make them Atheiſts ; and when that was done, they would ſoon make 
good Papilts z for this you well knew, and ſo did your Popiſh Party, That a prophane, de- 
bauched Perſon is truly of no Religion, and therefore indifferent to ſeem to be of any, as 
Intereſt and Temptation {ways him; fo it is plain, that no man cares to be of that Religion, 
which condemns all thoſe Ways and Practices which he is reſolved to purſac with his utmoſt 
vigour, 

Do but take notice that the Popiſh Religion was ſuch as would allow chem in all thoſe 
wicked ways to which their vicious Inclinations led them, and doth ſecure them from the 
horror and dread of Eternal Wrath and Vengeance; for your Religion maketh thoſe to be 
no Sins, tho committed by ſome againſt the expreſs Command of Chriſt himſelf: It they are 
ſuch things as the Word of God hath fct a mark upon as enormous, then they are made Ve- 
nial Offences only ; and if they are Sins which your Synagogue calls Mortal, which are in- 
deed the molt daring and prodigious Enormities, through their DoEtrines of Pennance and 
Abſolutions, and Papal Indulgences, you are ſecure frum the Pains cf the damned in the 
other World. 

By this means, Sir, you, and your Couſpirators, increaſed the number of your Converts, 
and itrengthened you hands (o far, that you boaſted to B:d4dingfield, your Confefſor, That 
you did not doubt: but in a very tew years to have ſu.h a number of Catholick Gentlemen, 
and others, tha you fearcd not but tv have a Catholick Army ſufficient to fuppreſs the Fa» 
Rious Proteliant Party, in caſe they ſhould rebel ; this ſaying of yours B:4ding field the Fe- 
ſuite communicated to the Jeſuites at 1Fild- Houſe upon the 24th of April, 1678. 

Nay, Your Zcal was ſuch fox the Popith Religion, that poor Mr. Jones, your Chaplain» 
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aval, and Domeftick, for oppoſing Popery, was by you turned out of his [mploy, and left 
as 2 Sacrifice to that wicked Prelate of Wincheſter, Dr. Morlay, for ſaying, That it was bis fault 
that yur Dutcheſs turneſt Papiſt; ard that the ſaid Monlay might hare prevented the Dutcheſs of York's 
being ſeduced t9 Popery,if be tleaſed;and that her turuing Papiſt was to be laid at bis door. Y ou therefore 
would yot for a long, time pay him his Wages, tho that moiſt Chriſtian Prelate had ſued him 
upon the Statute de Scandulis Magnatum, to the poor man's utter ruin z for his Living was 
extended, and he iefi to periſh for want ot Bread : And he had never reccived his Arrears 
due to him in your Service, had 1 not ſhamed old Sir Allen Afſlry publickly in Weſftminſtcr- Hall 
for it, you pretending it was referred to him, Moreover, 1 told him, If he did not pay 
Fones, I would fetch it out of his old Bones z it was a time Sir, when Men began to ob- 
ſerve your ſteps, and perceive your D-ligns, fo Fones, much againſt your Will, got his 
Money, and after that Fes had ſuffered ſeveral years Farrine from that Villanons Old 
Prieſt of our Church, ard he could not hold his Living from him any longer, he molt Gra- 
ciouſly delivered F-nes from the extent 3 but Fones being fo ill uled by Morley, he died 
within a year or two after he had his Living refiored z but by the way, Sir, by the Dutcheſs 
of York, I mean her that was the Daughter of the Ezrl of Clarendon, ſometimes Lord 
Chancellor, but the two Ladies your Davghters, were by God's Providence ſaved from 
being corrupted by you. and your Confpirators, x 

Now Sir it remains that I tcll you,or rather put you in mind what Steps your Confpirators 
took to ruin theſe Nations 3 they were, Sir,your Favourites, andfot the ſame Religion, and ct 
the ſame Intereſt with your (clf, for you having made ſuch Advantages from the three Heads 
before-mentioned, and by theſe means ttrengthened you Hands to diſpoſe you todo the Three 
Kingdoms what miſchicf you pleaſed : Theretore it follows, that you now be put in mind 
what Steps you took for the ruin of the ProteſtantReligion,and the Eſtabliſhed Government 
of theſe three Nations. I ſhall only name theſe few that follow, 

1. The firſt great Step that your Conſpirators took to the ruin of theſe Nations, and ſub- 
Jugate thera to Hell and Rome, was that wicked Fire of London z which was begun, and car- 
ried on by your Popiſh Conſpirators, to ruin this great and populous City, that had been for 
many years the Bulwark of the Proteliant Religion ; which they compleated without the 
leaſt remorſe or pity : You your fclf bcheld its Flames with Joy, and viewed its Ruins with 
much xcjoycing, 2s old Cray the Jeſuite was pleaſcd to fay in a Letter of his in November, 
1 666. to the Jeſuits at St. Omers. Sirl will not charge you with the actual burning of Londen, 
becaule it was below you'to be ingaged in the very Acts and you hd Rogues mean enough 
to ſerve you in to baſe a picce of V:llany z but of this I am certain, That when any were ta- 
ken in the Fact, you your {cl diicharged them 3 and not only fo, but you, and vour Guards 
actually kindered many of the poor Citizens from ſaving their Goods from the Flames. and 
FroteStd thoſe that did 21d and abet the Firc;, and ſome of them you preferred x and tir;ce 
vuu ufurred the Thione, you gave them marks of your Favour: As for in{tance, the Chy- 
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whoſe Naines occur not to my memory z and fevcral 1-/-mcn ingagced in that Rellich Vil- 
lany, you caufcd to be preferred, Upon the whole, Whether you had not a hard in that 
Fire, Licave al! te World, and your ov.n Conſcience, to judge. 

!t wiil not be unnecel[ary Sir, fo put you in mind of the account 1 have had of it frm 
ſure of thoſe who were Confpiratos, and were *engaped in the Fat. Richard Stra-ge, a 
oreat Favouri'c of yours. and fomcrimes your Fathcr-Cori: Tor in Ordinarv, uſed it aza 
great Argument to me tog9 onto aftiit the Dehyn of the Society, who told me that they 
ot 14<00 1. in the Fire of London in the Yeas 16655, and nut only fo, but you your {cf 
Was 
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was in their Counſels when it was determined, yea, and your Brother too, which I durſt 
not for my life diſcover, becauſe of the Promiſe Ihad made to Prince Rwport, not to men» 
tion any thing to the Parliament that might touch theKing, but he afterwards heartily re- 
pented of his giving, and 1 did alſo of taking that Counſel, and fo you cfcaped ; for could 
not Charge you but muſt Charge him too : But the Prince knew of it, and fo did King 
Charles himſelf 3 but this let me tell you, That in a Letter of yours Signed L irntenart, to 
Father Comrtney, of Ag. 12. 1667. you did declare your Reſentment of the Datch firing 
our Ships at Chatham, and what a diſhonour it was to the King and his Friends, but this 
you ſaid was your Comfort, that London's Pride was (ufhciently pull'd down ; and as the 
burning the Ships at Chatham had beerrthe cauſe of much trouble at Court, but it was 
much allaycd by the hopes that Factious City would ſcarce be built again, unleſs to the ruin 
of the Undertakers; the Fanaticks ({aid you) may now ſtuddy again the number of the Bzali. 
Langhorne that had a hand in the Fire by being Privy toit, who follicited King Charles more 
in his behalf, than -your felf and imployed Poreſmomth that French Spy and Whore to 
uſe her Intereſt to procure his Pardon, 

I ſhall add the Promife that I had of your Favour by Sir Allen your Truſly Tool, if I 
would ſpare that part of my Evidence concerning Fohn Grove, about his Firing of Soxth» 
wark, and how you follicited for his Life in conjuntion with Portſmorth, you cannot forg 
get am ſure 3 and the King asked you whether you had a defire to bring the whole Na- 
tion about his Ears, for after the Firing of Sczthwark was Sworn againit kim, the King told 
You and Portſmoxth too, he durſt not Pardon Grove, You cannot forget Conyers the Bene- 
difline Monk, who whilſt you were a Votary of that Order, was one of your Father Con- 
teflors z him,you brought into hite-Hall though Evidence was given in againlt him of be- 
ing to be one of the Murderers of King Charles the Second z and the King himſelf told the 
then Lord Chancellor, That if there was no other Evidence againſt him but that of his being 
to have a hand in his Murder, the laid Conyers would ſurrender himfclf ; but the Lord 
Chancellor told the King, That there was other Evidence againſt him, of Matters of high 
Concern 3 and the Lord Chancellor told you in your Ear, That he would be Charged with 
the Fire of London, at which you were much appaled, and went to Conyers who you had 
planted in the Dark Lobby before the Council Chamber. that opened into the Privy Gallery. 
and you came out to Conyers, and bid him ſh:ft for himſelf z and when the Council fat down 
I was called in, and asked it I could make out any thing againit Conyers as to the Fire of Lon- 
dn, I told the King I could, and fo Sir you muli liand Charged in Cane reſpects to have had 
a hand in Firing of London. ; 

- 2. Aleccond Step ' which you and the unwearicd Enemies of the Proteſtant Religion in. 
theſe Realms took towards the Extirpation of it, and the Subverting the Goveroment was, 
to iitereſt the French King in your Councels ; and you having in a great meafure engaged 
him to athit you with Morcy, ard with what clic might be convenient for the Executing 
your Wicked Enterpriſcs, | mutt jutititie this Point from vour Letter to Leckaiſe the French 
King's Confiſſor, wherein you (ay thus : H - M:{t Chriſtian Mi Ry offered me meft Gereroufly bis 
Friendſhip, and th? uſe of his Pwr jc to my £ſittzace againit the D fins of my Enemies and Hit ; And * 
pr ſeſſed unto me, That H:: Interert and "tine vive jo clearly t1:%t togetber, 1hat th:fe who oppoſed the 
one, ſb:wld be lo kt upon as the Enemies of the orver, 

Arlington, tho a Papitft ir his kcart, yet he was not of your Intereſt, ther fore the French 
King told you his Op'nion of that noble Lord , theretore you tay thus to the French King's 
Contciſor , and told me murcover bis Ortinion: of my Lord Atitngion and the Varlizment,” 
which is, That neither the one, nw th» other, win bs I ter} or min2, ants Shucwp.n be defired me 
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Sir, give me leave to obſerve this to you, the Jeſuits in the Reigns of Q. Elizabeth, and of 
K. Zames |. till the Match of his Son with France, laboured nothing more diligently than the 
advancing the King of Spain tothe Univerſal Monarchy of Exrope z but that Crown being by 
various ways and means much weakened and rendred wholly uncapable of aſpiring any far- 
ther in that matter, the falſe and treacherous Jeſuits have of late years applied themſelves 
with mighty diligence to ſerve the Intereſt, and to promote the Grandeur of the French Mo- 
narch, In whi.h your own Engagements do ſufhciently appear, for how have you with 
thoſe firſi-born of Pride and Treachery kindled thoſe Flames of War which have not only 
laid the moſt flouriſhing Provinces in Exrope waſte, and rendered the Kingdoms of Erope 
Fields of Blood, and with them do (till nouriſh them to the Ruin and the Deſtruction of fo 
many millions of men. 

For, Sir, did not you and your Party, by the Intereſts you had in almoſt all the Courts of 
the Princes of Chriſtendom, influence fone Princes to a Neutrality, and others to an open Con- 
federacy with France, ſo that now the French Monarchy is in truth become very troubleſome 
to all his Neighbours. 

But, Sir, give me leave to make this Obſervation to you, that the French King being arri- 
ved at this formidable Greatneſs, which he hath for ſeveral Years laſt paſt fiood in ; you that 
plotted and contrived the ruin of theſe three Nations, drew him into your Councels, and 
obtained his promiſe of Afſiltance to the rooting out of Hereſy, and nouriſhing a miſunder- 
ſtanding between the King your Brother, and his People z and this you and your Conſpi- 
rators conceived to be a main advance towards the attaining your wicked Ends and Purpo- 
ſes; for otherwiſe you would not have ſo much laboured the compaſling that point by your 
ſelf, and your Servant,Coleman,who was taken in the midſt of his pious Labour,and rewarded 
with the Triple-tree to your great ſatisfaQion; for if he had lived, he might have told all, 
and ſome body elſe might have taſted Death in his place. 

But, Sir, I muſt come cloſer to the Point in hand, that is, your intereſting the French 
King in your Councilsz and in your Letter to the ſaid Father Confeſſor to the French King, 
you ſay, 1 was much ſatisfied to ſee his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty altogether of my Opinion , ſo I made 
bim anſwer by the ſame means he uſed to write to me, that is, by Coleman, who addreſt himſelf to 
Father Ferier, and intirely agreed to his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty, as well to what reſpe& be bad to the 
Onion of our Intereſts, 4s the unuſcfulneſs of my Lord Arlington, and the Parliament, in order to the 
Service of the King my Brother, and his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty, and that it was neceſſary to make uſe 
of onr joynt and utmoſt uſe of our Credits to prevent the ſucceſs of thoſe evil Deſigns reſolved on by the 
Lord Arlington and the Parliament , againſt bis moft Chriſtian Majeſty and my ſelf, which on my 
fide 1 promiſe really to perform; of which, ſince that time T have given reaſonable good proof. 

I pray, Sir, what was your Opinion ? lt was the French King's Opinion, which was that 
your Intereſts were ſo clearly linkt together , that thoſe thas oppoſed the one , ſhonld be looked upon 
as Enemies to the o:her. Did you agrce with the French King in any thing elſe ? Yes, That 
the Lord Arlington and the Parliament, were not in your Intereſt, nor in the Intereſt of the French 
King. And I agree with you, Sir, in omnibus ; but what of this? Then the Deſigns of 
Arlington, ar.d of the Parliament muſt be prevented : What, I pray, were thoſe ? They 
were to engage the King, if poſſible, to enter into a League offenſive and defenſive with 
the States General of the United Provinces, and to joyn with the Confederate Princes, and to 
enter into an actual War with France, and to advance the Prince of Orange by marrying your 
eldett Daughter to him: This laſt was done full fore againſt yours, and your Brother's Will, 
but the other were not done 3 fo zealoufly you had engaged your Brother in the French In- 
tereſt, 

That 
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That theſe were the Lord Arlington's deſigns, and the deſigns of that Part of 
the Parliament that gave themſelves Leifure to deſign, is apparent from what 
you fay in the fame Letter, thus, Aoreover, I made [ome Propoſals which 1 
thought neceſſary to bring to po what we were obliged to undertake ;, aſſuring him, 
that nothing could be ſo firmly eſtabliſhed, our Intere#t with the King my Brother, as 
that wery ſame Offer of the help of his Purſe, by which means I bad mnuch Rea- 
ſon to hope to perſwade him to the Diſſolving of the Parliament , and 1o- make 
word the Deſigns of my Lord Arlington, who works mceſſantly to advance the In- 
rereFt of the Prince of Orange and the Hollanders, and 70 leſſen that of the King your 
Maſter. 

And did my Lord Arlington do ſo? It ſeems he did; and I think it was the 
only good thing that ever he did; for which he was to be deſtroyed, and 
the Parliament diſlolved, and every thing that ſtood in the way of France and 
pw ſelf; nay, a Parliament that is not in your Intereſt muſt not ſtand. 

e have ſeen into my Lord Arlington's Deſigns, I pray, what were yours 
and the French King's, for which you had made ſome Propoſals, and com- 
pare them together: Yours and the French King's Deſigns were to ruin the 
Proteſtant Religion , as Coleman in his Letter to the Pope's Internuncio at 
Bruxels, Aug. 21. 74. But Avrlington's was to lefſen, and if poflible, he was 
to deſtroy the Intereſt of the French King. You bad a mighty Work upon your 
bands, no leſs than the Converſion of three Kingdoms, and the utter Subduing of a 
peftilent Hereſie, which had for ſome time domineered over this Northern part of 
tbe. World : and you bad never ſo great hopes of it, ſaice your Queen Mary's Days. 
The Lord Arlington he had a mighty Work in hand too, and that was to ad- 
vance the Intereſt of the Prince of Orange and the Dutch, who were much 
in danger of being ſubdued by the French King. You for your Deſigns, 
next to God Almighty, you relyed upon the mighty Mind of his Moſt 
Chriſtian Majeſty, for his Aid and Afiſtance : But Arlimgton did rely upon 
the mighty Mind of an Engliſh Parliament, for their Aid and Afliftance. 
Your Deſign was to get the Parliament diſſolved and never to have another 
His deſign was to have this diſlolved, and ſpeedily to call another : Yours 
was for advancing the French Intereſt ; and his, tho he was a Papiſt, was for 
advancing the Intereſt of the Confederates, and to lefſen the Intereſt of the 
French King : You were for Three hundred thouſand Pounds, advanced by the 
French King, togive the Proteſtant Religion ſuch a Blow as it could not fubſiſt ; 
but he, for nothing, was to give the French King and his Intereſt ſuch a Blow 
as: that ſhould nor ſubſift. 'The French King, by La Chaiſe, gives you and your 
Secretary thanks for your Zeal and Service in- order tothe promoting the Po- 
piſh Religion: and 1 do not queſtion but the Prince of Orange and the Dutch 
wereas thankful, by their Miniſters' at our Court, to the Lord Arlington and 
his Party, for promoting their Cauſe and -Intereft with the Parliament: Your 
deſign was to. eſtabliſh. a good Underſtanding between the King your Bro- 
ther and his Moſt Chriſtian Majeſty and your ſelf, which you ſay ar/imgion and 
his Party endeavoured, by a thouſand -Deceits, to break, to the end they might 
ſupplant all. three of you ; but 4#hngtom's Deſign was to eſtabliſh a good Un- 
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derſtanding and Intelligence between the Parliament, the Prince of Orange, 
and the States-General: You fay that Arl:ngton and his Party had uſed a thouſand 
Deceits to carry on his Rogueries to betray the Councils of France and Eng- 
land;, and you and your Party uſed Ten thouſand Rogyueries to betray England, 
Holland, and the Prin&e of Orange to the French King: You faid, through the 
Deceits oi the Lord Arlington, your Deſigns ſucceeded not, but through your 
Violence and Folly, his Deſigns ſucceeded to the Honour of God and the Hap- 
pineſs of the three Kingdoms and you are living upon the Charity of that Mon- 
ſter of Mankind whoſe Intereſt you advanced whilſt you were here. 

But you will ſay,what is all this tothe Purpoſe ? Yes,it is much to the Purpoſe. 
You may ſee that the Nation knows well how you intereſted the French King 
in all your Councils, to change the Proteſtant Religion into down-right Popery, 
and the well eſtabliſhed Government into French Arbitrary Power ; and were 
not your Party grown to ſuch a height of Infolence, that they boafted open|! 
—4 = Aid and Afliſtance the French was to give for the ſetting up the Romi 

eligion. 

3. A Third Step you took to ruin the Proteſtant Religion and the well eſta- 
bliſhed Government of Ezgland, was your unhappy Match with the Daughter 
of Modena. IT muſt put you in mind what the Opinion of the then Parliament 
entertained of that Match, and that you may ſee in theſe following Particulars. 

1. That it would difquiet the Minds of the Proteſtants at home, and fill them 
with endleſs Jealouſies and Diſcontents,and would bring the King your Brother 
into ſuch Alliances abroad as might prove highly prejudicial, if not deſtructive, 
to the Proteſtant Religion it ſelf. Now Sir, it was your main Deſign to inflame 
the hearts of the People, and put tham upon a Ferment. And you engaged 
the King in the ſaid Marriage, as might put him upon thoſe Alliances as mighr. 
weaken his Eſteem with his People, and __ you and your Popiſh Cut- 
. roats in your Confpiracyagainſt/the Peace and Tranquility of the Nation : For, 
Sir, in a Letter of Coleman's to Aſhby, the Retor of S. Omers, he ſaith, you com- 
manded him to let the Fathers know, that that Match was to ſtrengthen the Ca- 
tholick Cauſe and Intereſt, and that now the King your Brother, who had in- 
gaged in it, would be engaged to unite himſelf in a more nearAlliance to his 
Majeſty of France, and the Princes of Italy, Apr. 2. 1674. 

2. That they had found by ſad experience, that ſuch Matches had encou- 
raged Popery within this Kingdom, and had given Opportunity to Prieiſts and 
Jeſuits to propagate their wicked and deviliſh Do&rines, and to ſeduce great 
numbers of the King's Proteftant Subje&ts. You that had ſuch a mighty Work 
upon your hands, as the Converſion of three Kingdoms, and the Subduing of 
a peſtilent tereſie which had ſo:long domineered in theſe —_— and it 
being a great Work, and the Labourers in your great Harveſt being but few, 
and you being like to meet with mighty Oppolition , as indeed you did, 
and an effe&tual one too, ſo that it did import you to have all the Afliſtance 
you could, that your Labourers might not be out of breath; and tho?, next to 
Gods (or rather the Devil's) Providence, you did rely on the mighty Mind of 
his Moſt Chriſtian Majeſty, whoſe Generous Soul had inclined him to —_ 
Barbarous 
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Barbarous and Traiterous Undertakings; and tho* his Temper was, in that, very 
much like your own ; yet three or four Strings to your Bow, were more than 
one for the more Alliances abroad with Catholick Princes, would increaſe the 
Number of your Labourers in the Devils Harveſt: Therefore in order to this, 
what Alliances you were eng2ging your Brother in, you well know , and you 
cannot forget how all that Leſign was daſhed, and by whom. 

But, Sir, you muſt he ſtone-blind, and ſo muſt your whole Party, if you did 
not ſee that Experience had taught my Lord 4r/mgton and the Parhament how 
ſuch Matches had been fatal to this Kingdom and to their Deſigns: 'The Match 
of the King, your Father, with the Daughter of France, was the firſt Step that 
was taken to advance Popery and the French Intereſt in England ; and when ſhe 
came over, what a Swarm of Prieſts and Friars followed her; and what Num- 
bers of Prieſts and Jeſuits ſhe protected, and what Numbers were ſeduced in 
hopes of Employment under her, or of Preferment by her Grace and Favour ; 
and how that unhappy Prince was influenced by her Councils till ſhe had pro- 
moted a War in Scorland by the Influence of that old Incendiary, Cardinal Kich- 
lieu, and the Rebellion in Ireland, and the bloody Civil Wars here, which ter- 
minatedin the Ruin, and, by the Juſt Judgment of God, in the untimely end 
of your Father, 

2. The Match of the King your Brother with the Daughter of Portugal, by 
whom he could, through the Blefling of God, have no Iflue: This Lady, what 
ſhe wanted in Underſtanding to be a Councellour, ſhe had made up to her, in 
the bleſſed Gifts of Malice, and Treaſon, and Revenge, which ſhe exerciſed 
to the utmoſt : And what Swarms of Prieſts, Jeſuits, Monks,and Friars were by her 
protected, and with what Zeal ſhe promcted the Romiſh Religion, and proce- 
&ed Men that were in a Conſpiracy againſt our Religion, Laws and Liberties ; 
and how great Numbers were by her Prieſts perverted to the Romitſh Faith, 
to the great diſquiet of the Government, the Parliament well knew : And 
therefore, Sir, you muſt know that the Experience they had of rheſe two conlj- 
derable Matches, how fatal they had been to theſe Kingdoms, was a ſufficient Mo- 
tive for to interpoſe in yours. 

3- The Parliament obſerved how your Deviliſh Popiſh Party were animated 

by the hopes of this Match before it was conſummate, which were difcoura- 
_ ged by the King's Conceflions at the laſt meeting of that Parliament ; you 
know what they were, the Breaking the Indulgence, and the Paſſing the Telt 
Bill. My Lord Arlingron and the Parliament were very proſperous in their 
Rogueries (as you called them) thoſe Sons of Zerviah were then too many for 
you and your damnable Crew. 

It is remembred, upon the hopes of this Match, that a Proteſtant could 
ſcarce 'come within your Court at S. famess, but he was affronted by 
your Popiſh Crew, and ſcarce a better Word than Damn vou for a Heretick 
Log ; ard when Complaints were made to you of theſe Inſolencies, the 
Complainer found no other Redreſs than, What Buſineſs had - you there ? 
infomuch that this fort of Carriage was obſerved by the Parliament, and 
upon this Conſideration they interpoſed with all their Might, to hin- 
2 der, 
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der, if poſſible, the Conſummation of the intended Marriage to that Tta- 
lan Princeſs. 

4. They did greatly fear it would occaſion the leſſening the Aﬀe&ions 
of the People to your Perſon, and for that you were fo nearly related to 
the Crown, they deſired that your Honour and Eſteem ſhould be preſerved : 
But had they known of your Trayterous Confederacy with the French King, 
and with him deſigning to ſubvert our Religion, Laws and Liberties, they 
wou!d ſooner have addreifed for your being Banithed from the King's Preſence 
and his Councils for ever, if not to have ſent you out of the World as you 
juſtly deſerved. ; 

But, Sir, you may remember, that you once were the Darling of the Nation, 
and had the Eſteem and Aﬀecions of the People, upon the Account of 
your _ the Son and Brother of a King, and ſtood in a very near Rela- 
tion to the Crown of England in the time of your Brothers Reign; but 
when your 'Traiterous Deſigns were laid open, the Parliament, Apr. 27. 1679. 
Reſolved, That your being a Papiſt, and the Hopes of your coming ſuch to 
the Crown had given the greateſt Encouragement to the then diſcovered 
Conſpiracy and Deſigns of the Papiſts againſt his Majeſty your Brother, and 
the Proteſtant Religion : Notwithſtanding this Vote of the Houſe of Com- 
mons, you had an impudent Crew that did endeavour to perſwade the Nation, 
and not without ſome Effe&, through the Power of their bold Affeverations 
that you were no Papiſt, but of the eſtabliſhed Religion; only that you were 


a Prince of more Generoſity and Greatneſs of Mind, than to comply with - 


the Capricio's of a Parliament, ' in Renouncing this, or Swearing to that, as 
they ſhould in humour ena ; which Roguery in Converſation paſſed with a 
great many Raſcally Profligate Proteſtants, who would not believe your being 
a Papiſt,” till the day you opened your Chappel or Oratory, the next, or next 
Sunday but one, after you took the Crown, 

5. The Parliament was of an Opinion, that for an Age after the Conſum- 
mation of the ſaid Marriage, at the leaſt the People of Engiand would be under 
continued Apprehenſions of the Growth of Popery, and the Danger of the 
Proteſtant Religion; and ſo they were an Age before : For when they ſaw ſo 
many Piracies made on the Dutch Factories in the Years 1663, 1664. and 
a wicked War commenced in the Year 1665. and the City fired by Papiſts 
in the Year 1666. and the Papiſts incouraged, not only in the Years afore- ]. 
aid, but in the Year 1667. and 1668. and Perſons that had a hand in 
firing the City of London, not only protected , but preferred; and the 
Trpiple League broken, and another ungodly War proclaimed, Prieſts and 
Jeſuits increaſing in their Numbers, and their Infolencies and Impu- 
dence: This increaſed the Fears and Jealouſies of the Nation, and your 
firſt 1 :4v turning Papiſt and dying ſuch; but when you married an Italian 
Papiſt, you had more Eyes upon you, and the People by degrees be- 
gan to ſee into your Deſigns againſt the Proteſtant Religion and Govern- 
ment. 
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That the Proteſtant Religion was by this means in danger, is beyond 
Diſputation 3 for it had three great Enemies conſpiring againſt it, * that 
had made a League together, to deſtroy it and all thoſe Princes and States 
that did intend to maintain and uphold it, wzz. your Brother Charles, the 
French _ and your felf; and this Confederacy was fer up to deſtroy 
the Prince of Orange, the Government of the Srates- General, and the Parlia- 
ment of England; and this the Parliamen: feared, and therefore they interpo- 
ſed in this marriage. t 

ObjeF. But here an Objeion will ariſe: Why ſhould the Partzament 6þ- 
ject againſt this Match, and be fo zealous in their Interpoſition to prevent 
this Match with the Daughter of Aodena, ſince it is plain, you, in view of 
the World, had been for ſeveral Months ingaged in a Treaty of Marriage 
with another Catholick Princeſs; yet a Parliament, nay that very Parliamenc 
held during the time of the Treaty, and not the leaſt Exception taken at it ? 
To this I Anſwer, 

1. That the Archducheſs of I/pruck, though ſhe was of the Romiſh Reli- 
gion, yetſhe was an avowed Enemy of the French Caule and Intereſt : For 
gbſerve this, there were many Papiſts, which, Sir, you hated, and by your 
Confpirators were looked upon with an evil Eye; for the Lord Caſt khaven, 
chat was one that ſerved the King of Spain, was one that was uſed very hardly 
by you: Sir Kenelm Digby was alſo very obnoxious to you, and fo was my 
Maſter, the Duke of Norfo/k, being one of the Spaniſh Faction, and Ander/or: 
the Prieſt, and ſeveral others that I can, when called to it, name, who were 
Enemies of the French Faction : And this Lady being not of the French Fa- 
&ion and Intereſt, the Macch, through the Influence of the French King, 
was broken, and this Piece of Fleſh you have was, fent from 44»dena in her 
Room. a 

2, The Match between you and that Ducheſs was never ſo near a Conſum- 
: mation, as this between the Daughter of Modena and you was de non Appa-

6. The Houſe of Commons conſidered, that your Princeſs of Modena being 
ſo near a Relation and Kindred to the many Eminent Perſons of the Court of 
Rome, might give great Opportunities to promote their Deſigns and carry on 
their Practices amongſt us, and by the fame means penetrate into the moſt 
ſecret Councils of th+: King your Brother, and more eaſily diſcover the State 
of the whole Kingum. 

It is obſerv*d, that it is a ſtanding Rule amongſt the Venerizns, that if one 
of their Senators have a Relation that is made a Pope or Cardinal, or is pre- 
ferred to anv great Dignity in the Court of Rome, that the ſaid Senator with- 
draws from, or is diſmiſſed his ſerving in the ſaid Senate, And the Reaſon 
is plain : Firſt, Becauſe they will not be. impoſed upon by any of that Ver- 
mine ; and Secondly, Becauſz theywill not have their Councils looked into by 

any 
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any that be!ong to the Court of Rome ; nor, Thirdly, Will they have the Secrets 
of their Government diſcovered to them ; and laſtly, they will not have the 
Sate of their Commonwealth expoſed to the Cenſure of the Eccleſiaſtical 
State. 

Sir , You were no ſooner married , but how Letters paſs betwixt the Court of 
.\Rome and you ſelf , and your ſervant Coleman, Jan. 4. 1676. Cardinal 

Toward, writing to Coleman, intimates, That Sir Henry Tichburn was appoin- 
red by you to be yeur Miniſter at Rome, and rejoyced at the Prorogation of the 
Parliament, and further ſaid, That if the King would do well, then all would 
do well: New, you know what was meant by the King's doing well, that is, if 
he were removed. In that Letter, he ſaith, be hoped to do you good Service. It 
x plain, that now not only France but Rome was alſo to be mtereſted in your 
Councils, to deſtroy the King your Brother, and expoſe the Ccuncils and Secrets of 
the Government to the View if the Court of Rome. - 

Cardinal Howard in his Letter to Coleman, Feb: 8. 1676. ſaith, He doth 
all he can to ſerve yuu: He hath writ to Mr. Haies at his Brothers, moves, that 
your Brother's Miniſters, 'may joyn with the Pope's Minifters about P, Furſtenburg, 
and about the Peace, and that the Pope will ſend a Miniſter on purpoſe. ; 

Is a Letter, on March 1676, ſigned Cardinal Norfolk , which was ſent by an 
Expreſs that was to return with what his Maſter and Miſtreſs had to commu- 
micate. This was a Letter of Credence, and your Servant Coleman was to be 
be acked, who this Meſſenger was; and was accordingly asked, and would not tell , 
bur, Sir, I will; and it was Signior Con, that went under 'the nction of an 
Ttalian, but was an old Scotch Prie3t, that was in the Conſpiracy again Charles the 
Fir#t, and diſcovered: by Habernfield to Sir William Bozwell, the Engliſh Ambaſſa- 
dor at Holland, ho diſcovered the ſame tothe Archprelaze of Canterbury, who was 
in a moi} Reverend Manner pleaſed to conceal the Tn by that King's Advice 
and Direftion. This Con, that was near 80 years of age, was intruſted with 


ſome Secrets from Rome to your ſelf and Dutcheſs; and what you had to com- 
municate, you were to communicate it to bim: And what was that? The King 


your Brother had promiſed to diſſclve the Parliament. Coleman, with your Brother*s 
Approbation and yours, drew up the Declaration, and a Copy was ſent to Cardinal 
Howard ; and the Reſolutions you had taken to eſtabliſh the Popiſh Religion, and 
what Meaſures were taken for the Deſtroying the Intere## of the Lord Arlington 
and the Prince of Orange, and the Dutch at our Court : and this Con was 
to take an Account of the State and Condition of our Fleet , and of the Ex- 
chequer; and theſe were the things that you and your Spouſe were to communicate 
ro the Meſſenger that brought the Letter dated March 1676.

ted their Fo Hopes your Ducheſs 2would bring forth a happy Roman- 
Catholick. Thus, Sir, you ſee what Deſtruction you were then bringing up- 
on the Nation, by expoſing the King's Secret Councils and the State.

Now I have done with the Steps you took for the Deſtruction of theſe three

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duct in that Aﬀair; and what was the End of all th6ſe Heats and Flames 
you kindled, but to exaſperate a conſiderable Party of Men againſt your 
Nephew the P:ince of Orazge; nay, your Malice againſt that Prince did not 
ceaſe here, bat moſt unnaturally you engaged the King your Brother to aban- 
don him, and to comply with his and the mortal Enemies of this Nation 
which was ſo unnatural, that an Infidel would not have been guilty of ſuch 
Ingratitude as your ſelf, it you do but remember how the Prince's Father 
ſerved yours. Your Malice yet went further ; for the Lord "Arlington uſing 
ſome Arguments wich the King to have a more Regard to his Nephew the 
Prince of O-ange, and the States-General of the United Provinces : What Care 
on the contrary did you uſe to prevent any good Intention of the ſaid 
Lord Arlington towards the ſaid Prince of Orange; and.in order to this, you 
diſpatch'd Letters to 4ſhby the Re&or of the Engliſh College of S. Omers, and 
require him to write to the Confeflor of the Emperor, to fatisfie him that the 
King your Brother intended no lefs than the Ruin of the Confederates, eſpecial- 
ly of the Empire, and of his Catholick Princes under him, and that under- 
hand he furniihed the Hungarian Rebels againſt his Imperial Majeſty, and found 
them Money to go on with their Rebellion,and that his Deſign was, not to have 
any Alliances with his Imperial Majeſty but only in Shew, that he might 
advance his Nephew the Prince of Orargez and in order to that, he had 
brought him over to the French Interef}, which Letter, Sir, I ſaw, andthe Inſtru- 
&ions were followed to a Tittle by the Fathers at S. Omers. | 

In thoſe Letters the Srates-General were to be acquainted with this. Now, Sir, 
it is well known, that the King your Brother's being ingaged in the French 
Intereſt, was no Secret at the Court at Viewna, nor with the Szares-General ; but 
that the Prince of Orange was drawn into that Intereſt, this muſt be ſurpri- 
Zing : Therefore, Sir, we might eaſily ſee the ſecret Hatred you conceived a- 
gainſt the Prince and his Cauſe, and Intereſt.

Your Confpirators, Ccl:man, and the Jeſuites in London, receiv'd Letters 
from St. Omers, Written from Father 4/and, (not he chat was hanged, for his 
own Name was Irormonger ; but this Man's own Name was Saltmarſh) That Care 
was taken for the Deſtruction of the Duke of Pr-20n4 in Ireland, he being then 
Loid-Ligutenant there ; And for what Reaſon ? Becauſe he had refuſed, .Sir, 
to join. with you in Breaking the Engliſh Intereſt in that Kingdom ; though, 
Sir, you may remember, that the ſaid Duke was a Perſon very Obſequious to 
your Brother, and your Self; and the Reaſon why you could not get him to 
engage with you in Ommibus, was his own Safety and Eaſe.

You remember, Sir, that by your 
Influence upon the King your Brother, and on the Council of Scaland, you 
make them uſe all the diligence that was poſlible to' get an Army there, to be a 
ſtanding Army in the room of the Militia of that 'Kingdom, the Militia be- 
ing not thought fit for your Popiſh Deſigns : And the means to effe the fame, 
you pitch'd upon thoſe you judged to be the moft effeual 3 which was, firſt 
to Oppreſs and Enrage the Diflenters : and this could not be better accom- 

liſhed, than by diſturbing and — their Meetings, and Religious Aſ- 
lies for the Worſhip of God ; which You and your Confpirators did with 
all imaginable diligence. And you having found out a.new way by caution,

tions as Condemn'd Men ; and Ship-loads coming here for London, they, by 
one way or another, got their Liberty.

of the poor People. And all this was to procure a Rebellion at any rate.

I. Give me leave to put you and your Confpirators in mind of ſeveral Par- 
ticulars, in which your Brother and you invaded the Rights of the good People 
of : Scotland : And that this Point may be more plain, 1 will illuſtrate it in 
theſe following Particulars. 


x. Your Conſpirators in Scor/ayd did moſt grofly, falſly, and impudently miſ- 
repreſent to the King your Brother, and your Self, the Condition of the We- 
ſtern Counties of the Kingdom of Scorland, as if they had been in a State of 
Yobpian ; tho! it is well known that on had never made any Oppoſition to 
the King's Authosity ; nor did they refiſt' any of the King's Forces, _—

Yol with =. Contpirator Li erdake, ph the reſk; of Gag Popith Crew, ad- 
viſed the King (who was not difficult in that Poitit to conſent) to raiſe an'Arary 
againſt the Proteſtants in Scotland ; and a Letter was ſigned by your Brother, 
and ſent to the Council of Scor/and. Upon the Receipt of this Lerter, your 
Conſpirators, the Council of Scorland made out Orders for the Railing an Ar- 
my. of about Eight or Nine thouſand,- the molt or which were Vopiſh High- 
Tanders : Which, Sir, was fo wicked a Contrivance, that the Nobility and Gen- 
try of the Weſtern Counties.did ſend to Edenburyh, afrgtor the S-cutity of the 


Peace did offer co engage, That whoſoever ſhould be ſent, the Laws ſhouid be 


put in execution, and ſhould meet with no Afﬀeronc ; ana that they would be- 
come Hoſtages for their Safety. Yet this Army fo raifed by You, and your 
Confpirators, with' the Colour of the King your. Brother's Authority, was 
marched into a Peaceable Country, and did, according to their Commiſſions, 
take Free Quarter ; and in moft Places levied great Surnms of Money, under 
the Notion of Dry Quarters; and did Plunder and Rob the Proteſtants, of 


-which no Redreſs could be obtained, though Complaints were daily made'of 


theſe -Barbarities : For your Brother and You were reſolved, that nothing 
ſhould fatisfie your Cruelty, but the extirpation'ef thoſe who did. not comply, 
without reſerve, with your Arbitrary Proceedings. 


2. That it was apparent, that your Deſign was not only to deſtroy thoſe 
that went to Field-Meetings, but alfo the whole Proteſtant Intereft ; for thoſe 
that were Field-Meeters, were but tenderly uſed, in compa: iſon of thoſe who 


went to Church, who were moſt quarrered upon, and deſtroyed; choſe of the 


Field-Meeters, parting with their Moneys to be excuſed as Jong as they were 
able ; and when hols poor Wretches had no more Money to fatisfie your dra- 
gooning Apoſtles, they were miſerably uſed by them : By which means ſeveral 
Families were Ruined, and brought to ſtarve tor want of Bread. 


3- The Proteſtants alſo were required to ſubſcribe exorbitant and illegal 
Bonds, which was impoſlible to be performed by 'them, which was againſt the 
Law of Nature, which is, no Man is bound to'impolhibilities, viz. That they, 
their Wives and Children, Servants'and Tenants, ſhould live orderly, accord- 
ing to Law, and not go to Conventiclcs, or entertain Vagrant Preachers, with 
teveral other Particulars ; by which Bond, choſe that figned it were liable to an- 
ſwer for all Men's Tranſgrefſions that lived upon their Lands : Which was fo 
hard a Caſe, that Coleman hinifelf thought, rhar it that'did not make them Re- 


bel, nothing would. 


4. That many of the Proteſtants of that Kingdom, within thoſe Counties, 
were proclaimed Rebels, and Writs. iſſued forth for che ſeizing of their Perſons, 
upon their refuſing the aforeſaid Wicked and Illegal Bond ; and the Nobilicy 
and Gentry within thoſe Counties, who had. been ever faichful to the IR

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and had appeared in Arms for the King, were Diſcharged upon Oath, and a

_ 6. Notwithſtandjiig the Tmpoſition- of the Oath was illegal; and the deny- 
ing of Time (to confider of their Indictments ; and to have Lawyers allowed 
them to adviſe' withal, had never been denyedto the greateſt of Malefactors ; 
.nor, indeed, could be by the Laws of that Kingdom, = for all this, theſe No- 
blemen and Gentlemen knowing their Innocency of all that had been charged 
upon them, did purge themſelves by Oath, of all the -Particulars thac were 
objeted to them; and *were thereupon acquizted, and” though the Confpira- 
tors in the Committee of Council uſed the ſevereſt manner of Inquiry: to 
diſcover any ſeditious or treatonable Deſig:is, which were pretended as 
Grounds for marching” that Army'into thoſe Weſtern Counties, yet nothin 
ever could he proved. 'So falſe was that Suggeſtion concerning a Rebellion

apprehenſive that Proteſtants might be, upon the ſlighteſt \ Occaſions, 
brought under the like Oppreflion ; for - you, and your picators there 
managed your wicked Deſigns and P with all the Dexterity and Dili- 
gence that Men that had a Mighty Work upon their Hands, and Mighty Minds 
to go through with it, could dofor you and your Party; there being of the

I will Sir, for the ſatisfaftion' of your Bloody Cut-Throats, both here at 
home, and your ragged Crew at St. Germains, put you in mind of ſeveral 
Inftances in which that Ban-Dog Lauderdale, ſerved your Brothers and your 
wicked Deſigns and Purpoſes. s; 

You may remember the Twelve Worthy Proteſtant Citizens of Edinburgh 
that were declared uncapable of Publick Truſt , againſt whom no Come 
plaint was made as can be made ___— you ; but you will ſay, What 
was the Cauſe ? Then I Anſwer, Theſe Men being Magiſtrates of that Ci- 
ey, refuſing to part with the publick Money of the City to Lauderdale for 
what Uſes you know well enough, they, I ſay, ;were.tyrned out, and 'Con- 
ſpirators of your own Stamp put in their Places, and then the Publick Mo- 
ney was drawn out of the City*s Bank at the deſire of the Confpirators. | 

he Provoſts of Aberdeen, Glaſcow, and Ga b, were put under the ſame 
Sentence for Signing a Letter to the King your Brother, in a Convention of 
Boroughs, Stating a true Account of their great Oppreflions by the Confpi. 
rators z which r was Signed by the whole Body, and the Letter was 
adviſed by your Brother's Advocate, ag a Letrer that had nothing in it which 
could bring them under any Guile z yet thoſe: were. there ſingled out of the 
whole Number, and Incapacitated, befides, a high Fine and a long Impaſon-

| | Sir 
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Sir Patrick Hume, ſince a Peer of that Kingdom, not of your Creation, 
but of the Creation of our Gracious King: that now is: This worthy 
Perſon being ſent by the Shire of Berwick, to complain of ſome illegal 
Proceedings, in Order to obtain a legal Remedy and Redreſs, which 
he did only in the Common Form of Law, was alſo declared uncapable 
of Publick Truſt, beſides many Months ' impriſonment ; and ſince then, he 
was another time impriſoned for almoſt one whole Year, and nothing ever was 
charged upon him. 

The Provoſt of Linlithgoe being complained of, for not furniſhing ſome of 
your Brother's Forces with Baggage-Horſes, was called before the Council, 
and becauſe he faid they were not bound in Law to furniſh Horſe; in ſuch a 
manner, he was immediately declared Incapable of Publick Truſt, and was 
both fined and impriſoned. 

Your Conſpirators , . as they were diligent, doing yours and the Devils 
Drudgery, they ſometimes out-did themſelves to pleaſe you ; for at one time 
they incapacitated 5 o of the Town of S. Fobnftens,upon a very light Pretence ; 
inſomuch that they could not find a ſufficient number of Citizens for the Magi- 
{tracy of that Town. 

Ir is well known, Sir, that for your Brather*s Service and yours. and for the 

carrying on of your curſed Deſigns in that Kingdom of Scotland, ſeveral Pro- 
teſtants, upon ſlight, and, oftentimes, upon no Ground, were impriſoned, 
and ſometimes kept Priſoners for many Months, nay Years, though nothing - 
hath been objeted ro them. Some have been required to enter themſelves 
Priſoners, contrary to the Laws of that Kingdom ; a particular Inſtance 
you made of Lieutenant-General Drwamond, whole great Loyalty could never 
be forgotten, he was required to enter himſelf a Priſoner in the Caſtle of 
Dunbarton, where he was kept for cighteen Months time, nine of which he was 
made a cloſe Priſoner ; yet nothing was objected-to him to give the leaft Co- 
Tour tor that uſage. 
- 'The Lord Cardroſs, a Man of great Virtue and Integrity, was for his Lady's * 
keeping two meetings in her Houſe, though he was preſent ag neither of them, 
fined ElevenThouſand Pound Sterling ; and was kept fgveral Years a Priſoner in 
Elenburgh Caſtle, and was a frequent and a long Petitioner for his Liberty, 
and could nor find for a long time the leaſt Inclination in any of the Conſpi- 
rators3 nay, Application was made to the King, but from your incenſing the 
King againſt him, his Petition was rejected. 

*: Beſides all theſe illegal Imprilonments, the King your Brother, and your ſelf 
had Rogues of a deeper Dye; they, werg,, Officers, in. your Cur-throat Army in 
Scotland ;, theſe carried” with them General Warrants for the apprehending of any 
Perſon thar rhe Confpirators had a ſpite to, though under. no legal Cenſyre, nor 
have been ſo much as cited to appear, which put many of the poor Proteſtants 
to very great Fears as alſq to great Expence Juſt, Sir, as your Atrexburies and 
the reft of your ctirſed Meſtengers did. here in Exgland in the time of your 
Tyranny.) 


= Captain 
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Captain Caſtaires, a notable Villain, and fit for a Dragooning Apoſtle for the 
Devil's Service”and yours, did intrap one Krkron an outed Miniſter of Jeſus 
Chriſt, into his Chamber at Edenbowgh, and did violently abuſe him and de- 
ſigned to extorted ſome Money from him ;, the Noiſe of this coming to the 
Ears of one Kaily, Brother in Law to the ſaid Kirkron, he came to the Houſe, 
and hearing him cry Murder, Murder, forced op?n his Chamber Door, where 
he found his Prother in L aw and the Captain grapling ; the Captain pretended 
he had a Warrant againſt Xirk!om, and Baily deſired him to ſhew it, and pro- 
miſed that all Obedience ſhould be given to it ; but the Captain refuſing to do 
it, Kirkten was reſcued. This was only delivering a Man from one of your 
Robbers according to the Law of Nature. The Captain complained of this 
to your Confpirators, and the Lord Hatton, ' with others of the ſame Kidney, 
were appointed to examine the Witneſſes; and when it was brought before the 
Council, the Duke of Hamilton, the Earls of Morton and Dumfrize, and Kin- 
cardin, the Lord Cecheren, and Sir Archibald Primroſe, then Lord Regiſter, deſired, 
that the Report of the Examination might be read; but that not ſerving the 

' Deſigns of your Confpirators, was denied: Thereupon thoſe Lords delivered 
their Opinions, That ſince Caſtaires did not ſhew any Warrant,nor was cloathed 
with any publick Character, it was no Oppoſition to the King's Authority, in 
Baily to reſcue the'ſaid Kirkton: But for this Opinion, the King your Brother, 
and your ſelf, and Lauderdale, put theſe Lords out of the Council, and out of 
all Command in the Militia, and though it could have been made appear that 
hehad no Warrant at al againſt Kirkto, but procured it after the Violence com- 
mitted, and it was antedated on deſign to ferve a turn at that time; yer the 
ſaid Baily was fined 6090 Marks and kept in Priſon for a long time ;” which 
fort of Proceedings put the poor Proteſtants under ſad Apprehenfions. 


3- Now, Sir, I pray remember how your Confpirators uſed the poor Pro- 
teſtants when they had them in Priſon, There was fourteen Men taken at a 
Field Meeting, who, ' without being legally convict of that or any other Crime, 
were ſecretly andein the Night taken out of a Priſon upon a Warrant ſigned by 
the Earl of Linlithgo, and the Lords Hatton and C—_ and were delivered to 
Captain Maitland, who had been Page to Duke Lauderdale, but after, a French 

cer, and was making his Levies in Scorland, and were carried over to the 
Service of the French King, in the Year 1676. 
Your Conſpirators in Scotland did, for your Brother's Service and yours, up- 
on many Occaſions proceed to the moſt unreaſonable and arbitrary 'Fines ei- 
ther for {light Offences, or for Offences where the Fine is regulated by Law, 
which they have never conſidered when the Perſons were obnoxious to them. 

. So the Lord Cardreſs was fined 11000 ]. for his Ladies keeping ewo Mectings 
in his Houſe, and Baptizing a Child'by an outed Miniſter, wichout his Know- 
ledge ; the Provoſt formerly mentioned, and Baily, and many others were alſo 
fined without any Regard had to the Law, 


4- Give 
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4. Give 'me leave, Sir, to put you in mind of a fourth Piece of Villan 
ated by you and your Brother upon the Proteſtants of Scotland. Your Confpi- 
rators, by your Brother's Authority, and your Procurement, did ſeveral 
times proceed to take away Gentlemens Dwelling houſes frem them, and to 
put Garriſons into them, even in the time of Peace, contrary to all Law, Ju- 
ſtice, and Reaſon. In theYear 1675, it was deſigned againft ewelve Proteſtant 
Noblemen and Gentlemen, and executed upon the Houſes of the Earl of Cal- 
lendar, the Lord Cardroſs, the Lady Lumſden, &c. and it was again attempted 
in the Year 1678, updn the Houſes belonging to the Lairds of Cheſnock, 
Rlaghan and Rewallane, and they were poſſeſſed by Souldiers and declared 
Garrifons: Nor did it reſt here,but your Confpirators ſentOrders, and required 
che Countries about thoſe Houſes, to furniſh them for the ule of your Souldiers, 
and to ſupply them with Neceſlaties, contrary to the Laws of that Kingdom : 
It was againſt this, that Sir Patrick Hume, now a Peer of Scotland, applicd him- 
ſelf to the Confpirators to have Redreſs; and common Juſtice bcing denied 
him, he uſed a legal Proteſtation in the ordinary Form of the | aw of that 
Kingdom, and was thereupon kept many Months in Prifon, and declared un- 
capable of all Publick Truits. 


5. I muſt put you in mind how you by your Conſpirators endeavoured to 
kindle a Flame amongſt the Scorch, for ſince you had difobliged ſo many of 
them, and had begor ſuch a Diſaffe&ion in them againſt you and your Bro- 
therz your great] Deſign was to keep that Diſaffection alive, and not only fo, 
but &H to increaſe it, as to make them riſe and take up Arms in their own de- 
fence; therefore in order to this in the Year 1 677, April 19 the Letters of 
your Confpiring Jeſuits, to the Procurator-General at Madrid, gave him notice, 
that your Conſpirators at Londen, the Fathers of the Society, had ſent for Scor- 
land, three Jeſuits in Maſquerade to give the poor provoked Scors to underſtand 
theſe three things: 1. That all the Miſeries, under which they groaned, was 
from the Biſhops and their Clergy, which Doctrine they were inclined enough 
ro believe, they naturally hating the Government of the Church by that ſort of 
Men, as being againſt the expreſs Word of God, and tending to Tyranny. 
2. That there was no other way to recover their Liberty and Religion, but by 
the Sword; and this was certainly true, for they had made all the humble Ap- 
plications that could be made by Men, beth to the King your Brother and the 
Council in Scotland, and could find no Redreſs of their Grievances ; for as 
theſe Villainswere ſent to exaſperate them on the one hand.ſo you and yourTrai- 
tor Lauderdale augmented their Miſeries on the other hand, and allin Order to 
make them take up Arms in their own Defence. 3. That the King your 
Brother was fo addicted to his Fleaſure, that he neither would nor could take 
care in that Concern, but left them to be redreſfed by thoſe that cruelly oppre(- 
ſed ehem z which was as notoriouſly true: and you wanted not your wicked 
Inſtruments to accompliſh the great Deſign yu had in hand, of enſlaving the 
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Proteſtants of that Kingdom, ſo that the Method you took, by your Jeſuits, 
by their Inſinuations, and by your Task-maſters to oppreſs them, you did very 
much incline them, to take up Arms againſt your Confpi rators in their own 
Defence. 

Sir, Your Jeſuits in Scorland laid not afide their Attempts there, to make the 
diſtreſſed Proteſtagts riſe ; for the whole Popiſh Party was ar Work to ſtir up 
the Commotion, by them deſigned, in that Kingdom, as appears by Letters 
from thence, from your Inccndiaries, of the 11th. of Auguſt, 1678. Nay, 
that the Work might take effe&t, Eight thouſand Scots that were of the Romiſh 
Religion ſhould be ready, For what ? to join with the dilaffeted Scots : Such 
Sots you gmployed, as if the diſaffeted Scots would join with them. Bur the 
Truth of it was, to Pillage and Deſtroy the Habitations of thoſe that ſhould 
riſe in the Defence of their Lives, Liberties, andReligion ; for that was the In- 
tent, whatever Imaginations your Cut-throat Jeſuites had in their empty Nod- 
dles, that appears in their Pacquet of Azguff the 1oth. 1678. directed to 7ohr: 
Grove : For you muſt remember that was your Deſign, and Lauderdal-s, tho? 
your Jeſuites thought, that the poor Proteſtants might be brought to join with 
the Popiſh Party, to make a Commotion there : for when your Secretary peru- 
ed the Contents, he laughed at the Folly of the Scotch Jeſuices, but faid, If 
the Scotch would riſe, he cared not with whom they joined ; for their Riting 
was the thing that was deſired. 


Your Deſign had its effe& ; for their Provocations were ſo many, and their 
Oppreflion fo great from Lauderdale, and his. wicked Party, who were ſerving 
your Brother's, and your Popiſh Deſigns, to bring that People under a deſpo- 
tick Power, and the Infolencics of your impudent Clergy was ſuch, that they 
could no longer bear z and therefore in the Year 1679. they did raiſe Forces, 
and armed them ; and by their Declaration they were far from carrying on a 
Popiſh Deſign ; for their Deſign was the Extirpation of Popery, and Popiſh 
Prelacy, our of Scotland, which had been a great Grievance to that Kingdom. 
And becauſe, Sir, you may have forgotten their Declaration, I will give ir 
Word for Word, and iis as follows : 


* S it is not unknown to a great Part of the World, how Happy the Church 
, of Scotland was whilſt they enjoyed the Ordinances of Jeſus Chriſt in 
© Purity and Power, of which we have been deplorably deprived, by the Re- 
© eſtabliſhment of Prelacy ; fo ic is evident, not.only to impartial Perſons, but to 
© profeſſed Enemies, with what unparalell'd Patience and Conſtancy thePeop'c of 
© God have cndured all the Cruelty, Injuſtice, and Oppreflion, that the Will 
© and Malice of Prelacy and Malignants could invent, and exerciſe. And be- 
© ing moſt unwilling to at any thing which might import Oppoſition ro lawful 
* Authority, orengage the Kingdoms in-War, although we have been, allalgng 
© oroaning under the Over-turning: the. Work of Reformation, Corruptigns at 
4 Doarine,Shghting of Worſhip,Deſpiling of Ordinances,the Changing the An- 
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Pifure of the Late King James. 
* cient Church-Diſcipline andGovernment, Thruſtingout ſo many.of our Faithful 
© Miniſters from their Charges, Confiningſtraightly,Impriſoning,Exileing,yea,and 
© putting to Death many of them, and Intruding upon their Flocks a Company of 
* Inſufficient ScandalousPerſons,Confining,Impriloning, Torturing, Tormenting, 
© Scourging, and Stigmatizing Poor People, Plundering their Goods,Quartering 
* upon them Rude Soldiers, Selling cheir Perſons to Foreign Plantations, Horning 
* and Intercommuning many of both Sexes, whereby great Numbers, in every 
© corner of the Land, were forced to leave their Dwellings, Wives, Children, 
© and Relations, and made to wander as Pilgrims, ſti!l in Hazard of their Lives, 
© none daring to Recet, Harbour, or Supply, (though Starving) or fo nueh 
* as to ſpeak to them, though upon Death-bed, without making themſelves ob- 
© noxious to the ſame Puniſhments. And theſe things acted 'under colour of 
* Law, in cffe& tending to baniſh not only all Senſe of Religion, but alfoto 
© extinguiſh all natural Aﬀection, even amongſt Perſons of neareſt Relations, 
© and likewiſe groaning under the intolerable Yoak of Oppreſlion in our Civil 
© Intereſt, our Bodies, Liberties, and Eſtates ; fo that a'l manner of Outrages 
© have been moſt arbitrarily exerciſed upon us, for a Tract of ſeveral Years 
© paſt, particularly inthe Year 1678. by ſending us an armed Hoſt of Barbarous 
© Savages, contrary to all Law, and Humanity z and by laying on us ſeveral 
© Impoſitions, and Taxes, as formerly, fo of late, by a Meeting of Prelimiced 
© and Over-awed Members in the Convention of Eſtates in Fl, 1678. for 
© keeping up of an armed Force, intruſted (as to a great part of it) into the 
© Hands of avowed Papiſts, or Favourers of, them, by whom ſundry Invaſions 
© hive been made upon us, and moſt exorbitant Abuſes, and incredible Inſo- 
© lencies commirted againſt us; and we being continually ſought after, while 
* meeting in Houſes for Divine Worſhip, Minilters and _ frequently appre- 
* hended, and moft rigorouſly uſed ; and fo being neceſhitated ro attend the 
© Lord's Ordinances in the Fields, in the moſt defert Places ; and there al of- 
© ten hunted out, and affaulred, to the effuſion of our Blood, and killing of 
© ſome, whereby we were inveitably 'conftrain'd either to defend ourſelves by 
© Arms at thoſe Meetings, or be altogether deprived of 'the /Goſpel Joy by 
© Faithful Miniſte:s, and made abiolute Siaves : Ar. one of 'which Meetings, 
© upon the Firſt Day of Fuze inſtant, being the Lord's Day, Captain Graham, 
6ot Clwerb r/e, being warranted by a late Proclamation to kill whomſoever he 
© found in Arms at Field-Convenricles making Reſiſtance, - did furiouſly aſfaulc 
© the People afembled ; and farther, to, provoke, did cruetty'bind;' like Beaſts, 
© a Miniſter, wich ſome others whom he had found that fameMorning in:Houſes ; 
© and ſeveral being killed on both ſides, they knowing certaialy that by Law 
* they behoved (if apprehended) to dye, they did ſtand to their own de- 
* fence, and continue together; and there, afrer many of our Friends and 


* Countryme: being v:der the ſame Oppreliion, expecting” the fame meaſure, 


* did freely offer cheir Aﬀiftance. We therfofe thus inevicably, and of abſo. 
© lute Neceflity, forced to rake this laſt Remedy, (tho'Magiſtraces having ſhur 
*'the Door by a' Law againſt Application, that whatever qur Grievances bs, ei- 
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* ther in thing; Civil or Sacred, we have not the Privilege of a Supplicant) do 
* judge our ſelves bound to dcelare, That theſe, with many other horrid Grie- 
* vances, in Church and State, (which we purpoſe to manifeſt more fully here- 
; after) are the true Cauſes of this our Lawful and Innocent Self-defence : And 

we moſt ſolemnly, and in the preſence of Almighty God, the Searcher of all 
* Hearts, declare, that the true Reaſons of our continiing in Arms, candid!y 


* and ſincerely, are theſe : 


© Firſt, The defending and ſecuring of the true Proteſtant Religion, and Pref- 
bytcrian Government founded upon the Word of God, and ſummarily compre- 
bentled in our Confeſſions of Fath and Catechiſm, and eſtabliſhed by the Laws 
of this Land, to which King', Nobles, and People are ſolemnly ſworn and 
© engaged in our National Solemn League and, Covenant; and more particularly 
© the Defending and Maintaining the Kingly Authority of our Lord Feſus Chrife 
* over his Church, again#t all ſinful Supremacy derogatory thercto, and incroaching 
© thereupon. |

© This therefore being the Cauſe we appear for, and reſolve, in God's Name,

* the King's Majeſty to reſtore all things as he found them when God 
* brought him home to his Crown and Kingdoms ; , and if that cannot be

This, Sir, you know, was the Declaration of theſe Bleſſed Servants of God, 
but you had not filled up the meaſure of your Sins, and therefore God was 
pleaſed to deliver theſe miſerably enſlaved wretches into. your hands, and they 
were made a prey to your never to be forgotten Cut-throats; and ſome of 
them ſealed their Teſtimony of Jeſus with their Blood: You may remember 
what Havock your Popiſh Crew made of them both in their Eſtates and Fami- 
lies, that Scotland was a Field of Blood, through many Barbacous Murders that 
you by the Hands of your Party Committed there. | 

Some of your bloody Crew here, eſpecially the Tyrant Lauderdale, were 
exceeding glad of the News of theſe poor Proteſtants Riſing, and your Po- 
piſh Confpirators and their Motly Yroteſtant Admirers and Abettors did 
prick up their Ears at the News, and concluded the Day was their own.”

' 1. Remember, Sir, the-Addreſs of the Houſe of Commons to the King your 
Brother, on April 23, 1675- for then they found that ſome perſons in great 
Employment under: that King had fomented Deſigns againſt the Intereſt of che 
Subject, intending to deprive Great Brezain of its ancient Rights and Liberties» 
that thereby they might the more eaſily introduce the Popilh Religion and 
Arbitrary Government, to the ruine and deſtruction of the Subjetts thereof, 
amongſt whom they-had-juſt 6auſe ro accuſe, for a promoter of ſuch Deligns, 
the Duke of Lauderdale, becauſe it had been teſtihed in their Houſe by ſeve- 
ral Members of Parliament, That in a Hearing before the Council, in the Caſe 
of Mr. Pennyſtone Whaley, who had committed Mr. Jobn Fames contrary to the 
King's Declaration of the 15th of March 1671, the faid Duke of Lauderdale did 
publickly affirm, in the preſence of the King your Brother, and before ſeveral 
then attending the Board), that the King's Edits were to be obey*'d, for that they 
were equal with the Laws, and ought robe obſerv'd ; in the firſt place thereby 
juſtifying the ſaid Declaration, and the Proceedings thereupon, and declaring 
bis Inclination'to Arbitrary Councels, in terror of all g20d Proteſtants. This, 
Sir, was not all, but they had a farther confirmation of this Opinion by. two 
Adts of Parliameng,:of: a very ſtrange and dangerous nature, which they had 
found in the printed Statutes of Scotland, the firſt whereof was in the third 
Seſſion of the firſt Parliament held under the King your Brother,: Cp.

Britain, and the alceration of the Proteſtant Religion; 'did endeavour to alienate 
the Hearts of the People from the then 'King and his Government, - among(t 
whom theyhad juft reaſon to accuſe the Duke of Lanaderdile:for a chief promo- 
ter of ſuch Counſels, and more'particularly for contriving and endeavouring to 
raiſe Jealtouſſes and Miſunderſtandings between the Kingdoms of Enzland and 
Scotland, whereby Hoſtilities might have enſaed, and mi2hthave riſen between 
the two Nations.

Now, 
Sir, it was expected that you. ſhould admire the Fabrick that your old Friend 
Lauderdale had fo delicately contrived, and ia reward of his good Service ad- 
yance his Intereſt : No, no, you no ſooner got into Scotland, but you were de- 
figning agaioſt Zauderdzle, he being the great Inſtrument of ſending you thither, 
for you never forgave him. that Aﬀront ; ſo-that after your arrival in Scotland 
.. his Intereſt mach dwind1'd away. Thus you rewarded one of your old Friends, 
: who had.ſold Body and Soul. and all tothe Devil.to ſerve-you and your Cauſe; 
; he is gone. to his place, I fear, in ſure and certain expeCtation of Wrath and 
- Vengeance, for the many Vitlanies he had committed agaiaſt theReligion, Laws 
. and Liberties of his Country.. 
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Whilſt, Sir, you were. in. Scorland, you and your Conſpirators made your 
Deſigns to go on to your full content, tho? much diligence was us'd and pains 
were taken in the point ; and to give you and your Accomplices that which: is 
your due, you never did ſpare your Pains for the bringing on your wicked De- 
"vices to perfection ; and you thought ir good Policy and your beſt way to make 
ſure of ſomething, that if Eng/a»d ſhould be too hard for you, yet you reſol- 
ved to make ſure of Scorland: Ani, to repeal thoſe Laws that were in force, 
which did debar a Pop:ſh Prince from inheriting that Crown, therefore you got 
a Parliament calPd, and your ſelf made High Commiſſioner. 1l1pon this you la: 
bour the Point, for the choice of the Commoners that ſhould be fit for the pur- 
poſe; and to cajole ſome of the Lords, you entice Hamilton to come into your 
Intereſt, You mounted the Throne-as High Commiſſioner, without regarding. 
the Law, or due Qualifications neceſſary in taking the Oaths, for that was below 
you: And theKing having furniſh'd you. with Letters, you are admitted into the 
Council without taking the Oaths : But being got into the Houſe, you carried 
all before you, and got your Succeſlion to the Crown of Scoriand ſecured by an 
Aft ; and you got a Telt paſſed, by which-all were to ſwear not to endeavour 
| toalter that Government either in Church or State; and all ſuch as refuſed 
were to loſe their Employments. In a word, you made every thing to paſs thac 
you and your Crew had a mind to. . 
As you were a Privy Councillor in that Kingdom, you wheedled in the Duke 


of Hamilton, andadmitted him one of the Council, who was very zealous for. 


the Proteſtant Religion formerly, but then began to be very cool : And fo were

who led ibim-into a bogg; from whence he returning towards Clyde, was fallen 
upoy. by ſame Scots, and- taken'svand, Sir, by your Arbitrary * Order he was 
bafely. marder?d' at 5dwmbrrihion the goth of Fine following, ; 

This manhad-all- along'fonyht in-yoar Brother*s:Cauſe and Quarrel, and was 
an-Inſtrument-to vbertray'this'Father ro-your' Brother, and was murder'd in the 
beginning of hisReignafter his Return.

en but of that which was according to Godlineſs ;- Make them Atheiſts, ſaid 
Maxz.arine, aad you will ſoon make them Papiſts, Nay, the, love of Debauchery 
created ſuch a Prejudice in your Brother the King, againſt the Marquiſs of Ar: 
gyle, that it was the chief Obſtacleto his being pardon'd, for he had reprov'd 
Charles for offering Violence to a ſober Lady.in Scotland, in the year 1650, for 
which Reproof he never forgave Argyie.to his dying day. Nay, give me 
leave to remember you, that when that yofortunate Lord was in Cuſtody, and 
humbly requeſted but to ſpeak one word with the King before he was carried 
ſor Scot {ans, to. be murder'd, you to0k. Upon, FRO bf reprove any. that ſhould 
move the King, with this Jeer, That 4-gy/e was one of the Godly Party, it was 
not for ſuch fellows ro ſec the King: Or to that purpoſe ; and the King your 
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Brother was plcas'd to ſay, **Let my Lord Argyle be content, he ſhall ſee the 
« Maiden e're long, his own dearly-beloved Invention. And nothing was a 
greater Argument for his DeſtruCtion than hisPiety. 

Sir, I can prove, that thoſe men who were concerned in Judging and Con- 
demning your Father to death, tho' that was the Pretence or handle you took 
to have them cut-off, yet the great reaſon why they were not ſpared was, 
that if they lived,and as long as they lived they would have been great Obſtacles 
in your way of debauching the People, and that was the reaſon of their being 
cut off; for old Courtney being at London, and admiring their demeanour and 
deportment in their Confinement, gave you an account of their Pjety and 
Devotion. And ſodid old Hitchcock the Monk ; but what Anſwer you made 
them was remarkable ;z your Brother and your ſelf would never have had them 
excepted, had you not been fully ſatisfied, that as long as they lived you could 
have no manner of proſpect of ſettling the Government, and advancing the

By this Knack you had all Juſtices of the Peace; and Corporation Magiſtrates, 
that had been forward in puniſhing Prophaneneſs and Ungodlinels in their re- 
ſpective Places,and had been great Promoters of Religion and Holineſs of Life, 
turn'd out,and in their rooms were put all profane and ungodly Wretches, Swea-

And it was come to that paſs, that none could have any Employment unleſs 
he could ſwear and'damn for the Church, tho? they never came within the 
inſide of one all their days. Of theſe, Sir, you made moſt excellent Papiſts in 
proceſs of time, or at leaſt Fayourers of the Popiſh Party. | 

Your Conſpirators had an Eye upon the City of London, and therefore, that 
none might ſtand in your way of debauching that City, all the ſober old Of- 
cers of the Army was not to come within 20 miles of it. This was doneby the 
Advice of your old Friends the Pr:eſt-,who viſited all your ſoured Cavaliers; and 
your Confſpiring Villains, and never left orging to them the danger the Govern- 
ment was 1nz till they werediſarm'd and bþaniſh*d Condor, ?Tis true, the grear 
Argument was, the Safety of the Government ; but the true one was, your 
making your progreſs in perverting the People "= the Popsſh Re!igion ;, for all 
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Virtue being diſcouragd, both in Church and State, they had the fairer:ops 
portunity of proſelyting the prophaner part of Mankind to the Religion of the

I muſt confeſs, that ſome few that were ſober men had.the fortune to: be 
prefer*d both in Church and State; but what Joy. you and-your Cayfpirators 
conceiv'd when they were remov*'d either by Death or Age, is nor forgorten. 
Thoſe Stateſmen that oppos*'d Popery or Arbitrary Power were ſoon :reniov'd, 
and if they had the hap to dye in their Offices, they could do no more againſt 
Popery and Arbitrary Power than tell their Friends what Care you took to 
Dringit in.

2. It is well remember*d how your Conſpirators carried a Villanons Deſign 
of putting on Sham-Plots upon.

Who drew in thoſe men to that fooliſh and 
wicked Attempt but gour old Acquaintance Dr. Gy, and Strange the Jeſvite, 
and Gray; and another Jeſuite that went by the name of St. George,. and Aſhiy, 
that was aſterwards Rector at St. Omer's, who counterfeited themfefves. Fi7th 
{Monaxchy- men # For an Uncle of mire, one Mr. Thomas Buttivant, was engag'd 
with them, and had been in the Riſing, if the Three handred Horſe had come 
they promiſed ſhould joyn Fifteen hundred Foot; and this Buttivant was to 
have been Commander in chief of the Horſe : He was ſo intimately acquainted 
with this Gray, that they called Brothers; this Grey | having ſeen to often 
with' that Uncle of mine, that when I came to be: acquairited with the Jeſuits, 
aotwithſtanding, it was ſo many years after, I foundthis Gray to be a Jeſvuite, 
who had pretended to E:frh Monarchy Principles'z and renewjog« my acquain- 
tance with him, he told me, That he, and Strange, and others of the Society

Againſt ſuch ſtrange Practices the poor D/ſenter « did at that time, in their 
Addreſſes and Declarations to the Government, poſitively, without any Equivo- 
cation or Mental Reſervation, declare and proteſt their abhorrence, and diſ- 
avowed all fuch Princtples as might trend to ſuch irregular and diſorderly Pratti- 
ſes, as tending highly to the diſhonour of Gop and the Proteſtant Religion ; yet 
you and your Jeſuites and Prieſts made great uſe of :h:s, ro beget a diſeſteem of 
them in the future Parliament.

for the change of the ſame ; and how that the King your Brother and your ſelf 
were for introducing Popery and Slavery. But to prevent your Attempts of that 
ſort, the ſaid R:ggs and Hil! rold them, That Arms and Ammunition were pro- 
vided, and that a number of honeſt men were left to riſe, and defend the true 
Religion, Laws, and Liberties of the Kingdom ; and that Deale Caſtle and Wind: 
ſer Caſtle were to be ſurprized. This ſort of Talk they had with ſome few ho: 
neſt men, who in the Integrity of their Hearts confeſſed, that they heard #1 
and Kiggs talk at this rate. Nay, theſe Devils could nok deny, but that they 
did uſe this fort of talk, and intimated that they had a Licenſe ſo to do. Not- 
withſtanding theſe poor Creatures denied that ever they had any hand in any 
ſuch Conſpiracy, nor indeed was any thing proved, but what Hill and Riggs 
ſwore they had talk'd ro them, yet they were condemn'd and baſely murder'd, 
and their Families ruin'd by your procurement, and #: and Riggs eſcaped with 
Impunity, tho? not without Infamy. Your Jeſuites would have courred them 
both to the Church of Rome ; but they appearing to be ſuch Rogues, they were 
afraid thgy would be a Diſgrace to them, who from their riſing up in the World 
had themſelves been a Scandal and Diſgrace to the Creation of God. 

5- You having ſome Succeſs in this, your Conſpirators would not be idle, but: 
drew in ſome warm Men into another Conſpiracy in the North. The then Sheriff 
of the County of York,and a great man whoſe Name I will omit,becauſe he did in 
part afterwards make E7,1and ſome amends for that piece of Villany, you know, 
at that time, to pleaſe the Court, he was reconciled t6 the Church of Kome, 
and no doubt, whilſt ſo, he was a fit Tool to carry on ſo. wicked a Deſign, which 
was to diſcourſe of the Oppreſlion the Natiog lay under thro? the Daties of Ex: 
ciſe, &c, and the diſturbance that-the Lawyers had made in the Kingdom ; .That 
your Brother and you were bringing in of Popery and Slavery, at which theſe poor 
Creatures wereenflaned ; and being promis'd the ſupply of Mony, and by the 
High Sheriff the Aſſiſtance of Poſſe Comiratus, they were drawn in to engage: But 
alas, it was but a 7rappar, they were taken and executed upon the Evidence of 
ſome of them that were engaged with them ; but how you rewarded that Perſon 
of Quality afterwards it is well-enough known. This was another of your Pro- 
jets, as the Perſon of Quality you employed hath. told to ſeveral Friends with 
great Grief, ſome of whom are alive to this day. 

But not to forget one paſſage, let metell you, that you and your Conſpirators 
made at the Tryal of Mr. lured two Witneſſes of one Man,; firſt he appear'd 
in 2 ſtrange diſguiſe, with one Eye, gnd gave his Teſtimony under one Name, 
and then withdrew, and appear*d in his common Dreſs, and gave his teſtimony 
by his own Name, and ſo Awred was murder*d by the Conſpirators. This can 
be prov*d. by good teſtimony. 

6. I will give you a ſhort Truth of the Fire of London, how that Eight Men 
were executed for having a deſign to fire the City of Loxadon on the third of 
September 1656, And great care was taken to lay it upon the Fifth: Monarchy- 
Men, and the old Officers of the Army that ſeryed under the Parliament, but 
in truth it was contrived by your ſelf. and your wicked-Popsſh. Party, and by you. 
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and them carried on to deſtroy that great Proteſtant City, that with more eaſe you 
and your Accomplices might introduce Popery and Slavery among us; for London 
was the Bulwark of the Proteſtant Religion and Enpliſh Liberties, and therefore 
ſhe muſt be made a Burnt-Offering to your ſelf and Helliſh Popiſh Crew. 

7. Another Inſtance of your Conſpirators ſhamming their Plots upon poor 
innocent Proteſtants, and that is the Caſe of the Lord Claypool, and by this caſt 
an Odium upon the whole body of Proteſtant Diſſenters : For in the Month of 
Au;uſt, juſt about the time that your Conſpirators were to execute their 
wicked Deſign to deſtroy the King, then you deal with Secretary Coverrry, to 
clap up that poor innocent Gentleman, for deſigning to ſeize the King as he 
went to Newmarket ; and you had two Witneſſes ready at hand to have ſworn 
that Deſign againſt him the ſaid Claypool, who was by the Secretary's Warranc 
arreſted for High Treaſon: But he the ſaid Claypoo! knowing nothing of the 
matter, demanded to know his Accuſers; that was (according to that Villain's 
uſual way) deny*d him;and he frown'd upon as if he had been the greateſt Knave 
in England next to Cov:ntry himſelf. Claypoo! was as ſtout as that Knave of a 
Secretary was proud and inſolent ; and as for Claypoo/, he would ſcarce anſwer 
any Queſtion, ſo away he was ſent to the Tower a cloſe Priſoner. This ſtartled 
every one except the Conſpirators and my ſelf, who was privy to the whole 
buſineſs, by the repeated Orders Coleman receiv'd from, Sir, your ſelf, for his 
Proſecution, that when the Blow was given upon the King, it might be charg'd 
upon the Fanaticks : And to that end S:7g and Throgmorton, two virulent Papilts, 
and Butler and Secly, two Popiſh Spies of your Brother's and yours, both preten- 
ded Favzaticks, the laſt, I think, is a Corn#ſþ man, and was a Major in the late. 
Protector*s Army ſo that you and all your Popiſh Conſpirators intended as ore 
Man to revenge the Death of the King on the D:ſſenteng Party, concluding that 
the Vermin of the Church of England would ſtrike in with the Poprſh Party, ſince 
they hated a D:ſſenter worſe than a Papiſt, tho*difſering from them only in a 
few ſcoundrel Ceremonies not worthy to wipe a Porter's Tail withal : There- 
fore; as a Prologue to.that curſed Deſign, you could not think of a man fitter 
than this Lord Claypool, he being Son-in-Law to that Lord Protector Cromwell , 
but you and your Villains were diſappointed for a time from deſtroying the King, 
for when the true Plot was diſcover'd, your deviliſh Witnelles agaiaſt the Pro- 
teſtant Party diſappear'd. And ſo much for Claypool. 

8. Another Inſtance of your implacable Hatred to the Proteſtants, and of your 
deſigning to ſham a Plot upon them, was your old and very good Friend. 
Mr. Thomas Blood, whom you and your Brother ſet upon my ſelf, to bring 
me .into a Conſpiracy with Richard late Lord ProteCtor, and him the faid 
Blood, to dethrone your Brother and your ſelf ; which, Sir, was a great mi- 
ſtake, for your Crimes were ſo plain and notorious, that an honeſt may wovld 
have thought the Laws of the Land and publick Juſtice would have reach*d you 
both without ſuch irregular Methods as theſe were, but I diſcover'd the Letter» 
and the Trappan eſcap'd for a while, and then God cut him off with Lnfamy 
and Diſgrace- 
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.9. Tmuſt entreat your patience to remember another Inftance, and” that is 
the particular Caſe of Mr. Thomas Dargerfield, who was maintained by you 
and your Confſpirators with Twelve pounds per week, to invent a Plot againſt 
the-Proteſt ants, the better to colour or hide your own, What Papers you and 
the reſt of your Conſpirators contrtved to be put upon the Duke of Buckingham / 
The Gentleman of his Horſe was 4ansfiel4, and he was prepared to be a ſecond 
Witneſs againſt the ſaid Duke, as Dangerfield was ſuborned to be the firſt, 
ſo that you might have the Blood of that great man, as being one in a Con- 
ipiracy to deſtroy the King your Brother, But Dangerfiel4 had not, been ſo 
mindful of his Leſſon as he onght, and fixeth himſelf upon one Manſel, who 
112d been a Retainer to the Earl of Efex, who art that time was carried away 
with the diſſimulation of the Popiſhly-affeted Party, but inſtead of leaving 
them in 1Zansficld*s Chamber, left them in anſePs Chamber. In theſe Pa- 
pers there was a Liſt of Noblemen and Gentlemen that were to be ſworn againſt,. 
as being in a Conſpiracy againlt the Life of the King your Brother, and your 
ſelf, and Church of England : And, to make the World believe that theſe Pa- 
pers were not forged, this D7gerfi-l4 repairs to Secretary Coventry, your old 
League-breaker, 2nd informs the Secretary (who was privy to the whole Con- 
cern) of a dangerous Plot againſt che Governneat, and that there were dange- 
rous Papers in the Chamber of Coll. 2:»/e/, chat wonld make the ſame out : 
bur the fellow, tho? he had been a Rogue all his days, as God would have it, 
ſcrup!'d the Oath ; tho' if he had ſaid in Aansiri!d”s Chamber , he ſhould 
have had a Warrant without an Oath ; but mentioning the Name of /Aanſel, 
the Secretary was ſtartled, becauſe that /fanſe! was a Favourite of the Earl 
of Eſſex, againſt whom this Conſpiracy was not at firſt to appear, therefore 
Coventry would do nothing without an Oath in relation to Hanſel, becauſe of 
| the Earlof Eſſex, who was then a@oally a Privy Councillor ; therefore Dan- 
cerficld was reſoiv'd to have the papers brought to light, and therefore gets 
an Officer or Officers of the Cuſtomhouſe, to ſearch Mmel's Chamber for pro» 
hibited Goods, and then theſe papers were ſeiz'd: And Marſe! hearing of 
what was done when he came to his Lodging, and that papers of dangerous 
conſequence was found ia his Chamber, behind his Beds-head, where he had 
never laid any, he immediately repairs to the Council, and complains of his 
uſage before D.imzer fi:id had told his Story. 

Well then, what becomes of this Afﬀair, fo fooliſhly mifcarrying in its firſt 
birth ? I muſt obſerve to you, that Dargerfield is called in queſtion ; and tho' 
he had many Friends in the Council, and many that knew the Deſign wel] 
enough, yet the Blunder that Dargerfie!ld made was ſo great, and his, Story 
hung ſo ull together, that the Confpirators that'wereat the Board began to be 
confounded, and were much dejected that their Tool had ſucceeded no better ; 
for, beſides all his ſelf- contradictions, ſhrewd proofs were brought againſt hich :, 
Yet notwithſtanding the aforeſaid blunder, and his being ſo confronted with 
Major Richardſo» and others, Dangerfield was as botd as his Folly 'was great, 
and ſtood in ir, that the Papers taken in Afan/e”s Lodgings were not pdt there 
by him, till at laſt the proof of the Cuſtomhouſe Officer that, ——— and 
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Danger fi:{d*s own words, the Cheat and the Roguery was moſt manifeſt; ſo 
that the Council, tho? many of them your Conſpirators and his intimate Friends, 
were of necellity obliged ro commit him-to Newgate, who being there, was ſtill 
vpheld by that 'Whore Cellicy, and- the reſt of your Confpirators, who had 
redeem'd him out of Vemgare for this very end and purpoſe, and had forbaq 
him co diſcover ;\ but ſome Letters being difcover'd, and he being out of all 
hopes, made his application to the then Lord Mayor to take his diſcovery ; 
which was done, and upon that Diſcovery it plainly appear'd who ſet him 
on work to frame ſuch a piece of Villany.. You were to nettPd at the Diſ- 
covery, that inſtead of 'the Lord Mayor's having Thanks retarn'd him for 
his Service'to the King and-the Nation, that he met wizh a Check at Court 
for: meddling 'in 'thac which concerned him -not, But by this Trick the 
Earl of E£ffcx"s Eyes were open'd, and he fairly lefr you and the Council, 
abhorring ſuch Villanies as never was to be parallel'd in future, nor heard of 
in paſt Ages. 

our Sham- Plot thus miſcarrying, and the Book found in the Meal: Tub, 
ſhewing who they were that was to be ſworn out of their Lives falſly, appear- 
ing, you know, Sir, that you were, with your Accomplices, at a ſtand ; ſor, 
Sir, you know that this Villany, if it had been placed with AMtansizld, the 
Duke of Buckinghar'?s Servant, who was to have been a ſecond Wirtnels with 
Dangerfield, and bath theſe to have been corroborated by Blud, Buticr, and 
Scely, yau would have cut off, by a Form of Juſtice, all ſuch perſons 23 
had Nood in: oppoſition to your wicked Deſigns and Practices ; ſo that a 
new Parliament - ſhould have been open'd with the noiſe of a Prev ytersan Plot; 
therefore you know the Parliament was prorogued for a longer time, and your 
ſelf forced to part with a ſmall Spell to get this thing done, and the French 
King preſſed for a bigger Seame, which was happily prevented by the Duke 
of Buckingham. 

10. -I muſt beg your Pardon if 1 put you in mind of another piece of Ro+ 
guery your reſtleſs Conſpirators undertook ; For a new Parliament being to 
meet art Ox/ord, in the year 168*7, they were reſolved to welcom that Par: 
liagent with a, Zrotetave Plor in good earneſt, to the end with more eaſe 
you might bring your curſed Deſigns to paſs. In order to this, it was agreed 
by your Crew, that Papers containing Treaſonable Matters ſhould be got to 
be written, and lodg'd in the Houſes of private men, and ſhuffled into Gen- 
tlemen's Pockets at Oxford, and befores the meeting of the Parliament they 
ſhould be ſeiz'd with ſuch Papers about them ; and one Fitz- Harris, who was 
to be their Tool, was well acquainted with one Everard, that was a Villain 
much of the ſaid F:#z: Harris ſtature or ſtandard ; for it was a hard mar: 
ter to know which was the greateſt of the two. This . Everard had been 
countenanc'd by the Earl vf Shaftsbury, and therefore the ſaid Everard was 
jadg?d the moſt fir to joyn with him in the Roguery: And Everard had 
agreed' with this Fitz- Harris to be ſeized with theſe Papers about him, 
when they had diſperſed as many of them as would de the bulineſs ; bur 
thoſe that employ'd theſe Rz/cals in this af 4ir were ſugh, that it would {ii 
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an Engliſhman with Confuſion to name them. Firz-Harrs bad his Inſtru- 
tions from your Brother and Porrſmouth, and when Acceſs could not be had 
to them, then they received them from Nel Wall, a notorious Whore, that 
from a poor Wench that waſhed down the Stairs , was made her Miſtrelles 
Woman, and privy to the whole Intrigue. | 

The Writing was drawa up, and much approved by the King your Bro» 
ther and the Dutcheſs, and their Approbation ſignified to this Firz- Harri 
by this Whore Nell Wall, and the ſame told to this Everard by Fiz- Har- 
14; but no Mony conſiderable appearing, unleſs it were one Thirty pound, 
Everard diſcovers this Intrigue to one Smith, commonly call'd Narrative 
Smith, : and Sir William Walker. They are planted in a ſecret Room, where 
they might not only hear, but ſee the Tranſations between Everard and 
this Fitz. Harris ; fo that Firz- Harris was apprehended and committed up« 
on Everard*s Teſtimony, and Try'd and Condemn'd upon the Teſtmony of 
Smith, and Walkr, and Evrrard, and fairly Hang'd, that be might not tell 
Tales. So Shaftsbury and ſeveral others eſcaped that one time from being 
made a Sacrifice to your Will and Pleaſure. The Story, Sir, is too long to 
be fully repeated, but when any of your Curſed Crew ſhall Anſwer thzs, [ 
ſhall tell the whole Story at length ; but this ſhall ſaffice for this Parti- 
cular. 

11. Be pleas'd to remember how many 1riſþ men were ſuborned to ſwear 
2gainſt the Life of the ſaid Earl of Shafrsbury, and how diligent your Con- 
ſpirators were to ſuborn others that were of the ſame ſtamp for Roguery 
and Villany z but God, by the Induſtry and Care of his Friends, deliver*d 
him; and what theſe Villains ſwore againſt him was ſo inconſiſtent with 
either the Principles or declared Judgment of that Noble Lord, and the 
Particulars of their Teſtimony ſo contradiftory one to the other, that the 
Grand Jury would not return a bla vera upon the Teſtimony of theſe Rogues, 
tho? the Court uſed all the indireftt methods-with that Jury to have the Bill 
found. | 

12, Sir, I muſt deal plainly with -you and your Tribe, that my Heart is 
ready to bleed when I muſt name to you the Murthex, of the Earl of E/- 
ſex, whoſe Throat you procured to be cut that very Morning, that a Way 
might be made for the Horrible Murther of the Lord Ruſſel, who was by 
your means baſely murder*'d by a Form of Law; and the great Collonel 
Szdnry, what Juries of Common Rogues and Villains were pack*d upon them 
by the contrivance of murdering Rich and North, your two pretended She» 
riffs of London and Middleſex, Fellows that valued not the Blood of a Pro: 
1-/tant, but rejoyced that they had made you and your Conſpirators drunk 
with their Blood ! 

] muſt not forget poor Stephen Colledge, who was baſely murder'd at Oxford 
by a Sett of wicked Judges, and a Pack'd Jury, at Oxfird, whoſe Blood 
cries to Heayen for Vengeance againſt you and your Cpt-thraat Party. 
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We have a Cloud of Inſtances againſt you and your Party of your ſuborn- 
ing Witneſſes againſt Mr, Coir, Mr. Arnold, Sir Samuel Barnadiſton, Mr, Cover, 
Mr. Culliford, Mr. Braddon, Mr, Johnſon, Six Thomas Pilkington, and Mr. Hamp« 
den, my ſelf and others ; what a long and tedious Impriſonment we all ſuffer*d 
through the Teſtimony of your ſuborned and perjur'd Witneſſes, But this 
may ſuffice for this ſecond Particular, how you anc your Conſpirators, from the 
very time of your being reſtor*'d to your Native Country, which was in the 
year 1660, to the year 1685, that you took the Crown. 


II. A third Projett that you and your Popiſh Crew had on foot was, to 
ruine our Trade. It was not enough that you fired our Cities, and abuſed 
the Profeſſors of the Proteſtant Religion, by the many Murders that were by 
you and your Party committed, by the help of your Mercenary Judges and 
Hackney Jury-men, but you alſo labour'd heartily to diſturb the Trade of the 
Nation, that you might with more eaſe enſlave it, and bring in Popery upon 
us. 1 will but give you only one or two Inſtances ; Many might be given, to 
your Shame, and the Shame of your Party, if there was any ſuch thing remain- 
ing with you. 

1. The firſt Inſtance I ſhall give you is the countenancing the French King 
to take ſo many of our Merchants Ships by his Pyrates and Rovers in our 
Seasz and ſeveral Letters were written by your Secretary Mr. Coleman, to 
Sir Elys Leyton, wherein ſeveral Merchantmen, whoſe Owners and Merchants 
had been obnoxious to you or your Party, by oppoſing Popery and Slavery ; 
he was by your eſpecial Order to ſee their Ships and Goods condemned, to 
the utter undoing of ſeveral Families. Aod your Servant Coleman, when any 
thing of a Tradeſman was mentioned, he uſed to ſay, Damn them, they are a 
fort of Fanaticky that have no Kindneſs for my Maſter, or our Religion, and it will 
be never well till we make them poor, then they will be brought to obey. Nay, Sir, 
this was your Language too, or elſe you would never have been ſo much of 
the Opinion of the French King, your moſt Chriſ#4an Brother, 

2. A ſecond Inſtance is taken from the Letters that were written to the 
Reftor of St, Omers, Richard Aſhby, from Thomas White and John Keincs, and 
others of the Society in London, in which Letters from them and others were 
encloſed Letters to Thomas Stapletoa, then Procurator at Bruxels, to perſwade 
the Father Confeſſor of Duke de Y:la Hermoſa, then Governor of the Spaniſh 
Netherlands, to inform him the faid Duke, That the King your Brother did 
not intend to aſliſt the King of Spain, but would ſtand a looker on till he 
was ruin'd by the French King. Which Letter being not ſealed, 1 ſaw it ; and 
that in caſe the Father Confeſſor to the ſaid Governor ſhould not be ready to 
comply with the ſaid Srapleron , that Meſſengers ſhould be forthwith ſent to 
Father Swiman at Madrid, to inform the King of Spain of the ſaid Concern, 
and to make the ſame relation of the buſineſs to the Popiſh Archbiſhop of 
Tuam, of the Kingdom of Ireland, who was then at the Court at Madrid, 
that he the faid Swimar and the ſaid Titular Arc might jointly give 

an 
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an account of the Motion made or to be made to the ſaid Father Confeſſor of 
Duke de Villa Hermoſa, and alſo to adviſe the Spaniſh King to ſeize the Eſtates 
of the Engliſh Merchants in their ſeveral Fatories in his Dominions, for that 
they had endeavour'd to tranſport their Eſtates, and did tranſport them to 
England, and all, or moſt part, in the Coin 'of Spazr, to the great Prejudice 
of the Kingdom of Spain. And for the confirmation thereof, they procar?d 
Letters from one Fonſeca, ſometimes an Agent in Londor, to atteſt the ſame, 
this Fonſeca willingly complying with your Conſpirators, and ſent his Letter 
to St. Omer's, that the Fathers there might give their Approbation to the 
ſaid Letter, in order to be ſent to the Court of Spain; which Letter was 
long and large, Atteſtations therein made againſt the Merchants of the ſeve- 
ral Factories concerning the Matter of Fact before mentioned, and other 
Letters were diſpatch'd to Daniel Armſtrong at Yalladolyd, and Fohn Croſs 
then at Mad-1i4, in which they were order*d to confirm this Atteſtation made 
or to be made by the Fathers in England, and of the Engliſh Seminary ar 
St. Omer's, and of the ſaid Stapleton, together with that of the ſaid Fonſeca, 
the abovenamed Spaniſh Agent, who then lived at Bruzes in Flanders. There- 
fore, 

r. In this Villanous Contrivance to diſturb the Nation in the Spani/h 
Trade, your Servant Coleman was very active in your Name, and on 
=_ behalf, and engaged that your Letter to Yilla Hermoſa ſhould be pro- 
cured. 

2, It is well known that your Brother and your ſelf were ſo engag'd 
with the .-French King that it was all one to you what became of the King 
of Spain's Concerns in Flanders ; but yoo. were both grieved to ſee the 
Engliſh Nation (enrich'd with the: Trade it had with Spain; for, during 
the time of the Riches and Plenty of England, it would be very diff- 
cult for'you and your Conſpirators to bring in Popery and Slayery upon 


us- 

3. What Agents you make uſe of to carry on this Wicked Deſign to 
ruine Trade !' Even Forfeca, that hated the Engliſh Nation, and much en: 
vied her Greatneſs, and that ſhe might be in a condition to be brought un- 
der the French Yoke, you tamper with him, that tho? a Spaniard by Nation, 
yet he was wholly in the French Intereſt. 


3. A third Inſtance that I ſhall remember you of, by which you intend- 
ed to ruine our Trade, and that was in the adulterating, debaſing and clip- 
ping the Coin of this Kingdom. It: may be ſaid by you and your Partiſavs, 
That it is very hard you ſhonld be charged with this vile Act; but, Sir, it 
ean be provd, that the Merchants, Goldſmiths, Brokers, Bankers, and the 
other Traders that the Jeſuites dealt with, all was by your Advice and 
Direction, and that your Servant Coleman had in your. Name promiſed them 
the management of the Mint: So that your Conſpirators were to be the 
Judges of good and bad Mony, and were to manage the ſame to the beſt 
advantage 
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advantage for your Canſe, and ſeveral Materials for Coining was provided by 
Smith your Agent, and lodged at Mr. Langborn's Chambers in the Temple. 
And this, Sir, I muſt obſerye to you for publick Good, that there hath been 
few or none that ever hath been executed but hath been of your Religion 
or Intereſt, That our Mony hath been abuſed is notorious. And all this you 
did in order to impoveriſh the Kingdom, and deſtroy its Trade. 

4- A fourth Inſtance of you and, your Traytors to diſturb the Trade of the 
Kingdom, was the Fire of London. I have treated of that already. As it was 
the Habitation for ſeveral Thonſands of good Proteſtants, that ſtood in oppo» 
ſition ro Popery and Slavery ; and as by the deſtroying this City you endeayour- 
ed to weaken the Proteſtane Intereſt, ſo now give me leave to tell you, it was 
with this deſign, to ruine the Trade »f the Nation; for you know, that £Zo'- 
don was the Metropolis and Fountain of Trade, and when ſhe was deſtroy'd 
you could not but conclude, that the Trade muſt be diſturbed (with which the 
other parts of the Kingdom were made happy) through the great devaſtation 
_ the Fire » that was carried on by your Wicked Inſtraments, had 
made. | 


IV. A fourth Projet that you had to accompliſh. your Wicked Deſigns, 
was the Attempt of maintaining of a ſtanding Army, contrary to the Laws 
and Liberties of England in the times of Peace, and labour*d that point much 
with the King your Brother, to lay down the legal Force of this Kingdom 
(viz. the Militia) as uſeleſs to the Government ; and therefore you and your 
Party advisd him to lay them down, and to have Forces in every County ur- 
der Pay, and they were to be your Conſervators of the Peace. . And, Sir, 
had the Revenue of the Crown been able to have born the Charge, you your 
ſelf projected a ſtanding Army, to keep the People in due Obedience, Nows 
what that due Obedience was, I ſhall not need to explain to you, for it was 
a ſtanding Army alamode de France; nay, they were to have the Power of the 
Civit Watch in the Night, which you ſaid would excufe many ancient uſeleſs 
Men from that Service. And for the accompliſhment of your wicked Enter- 
prize, you advisd, that the greater part of the Army ſhould conſiſt of French 
and Iriſh, and that the Officers of this Army ſhould conſiſt of as many Romer 
Catholicks as could well be gotten to ſerve in that Army, and you had feveral of 
that ſort of Cattel that you kept in half-pay, in readineſs whenever your 
Brother ſhould have agreed to your Advice. It was not for want of Good will, 
bur for want of Mony, that your Deſiga did not then rake. | | 

5. A fifth Projeft that you had on foot to enflave the Nation, and that was, 
the adviſing and contriving with your damnable Confſpirators the ſeizure of 
the Charters, Franchiſes, and Liberties of the Cities, Towns,” and ancient 
Corporations of the Kingdom. It was, Sir, your ſelf and your Confpirators 
that invaded the Privileges, and ſeized on the Charters of moſt of the 
Towns that had' a Right to: be repreſented by their Burgeſles in Parliament, 
and by over-awing fome of them, you proeur'd _—_” of them to te ney 
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to the King your Brother, by which the ——_— deliver'd up all their Rights 
and Privilezes, to be diſpos'd of at his pleaſure, and the pleaſure of your ſelf 
and Conſpirators- Upon this you procur'd new Magiſtrates to be placed in 
thoſe Places as would carry on your wicked deſigns and purpoſes of advancing 
Popery and Slavery. . 

6. It was your Advice, together with your Conſpirators, that put the late 
King your Brother to turn out of the Commiſlien of the Peace and the Lieu- 
tenancy of the Counties, all ſuch who had been zealous for the defence of 
the Proteſtant Religion and Liberty, and had appear*d vigorouſly againſt 
Popery and Arbitrary Power, as perſons diſaffected to the Government both 
in Church and State, and repreſented them as Fanaticks, and Fayourers of - 
ſach ; by which means you got in Men of Villanous Morals, and ſuch heartily 
joyned in with your Conſpirators, to ruine the Proteſtant Intereſt, and to 
overthrow the Laws and Liberties of E-g/avd, This was done in the year 
1679, 6 
4 Notwithſtanding ſome of your Conſpirators repreſented you as a per- 
ſon whoſe Judgment was for Liberty of Conſcience, yet becauſe the Proteſtant 
Diſſenters appear'd earneſtly in the aſſerting the Laws and Liberties of En- 
2land, and gave Countenance to the Diſcovery of the Pop:ſh Plot to, Kin 
Charles your Brother, who was in it in every part and particular thereof, 
excepting that of his own Murther ; you and your Conſpirators ſtirred up 
that King to raiſe a terrible Perſecution againſt thoſe men, by which means 
on were the ruine of ſome Thouſands of Families, who by the ſeverity 
of the ſaid Perſecution were reduced almoſt to Beggery, or to live upon 
the Charity of Friends. Some were forced to fly the Nation, and yet were 
more loyal under their Preſſures and Provocations than your Cut-throat 
Papiſts were under their then Careſles and Favours received from your Bro- 
ther and your ſelf. Nay, a reverend Miniſter of the Goſpel of Chriſt, who 
had been very inſtrumental in your Reſtauration, yea, and ventur'd his Life 
for your Brother's Reſtauration, in the year 1650, you ſufter'd to periſh in 
Newgate, as a Reward for ſo great a piece of Service to your Brother 
and your felf and Family; and for no other reaſon, but becauſe he could 
not comply with ſome Raſcally Ceremonies that our Eccleſiaſtical Veymin 
had borrow'd. from the- Church of Rome, to Adorn our Proteſtave Worſhip, 
2nd becauſe he would not take the Oxford Oath, lay'd upon the Nation to 
enflave it. 

8. Another Projet you had for the ruining the Intereſt of the Proteſtant 
Religion, and the Intereſt of England, was the Advancing of Men that were 
Enemies to- the Proteſtant Intereſt into the greateſt Places of Truſt, As, 
What a Sett of Villains had you made Judges of the Land, by which means 
you brongt all the. Matters of Civil Juſtice into great Uncertainties, by 
reaſon of the Tenour of their Commiſſions, and the Ignorance of the Rogues 
you employ'd! Therefore how miſerable was the Nation, who were obli- 
ved to Anſwer to ſuch Judges that were forced to comply in. all things 
with 
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with the Direftions that were given by you and your Wicked Cut-throats 
or elſe to be turned out at yours and their Pleaſure ? 

If we look further, you had, in your Brother's time, the diſpoſing of all 
Military Employments 3 And how you did ſhew your Hatred to the Proreftane 
Religion and the Engliſh Intereſt! You did in his time raiſe a great many 
Perſons to the greateſt Military Truſts both by Sea and Land, Strangers as 
well as Natives ; ſo that by theſe meaſures your Conſpirators became Ma- 
ſters of the Afﬀairs of the Governmeat of the Nation, and of the courſe of 
Juſtice ; and you had all the Church Vermin eogag'd with you to ſubjett rhe 
whole Kingdom to a deſpotick Arbitrary Power ; and all theſe joyn'd rogethec 
to - A your wicked Deſigns, to enſlave and debauch the People of the 
Land. 

9. To compleat the Work, that nothing might ſtand in your way of 
Eſtabliſhing your Popiſh Religion, you murder'd your Brother , who was 
uncertain in his Engagements in the Conſpiracy ; for, when he found ir 
was not ſafe for him to appear in promoting Popery, he ſoon lefr you. 
Or if a Sum of Money could be gotten from a Parhamens, he commonly 
bleſs?d the Nation with a Proclamation or two againſt Popiſh Prieſts, Je- 
ſuites, and Popiſh Recuſants, or paſs a Bill or fo to the prejudice of the 
Popiſh Party; as- he did in 1673, when the Teſt-Bill paſſed ; as alſo ano- 
ther in 1698, This obliged you and your Conſpirators to haſten his deſtru- 
tion, which you had long contrived. You found a fit Tool, and as fit a 
Doſe to do the Work; in it you had your deſired Ends, and ſo you moun- 
ted the Throne. Which brings me to the Second Point, What you did in vr: 
der to the Ruine of the Proteſtant Religion awd the Government after your ac: 
ceſſucnto the Crown. 


II. Your Tyranny was very cruel, but ſhort, yet full of ſtrange and ſur- 
priſing Circumſtances : It was highly. aſtoniſhing to ſee a Popiſh Prince: 
aſcending the Throne, to rule a Proteſtant Nation, and defend a Proteſtanr 
Church.z. but, Sir, you had no. ſuch Deſigns in your Head, for you ſhew'd 
what you would do with our. Laws, when you could engage your Conſpi- 
rators to diſpenſe with part of the Oaths that you ſhould have taken. It 
is manifeſt and notorious, that when you were upon the coming to the 
Crown you. was receiv*d by all the People of England, Scotland, and Irela::d 
as King, without the leaſt oppoſition , for our Eccleſiaſtical Vermin had made 
your way clear. by their DoCtrine of Paſſive Obedience and Non- Reſiſt ance, 
and the Divine Right of Succeſſion, and the poſſibility of ' preſerving the 
Glory and Grandeur of their Church of England by a Popiſh Prince, and 
that there was more danger from Fanaticks than from: Paprfts, and ſuch-like 
ſcoundrel Notions. | 

You cannot but remember, that King Charles your Brother, having recei- 
ved the deadly Doſe your Conſpirators had prepar*d for him, on Febrnary 
the 6th, 168+, he. went ta his Place ; that very day, Sir, you were proclaim'd: 


King,. 
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King, to the ſorrow of all that wiſh'd well to England, and its Religion, 
Liberties and Laws: you then appear*d at the Council-Table as King, and 
by all your Conſpirators you was owned and ſaluted as ſuch, to wbom you 
were pleas'd to make a fort of a Speech, in which you were pleas'd to declare 
your lelt to this efteCt. 


Hat Since it hath pleaſed Almighty God to place you in that ſta- 

tion, and that you were now to ſucceed ſo Good and Gracious a 

King, as well as ſo Kind a Brother, you thought it fit to declare, That you 
would follow his Example, and more eſpecially in that of his great Cle- 
mency and Tenderneſs to all his People : That you had been reported to 
have been a man for Arbitrary Power, tho' that had not been the only 
Story that had been made of you : That you would make it your Eudea- 
woeur to preſerve Government both in Church and State, as it was by Law 
eſtabliſh'd : That you knew the P rinciples of the Church of England were 
for Monarchy, and that the Members of it had ſhewn themſelves good and 
loyal Subjetts, and therefore you would take care to deftnd and ſupport it : 
That you knew the Laws of England were ſufficient to make the King 'as 
great a Monarch as you could wiſh ; and therefore, as you would never de- 
part from the Fuſt Rights aud Prerogatives of the Crown, ſo you would 
never iuvade any Man's Property: And that you had wentur'd your 
Life very often in the defence of the Nation : And that you would go 
as far as any Man in preſerving it in all its Juſt Rights and Liber+

'This, Sir, is the ſum and ſubſtance of what you were pleasd to ſay at 
the Council board ; and one would have fworn that yon would have taken 
up the Trade of being Speechwright:general to the whole Band of your Con- 
ſpirators. I am confident your old Friends the Jeſuites, that had been hang'd 
but a little before, could not have outdone you, though it had been to have 
ſaved their Lives. Well, it was a Speech, and how true you were to 
this Speech you ſhall judge, and your Conſpirators too, if you will byt 
conſider. | 

1. You ſaid, You woxld not invade any man's Right and Property, and that 
you would preſerve th! Nation in its Juſt Rights and Liberties, And ſoyou did, 
for you, the next day after your acceſſion to the Crown, publiſh'd a Procta- 
mation for the continuing the payment of the Cuſtom and Excife, which 
were expir'd by the death of the King your Brother for feveral weeks after. 
Did not this ſhew you to be a man for Arbitrary Power, to invade the Pro- 
perties of a great part of the Subjects of England by your Proclamation ; 
what Value you had for the Rights of the Nation, for whom you had ven: 
tur'd 
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tur'd your Life in a Coiled Cable; and what Regard you had to its Laws, 
that at your firſt ſtep in your pretended Government you bring in a Pro- 
clamation equivalent to thoſe Laws that expir'd as aforeſaid, by which the 
Exciſe and Cuſtoms in the time of the Reign of your kind and loving Brother 
had been ſetled and paid. i 

'2. You ſaid, That you would follow the Example of your Brother, in his Clemen: 
cy and Tenderneſs to the People of England. What your Brother*s Clemency 
and Tenderneſs to the people of England was, | am yet to learn. What 
was his Clemency to his old Cavaliers, that had ferv*d both his Father and 
him in the Wars, to the ruine of themſelves and Families, ſpending their 
Subſtance in both their Services, and not ſo much! as looked upon when you 
were reſtor'd ? After that Sir fobn Webper, a Merchant, had lent him 
150000, Sterling, did not he, after much Importunity, reward the ſaid 
Sir John with the refuſal of a Land-waiter*s Place, and graciouſly ſuffer*d 
the poor man to ſtarve, as a Reward of his Loyalty ? Was not his Clemer;- 
cy ſuch, that within the compaſs of a very few years all his whole Intereſt 
was melted down into a ſmal] Regiment of Pimps, Whores, and Bawds, on 
whom he laviſhly confer'd great Honours, and on them he profuſely ſpent the 
Treaſure of the Nation. 

Remember, Sir, how his Clemency was extended to thoſe Miniſters that 
brought him home, and to that Party of Men that reſtor'd him to his Crown 
and Dignity- Mr. Jenkins is a notable Inſtance of his Clemency, who ven- 
tur'd his Life for his Reſtoration, in that Cauſe that Mrr Love loſt his. 
What a Tenderneſs he had for Mr. Jenkins. was ſeen in his murdering him 
in Priſon, notwithſtanding all the humble application made to your teader Bro- 
ther, for his releaſe, in-order to preſerve his Life. 

His Clemency to Sir Henry Fane was admirable, for rather than Y.m-c 
ſhould not be ſent to Heaven, he broke through an At of parliament , leſt 
the Martyr ſhould find delay in his paſſage thither- What can you ſay of 
his Clemency to Great Eſſex, and Noble &ufſel, whom he baſely and barba- 
rouſly murder*'d ? I think that Sir Thomas Armſtrong is another Inſtance of 
his _——_ And ſo you were as good as your word, in following the 
Exampte of his Clemency and Tenderneſs to the People of England. *' . 

For upon your entering into the Regal State, you let England have a taſte 
of your Clemency. I muſt begin with my own Caſe ; I ſufficiently raſted 
of your Grace and Favour after that with the hazard of my Life; 1 had 
diſcover?d a Damnable Conſpiracy , carried on by the Popiſh Party, for the 
deſtrution of the King your Brother and the Proteſtanzs Religion, and the Go- 
vernment of the Nation ; how you uſed me let all the World judge, not- 
withſtanding the Credit the Parizament had given me; as you may rememem-- 
ber in the Vote of March 15. 1679. 


Reſolved, Nemine Contradicente, by the Lords Spiritual and Temporal and 
Commons in Parliament aſſembled, That they do declare that they are ſully ſatis- 
c f- 
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fied, by the Proofs they have heard, that there now is, and for divers years laſt 
paſt hath been, an Horrid and Treaſonable Plot and Conſpiracy, continued and 
carried on by thoſe of the Popsſh Religion, for the murdering of His Majeſty"s 
Sacred Perſon, and for ſubverting the Proteſt ant Religion, and the Ancient Eſt a- 
bliſWd Government of this Kingdom. 

Notwithſtanding all your Clemency and Tenderneſs to the Engliſh Nation, 
produce ſuch a Vote for the Juſtifying your Reputation in the Nation, and 
for ought I know, you may perſwade your ſelf chat the Nation may be en- 
clin'd to receive you into favour again, and admit your tender Government 
of them once more. 

But to-return to the Point. Notwithſtanding the Power of Truth and the 
Credit of this Vote, with what implacable Malice did you and your Bandirrs 
purſue me ? How often did you attempt to take away my: Life by the Teſti- 
mony of Falſe Witneſſes ? With what Importuaity did you prevail upon the 
King your Brother to withdraw that Protection and Subſiſtance that the ſaid 
King allow'd me at the requeſt of ſeveral Parliaments, ſo that I might 
ſtarve for vant of Bread ? Nay, to expreſs your Clemency and Tendernefs, 
how warmly did you proſecute me in an Action of Scandalum Magnatum, for 
{peaking this Notorious Truth of you, That you were reconciled to the Church 
of Kome, and that it was High Treaſon to-be ſo reconciPd ? And what a 
noble Verdi& a pack*d Jury of your Conſpirators, upon the proſecution, 
brought in againſt me, of One hundred thouſand Pound Damages ? And 
thereupon you generovily Charged me in Execution in the Kings- Bench priſon. 

And was you afraid that I was Able. to have paid the Debt and Charges, 
and' as Willing as Able ? Well, to prevent it, you reſoly*d that I ſhould not 
want your Clemency and Tenderneſs; you therefore, to juſtifie thoſe Vertues 
to be inherent in you, you prevail'd with King Charles the Second to give 
you and your Confſpirators Leave to prefer two ſeveral Indiftments of two 
pretended Perjurics in my Evidence concerning the Popiſh Plot, but your Vil- 
Jains would not let the King your Brother live to ſee thoſe Indiftments try'd, 
therefore they were brought to tryal in your tender Reign.

Theſe, Sir, were your Witneſles; and you had two Juries of- Men that had 
as large a Faith to believe as the Rogues had Conſciences to ſwear, and ſo 1 
muſt averr Furics and Witneſſes to be alike, for he is as criminal, and is as 
much damn'd, that believes a Lye, as he is that makes one and ſwears it too ; 
for the Rogues your mercenary wicked Jugges, and the Villains that were Wit- 
neſſes, and your pack'd Hell-born Jury:men, were all in (as it were) a Confe- 
deracy, to be reveng'd on me for the diſcovery of the Popijh Plot, and to caſt a 
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Reproach upon; the Wiſdom and Honour of four ſucceſſive Parliaments, and 
vpon the publick Juſtice of the Nation. .. . - LE”: - | 

Wel), Sir, I was cqnvidted, notwithſtanding the Witneſſes I brought in, who 
were brow-beaten, abuſed by that Villain Jefferies, who had neither Law nor 
Seance, nor Manners, but had the Impudence of Ten Carted Whores ; therefore 
nothing now remained: for me but Judgment, which was your own appoint- 
ing, with the Advice of your twelve Villains that were of the Lambskin Or- 
der, and others of your Conſpirators,. as a Mark of your Clemency and Tender- 
neſs towards me. The Sentence was as barbarous and inhuman as it was un- 
juſt ; for I was to pay to you Two thouſand Marks, to be diveſted of my Cano- 


- nical Habit, and brought into Weſtminſter: Hall with a Paper upon my Head with 


this [aſcription ; Titus Dates, convicted upgn full Evidence of two Horrid Perju- 
ries; to ſtand in and upon the Pillory for two ſeveral days z, on Wedneſday ro be 
Wihipd from Aldgate to Newgate, 4d on the Friday following from Newgate fo 
Tyburn; and to ſtand in and upon the Pillory frue times every year of my Life, and to 
remain « Priſoner during Life. 

This Sentence ſounded ill in the Ears of moſt Men, and filled many with 
Horror and Amazement, when they conſider*d the great Clemency and Tender- 
neſs that you did in your Speech but a little before mention to the Council, and 
therefore ſome perſons of . known worth and quality made application to you 
to mitigate the Sentence, bur were refus'd with the, gracious Saying, That 7 
ſhould go through it if I had breat' in my body. And then, judging that your 
Italian Comrade might have this Clemency and Tenderneſs of yours under her 
Lock and Key, application was made to her Ladiſhip, but they found that ſhe 
was reſoly'd upon my Deſtruction ; they returg'd home, holding up their Eyes 
and Hands to Heaven with a Lord have Mercy npon us. Troly, Sir, it was their 
Good-will to me, bur it was their Inadyertency to make any Application to you 
or your /talian Pugg , for it was the Example of your Brother's Clemency and 
Tenderneſs that you were reſolv'd to follow. 

Since it was ſo, not only I, but all thinking men, did then judge that your 
unparalle]'d Sentence thus pronounc'd was to murder me. and therefore to 
juſtifie the inherent Clemency and Tenderneſs that you had far a poor Englsfþ 
Proteſtant, the ſaid Sentence was executed with all the Circumltances of Barba- 
rity, for 1 ſuffer'd ſome thouſands of Stripes, by which 1 was put to unſpeaka- 
ble Tortures, and lay ten weeks under the Chyrurgeons hands. Bur, Sir, your 
Malice and Malicious Clemency and Barbarous Tenderneſs did not ceaſe here ; 
but becauſe I, thro» the great Mercy of Almighty God ſupporting me, and the 
extraordinary Care and Skill of a Judicious Chyrurgeon, outliy*d your Cruelty ; 
for ſach were your tender Mercies to me, you ſent ſome of your Cut-throar 
Crew, whilſt 1 was weak in my Bed to pull off thoſe Plaiſters applied to cure 
my Back, and in your moſt gracious Name they threatned me with all Courteſie 
and Humanity to deſtroy me. BE 

Surely, Sir, a Man would have thought that by this time you had given 
Teſtimony enough of your Tenderneſs and Clemency, but I found to my Coſt 
that [ was to taltea little more of your Grace and Mercy; for!by your own 
Command | was loaded with Irons of exceſſive weight, for the"ſpace of one 


whole year without any intermiſſion, and of your Princely*Compaſſion they 
I were 
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were not ſuffer'd to be taken off even whehmy Leps were fivoln with the Gove. 
Nay) that I might appear to partake of the utmoſt of your Mercy,-I1 was by your 
order ſhut up in the Hole or Dungeon of the Priſon, whereby | became impair'd 
of my Limbs, and contrafted Conwn!fion Firs, to the hazard of my Life. But 
when. you had fil'd up rhe meaſure of your Sins, and the Nation came to its - 
felf, you were by tke juſt Judgment of God driven out of the Kingdom, and- a 
Parliament freely choſen did fir, obferve the Judgment they made of your Grace 
and Clemency and Tenderneſs; in order to which read the Vote of the Houſe of 
Commons Je 11- 1689. which was this z R-ſolved, That the Proſecution of 
Titus Oates, #p0 two Inditt ments of Perjury, in the Court of King's Bench, was « 
Deſign to ſtifle the Popiſh Plot , aud that the Verditts given thereupon were corrupr +, 
and that the Fudgments given thereupon were criel and illegal. 'Do you get ſuch 
another Vote to juſtife your Clemency and Tenderneſs, we will keep 2 Day 
for you,. tho? through the Bleſſing of God we may never ſee your Face again z. 
but if we ſhould, give me leave to tell you, that the old Window of the Bar- 
quetting Houſe ſtands in the ſame place where it did you know when. But leſt 
you or any of your curſed Crew ſhould ſay, That altho? I taſted not of your 
Grace, and Clemency, and Tenderneſs,-yet ſtill your Clemency did appear to 
others that had offended. you, this makes me haſten to ſome other Inſtances 
wherein the World may judge whether or no: your Tender' Mercies were not 
Crxelty in the higheſt degree. | | | | 

2- Give me leave therefore to inſtance to you of the Uſage of the Duke of 
Monmouth, and thoſe Men that were with him in the Weft, who did ryſe to have 
deliver'd the Nation from your Deſigns of Popery and Slavery, which you had 
for ſo many years with your Cut:threats carried on with ſuch Succeſs. That 
Noble Duke was your kind and loving Brother*s Son, and your own Nephew, 
and one that for many years together had' been very obſequious to you, and 
was, tho' ignorantly, in the Conſpiracy with you to ruine the Nation, and ven- 
tur'd his Life in that wicked War againſt the Dutch, to oblige you and his Fa- 
ther; but God had no ſooner open'd his Eyes, to make a true Judgment of your 
wicked purpoſes, but you ſought his Ruine, and took all Opportunities to be 
reveng'd upon htm. and his Party, which,. you know, once was very conſidera: 
ble. And when God deliver'd him into your hand, you were pleas'd upon 
Tower-hill to murder him. This I ſay becauſe that he being a Peer of the Realm, 
notwithſtanding his pretended Attainder, he ought to have had the liberty of 
an attainded Peer, that is, to have been heard at the Bar of the Houſe of Lords, 
and to have ſhew*d Cauſe why he ſhould not be executed according to the Te- 
nure of that A& by which he ſtood attainded. But you, I conceive, was re- 
ſolv?d to have his Blood, and therefore you would not complement:him with 
that piece of Juſtice which: is due to every man that.is found guilty of any 
capital Offence : So that he being deny'd of this piece of Juſtice, I do affirm, 
that he by your Clemency and Tenderneſs was baſely betray'd and murder'd. 

Well, did the buſineſs of the Weſt end ſo? No, for remember how many of 
them by yeur Villanous Kirk were murder'd and- hang'd up .in cool Blood, 
without any manger of proceeding according to the form of Law and Juſtice ;. 
and this being taken notice of by your own Crew, that had heard of your pre- 
tended Clemency and Tendernebs, as a: thing that would not ſound gy oy 
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Nation; therefore the remainder were confined, and your Villain Jefferies and 
bis murdering Brethren were ſent down totry theſe poor unfortunate wretches, 
from many of whom a Confeſſion was extorted upon the Promiſe of Pardon, 
and then they were condemn*d and murder?d, they beipg innocent of what they 
had confeſs againſt themſelves ; others that had been in aftual Arms hundreds 
of them were hang'd in the principal Towns, and their Quarters hang'd up in 
the Highways, as laſting Monuments of your Grace and Compaſlion. 

And you being pour with Blood, you then thought of other Puniſhments 
for ſome other of thoſe Offenders z many Men and Women were order*d to 
be whip'd publickly in the Market- Towns, others had their Eſtates ſeiz'd, and 
a great number were ſold into America, to ſerve all days of their Lives ; ſa. 
that there was nothing but the Voice of lamentation and weeping to be heard. 
In a word, your Grace, Clemency and Tenderneſs was ſuch, that ſeveral of the 
Weſtern Counties were made ſo many Fields of Blood and Butchery : Nay, 
Sir, thoſe who eſcaped your Mercy by vertue of your Proclamation, were for- 
ced to retire tothe Woods and deſolate places, their neareſt and - deareſt Rela- 
tions not daring fo much as to harbour or relieve them, ſo that ſeveral ſtarved 
to death, or periſh'd with cold for want of things neceſſary for the preſervation 
of Human Nature : Some fled to the D#cci for ſhelter, and were not only kind- 
ly receiv?d, bur as civily entertain'd, till you began to have ſome Shame in youz 
and pardon'd ſome, in hopes that they would be of uſeto you,; and others came 
over with the Prince of Orange, who, by the Juſt Judgment of God upon you and 
your Adherents, baniſh'd you the Kingdom, and the Lords and Commons of 
England depoſed you as uſeleſs to God and Man. 

Burt, Sir, this is notorious, that you never entertain'd the leaſt Remorſe of 
Conſcience for the murther of theſe men in the Weft, for thoſe you pardon'd 
paid a Price ſufficient for their Pardons ; or if you gave them Pardon freely, it 
was to prevent their ſetting up their Trades in other Countries. And Feferces 
your Tool, that you ought to have hang'd, you let him go off with no other 
Puniſhment than to be made Lord High Chancellor of England, who. alſo did 
enrich himſelf with the Sum of 150007. extorted from one perſon who wanted a 
Pardon; for nothing elſe but the not delivering his Country, which he might 


 havedonefor half the Mony. 1 am more ſorry that Jefferies got the Mony, than 


for that Gentleman's loſing that Sum. Truly, Sir, | was in hopes that the Time 
of thax Villain Jefferies had been come, in which he ſhould not only have paid his 
Debt to Nature, but to his Faultsroo ; but he is gone to his Place, and thereby 
he hath ſav*d the Hangman aLabour ; Þut had he liv*d, he would in my opinion 
have-been made an Example for all his Villanies that he had committed, both as 2 
corrupt Judge and a trayterous Chancellor. | 

3. You were pleaſed in the years 16837 & 1688, to publiſh a Declaration for 
Liberty of Conſcience, and profeſſed ja both the ſaid Declarations, That it was 
always your Judgment that no man*s Conſcience ſhould be reſifain*d in Matters of Rels. 
giom, Now, Sir, if that were true, why then did you perſecute the Proteſtane Diſ- 
fenteys for theip Conſcience, from Feb. 6. 1684, till the latter end of the year 
1686? And if it werenot your pR_ why then did you proclaim Z:berey 
of Conſcience as your Judgment ? Bur, Sir, to deal truly in the point, you had a 


Popiſh Fabrick to cre, and you wanted Liberty of Conſcience to be the Scaffold ; 
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and when you had doneyour buſineſs of ſettling Popery, yor;-would thave- laid 
Liberty of Conſcience aſide, as your Brethren abroad of the Popiſh Religion haye 
always done. And this was the Clemency your Brother was pleas'd-to ſhew 
to Diſſenters; and afterwards he and you could with great Tendegnefs ſuffer 
them to periſh in Priſon ; and you your ſelf, when you were in the Chair, per- 
ſecuted them, to the ruine of ſome Thouſands of Families ; you ſurfeited your 
ſelf and Party with the murder and ruine of ſo many Men, and yet you pretend 
to Clemency and Tenderneſs. To conclude this particular, your Brother and 
you made two Declarations for Liberty of Conſcience, for no other intent but to 
cheat the People of England into Slavery and Popery, to the end that you might 
damn the Body and Soul of the Nation at once. From ſuch Clemency and Ten- 
derneſs1 truſt God hath deliver'd this Nation, and will preſerve her under the 
preſent Government,all your pretences to the contrary notwithſtanding, 

4. What ſhall I ſay of thole worthy perſons that you kept in Jayl for thepre: 
tended Damages of 1000001. and others of 100001. and others for one Fine or 
another? What ſhall I ſay of the Murther of the Lady Liſle, and Alderman 
Corniſh, Mr. Aliff, and Mr- Nelehrope, and poor D:/ney ? Theſe were Monu: 
ments of your Clemency and Tendernefs.. 47 | | 

3. You promig'd in your Speech to the Council, That you would maintain the 
Church of England as it was eſtabliſ'd by Law. Nay, [ think, if you had not 
wrong done you, you ſwore it too at your Coronation. And, S:r, (if you pleaſe) 
call to mind how you kept your Promiſe and Oath in relation to the Church 
of England and the Proteſtant Intereſt ; nay, you gave a reaſon for your Promiſe, 
it bazpg the only Reaſon that you ever gave in your Life, 1 will put you in mind 
of it, Becauſe, ſaid you, Her embers had ſhew'd themſelves LoyalSubjefts, and that 
#he Principles of the Church of England had been for Monarchy, Therefore, 

1. How did you maintain the Church of England as by Law eſtabliſh'd.? 
Were there not Eaws in force for the preſervation of the Church of England, 
that had been-enaRted in the Reigns of ſeveral Princes that were your Predeceſ- 
fors, among(b which Laws, asa ſecurity of the Church of England againſt Popery, 
© That-all perſons whatſoever, that were advanced to any Eccleſiaſtical Dignity, 
i or tobear Office in-either Univerſity, as likewiſe all Civil and Military Ofh- 


<. cers, ſhould declare they were not P«p:ſts, but of the Proteſtant Religion, and _ 


© that by taking the Oaths of Allegiance and Supremacy, and the Teſt; yet you 
and your Conſpirators annulled all thoſe Laws that were made to ſecure the 
Proteſtant Religion againſt Popery.. Was this to defend the Church of Engtand 
and to maintain Her Laws ? 1 leave it toall men to judge. But you and your vil- 
Janous Commiſſioners thought your ſelves ſo wiſe, as to reconcile Contradii- 
ons, and therefore yqu were reſoly'd to try your Skill upon the Church and the 
Nurſeries of Learning ; which prow*d fatal to.you. and your Party by the. Juſt 
Vengeance of Almighty God. - | 

2: Did you- not, againſt expreſs Law, and againſt the Promiſe of your maine 
taining the-Church of England, ſet upan Eccleſiaſtical Commiſſion, and impower 
the-Perſons named in-that iltegal Commiſſion to take cognizance, and to givear- 
bitrary direCions in matters Eccleſiaſtical, in which Commiſſion there was one 
who profeſs*d the Popiſh Religion, and-others that were Abettors of Popery and 
Popiſh Superſtition ;, therefore to what deplorable condition was the Church of 
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Erglendredue'd, that a Commiſſioner for the. Church of England's Aﬀairs ſhould 
publickly abjure the Proteſtant Relzgion, by which means he was not only very un- 
fir, bur alſo uncapable of holding any publick Employment ! And did not the 
Banditti gite you ſuch proof of their ſubmiſſion to your Popiſh Dire&ions you 
gave them, that they had continued in their Places to this day, had not God of 
bis [finite Mercy deliver*d us from them and your ſelf ? For they were men of 
an agreeable diſpoſition to have furthered your deſigns of Popery, notwithſtand- 
ing all your Promiſes to maintain the Church of England, for they took care thar 
none ſhould be prefer?d that had any zeal for the Proteſtant Religion ; for, if you 
will be ſerious in conſidering who they were that you prefer'd to the Dignities in 
the Church, and upon what terms, you muſt own, that they were men of ſuci 
Morals and Principles, as render'd them a very ſcandal to that villangys Deſign 
that you and your Conſpirators were carrying on againſt the Church of England. 

3. I pray» Sir, was the ſuſpenſion of the Biſhop of London another demonſ{trati- 
on of your Purpoſe and Reſolution to maintain the Church of England ? Let any 
of your trayterous Crew ſtand forth and anſwer for you ; Was not that Prelate 
ſuſpended for refuſing to obey an Arbitrary Order ſent to him by your Bandits 
Commiſſioners for the ſuſpending of Dr. Sharp, now Archbiſhop of York, for 
preaching againſt Popery according to his Office and Calling, without ſo much as 
citing the ſaid Dr. Sharp before him to make his defence, or obſerving any com- 
mon forms of Proceſs commonly us'd in ſuch caſes: The Biſhop comply?'d with 
your Suſpenſion, and what damage it was to him he can tell better thanl; but ir 
did work, for our Good, and haſten'd our Deliverance,but it ſhew?d that you had bur 
little regard to your Oath and promiſe to maintain the Church of England. 

4. Another Specimen you gave us of your pious Reſolution of maintaining the 
Ch. of England as by Law eſtabliſh'd, was the dealing with 44agdalen Colled:e in 
Oxford. In thefirſt place you turn'd out the Preſident, who was legally choſen by 
the Fellows of the Colledge, whoz if I miſtake not} are ſworn tochuſe one from 
among themſelves to bear that Office z then you turn'd out all the Fellows for re- 
fuſing to chuſe one of your recommendation, without ſo much as citing them to 
appear before any Court that could take tegal cognizance in-thar affair; or of 
taining any Senrence againſt them. by a competent Judge z and the only reafon you 
gave for the turning them out, was, becauſe they had'refus'd a perſon that” was a 
Papiſt, who was not only uncapable by the Laws of the Land, bur alſo by theSta- 
tures of that Colledge,of bearing the Office of a Preſident or Fellow of that Com- 
munity. And having expePd bath Preſident and Fellows, you put the ſaid 'Colkdge 
into the hands of Papi/ts, that you-might the better maintain the Rights and Li- 
berties of the Ch. of England as by Law eſtabliſh'd. But I hope it may be a war- 
ning to that Community, and to all'others of that Univerfity, how they advance 
the Prerogative of the Crown ſo high, and nouriſh thoſe two peſtilent Doctrins 
of Paſſive Obedience and Non-Keſiſtance, and the Divine Right of Succeſſion, leſT 
thoſe DoCtrins do expoſe tliem to a greater Danger than the ]aſt. " 

5. Another demonſtration that was given by you of your ſtedfaſt Parpoſes of 
ſtanding by and maintaining of the Ch: of. Ezgland, was your proceeding againft 
the Vice- Chancellor of Cambridge, 1687. You had a great Favour forone-Francs 


a Bene-ittine Monk, aRogue that was fit for any Villany that you could put him- 
upon toadt ; him. you ſent to Cambridge to corrupt the Youth there, and no dbubr. 
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but for his time he'did the buſineſs for which you ſent him. You planted him in 
Sidney Colledge,where you had placed one Bafſer a Papiſt inthat Houſe as Maſter, 
bug your Monk had an Apartment, wherein he perform'd the Office of a Prielt 
according to the Ch, of Kome; but being a Fellow that had taken no Degrees in 
any Univerſity either at home or abroad, you were reſaly'd that he ſhould be a 
Maſter of Arts in the Univerſity of Cambriage ,, and in order to this you ſent a 
Letter to the ſaid Vice-Chancellor, to admit the ſaid Father Francis tobe a Ma- 
ſer of Arts without taking the Oaths z which the Vice-Chancellor refus'd, as 
contrary to the Law of the Land and the Statutes of the Univerſity: Upon this 
you caus'd the Vice-Chancellor and the Delegates of the Univerſity tobe fumma- 
ned before your Commillioners of Eccleſiaſtical Afﬀairs, where that Villain 7effe- 
74cs, Contrary to all Law or Reaſon, pronounced Sentence, that the Vice-Chan- 
cellor being guilty of great Diſoabedience ro the King's Commands, and other 
Crimes and Contempts, ſhould be depriv'd of the Office of Vice-Chancellor, and 
ſuſpended of his headſhip of Magaalen Colledye in the ſaid Univerſity of Cambridge, 
T hus, Sir, you were pleas'd to maintain the Ch. of England, by ſuffering the Lear- 
ning and Gravity of that Univerſity to be trampl'd upon, and by letting ina par- 
cel of filly, impudent, and illiterate Popiſh Prieſts and Fryers, who were to joyn 
with you in ſupporting the Proteffant Religion, as it was then by Law eftabliſh'd. 
Unleſs your Commiſſioners of Eccleſiaſtical Afﬀairs judgz*d that to deſtroy the twq 
Univerſities as to Learning, and to break in upon their Laws made to preſerve 
their Communities, would be a means to preſervethe Church of England, I cannot 
but wonder at thoſe extravagant Drocontingy inthe laſt years of your Tyranny 
againſt them, ſince they had ſo highly eſpouſed your Cauſe when you were Duke 
of York,, againſt the Sence of the whole Nation. 
6. Another Reaſon you give us to believe that you did deſign to ſtand by and 
ſupport and maigtain the Ch. of England, was your proceeding and cauſing to 
be ſummoned before your Eccleſiaſtical Commiſſioners all the Chancellors and 
Archdeacons of England, and requiring them to certifie the Names of thoſe Cler- 
Fymen who had read the Declaration far Zeberty of Conſcience, as' well as the 
Names of thoſe who-had refuſed the ſame, without conſidering that the reading 
of it was not enjoyn'd the Clergy by the Biſhops, who are their Ordinaries; $9 
that this was another way you intended (even by theſe extrajudicial Proceed- 
iogs in your Court of Commiſſioners Eccleſiaſtical) to maintain the Liberties of 
the Ch. of England. This was one great cauſe why ſeveral Perſons of Quality 
both in Church and State refuſed to be concern'd in this Commiſſion, for they at 
laſt clearly ſaw that this damnable Comnylſjqn tended to nothing leſs than the 
total Subverſion of the. Proteſtant Re/;7507, far you'us'd it to no other end and pur 
poſe than to oppreſs ſuch perſons as were eminent for Learning and Virtue, that 
fnould at any time or ſeaſon preach againſt Popery & Superſtitzon. And it was God?s 
reat Mercy to the Proteſt are /mercft that they did at laſt ſee, for ſure | am that 
in the latter part of your Brather's time, and in the beginging of your time, they 
were given upto ſuch a ſecure ſtate, and judicial blindneſs, that the Proreſtane Ree 
{ig52n was in greater danger of being ſuppreſt thar- ever it was wi Reforma- 
tion, notwithanding your Promiſe .of maintaining and preſerving. 5 | 
7. Another Indication of your Care for the maintenance of the Ch. of England 
was the breaking thro' thoſe Laws which forbid the erefting Churches and Chap- 
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pels for the exerciſe of the Popiſb Retigion, nnd alſo againſt Monafteries 2nd Con- 
vents, and more particularly againſt the Order of the Jefvites , for you did, con- 
trary to your Oath and Promiſe made to ſupport the Ch. of England, give out ar- 
bitrary and illegal Orders to erect Monaſteries ; and in contempt of the Law you 
ſet up ſeveral Colledges of Jeſuites to corrupt the Youth of the Nation. Nay,Sir, 
that you might not leave your ſelf without Witneſs of your ſtedfaſt Reſolution 
of maintaining, ſupporting and defending the Ch. of £79144, you rais'd up a Je- 
ſuite that was in'the Popzſþ Plor, in which the death of the King your kind and lo- 
ing, Brother was plotted and contriv*d, and the ſubverſion of the Governinent 
Fotk ia Church and Stare, to be a Privy Councillor and a Miniſter of State : By 
all which you did evidently ſhew, that you were reſtrain'd by no Laws, and there> 
fore the Ch. of Erg/and muſt periſh, yor being ſo well ſeconded in your Popiſh 
Progreſs by your moſt excellent Commiſſioners of Eccleſiaſtical Affairs, Bur to 
conclude this Paragraph,bow thoſe Villains thar acted in that Commiſſion of yours 
can look Mankind inthe Face,after they have done ſo many things againſt all Law, 
Honour and Conſcience, I do not underſtand : The truth is, thoſe chat are yer 
alive have with the Whore in the Proverbs wiped their Mouths, and ſay,T hey bave 
done no wickedneſs ;, and,without all doubt, if they might be truſted, would with as 
great carneſtneſs appear againft;your Cauſe and Intereft, as they did wickedly in 
your time eſpouſe it ; but they would-be fach a Reproachto an honeft Goyern- 
ment, as would render the belt arid moſt honeſt Cauſe ſuſpicious, if engag'd in it. 
IV. I come now to conſider a 4th Paſſage in your Spzgch to the Council, where: 
in you were pleas'd to ſay, T hat you had been reported to have been a man for Arbiz 
trary Power, but you did aſſure them that you would preſerve the Government in Church 
and State, as by Law eſtabliſh; And That you knew that the Laws of England were 
ſufficient ro makg the King as great'a Monarch as he could wiſh. How you preſery?d 
the Governmentof the Church; is plainenough ; nothing indeed is more plain 
than this, that you intended its-DeltruCtion and utter Subverſion, and that no: 
thing leſs would ſerve your turn, notwithſtanding its Principles were for Monars 
chy> and its Members had ſhew*d themſelves Loyal Subjefts. How fared it then 
with the State ? Surely the Civil Government was preſerv?d, ſince the Laws of 
England were. ſufficient to make the King as great a Monarch as he could with : - 
In truth, Sir, there was but a lamentable account to be given to your more than 
Glorious Succeſſor of your management of Afﬀairs in the Civil Government, ll. 
things were out of order at his acceſſion to the Crown, which you may have for» 
gotten ; therefore, Sir, be pleas'd to remember, in the firſt place, your Villains 
of your-Council, and of your Eccleſiaſtical Commiſſion : As they were in a Con: 
ſpiracy againſt the Ch. of England, to turn our Religion into downright Popery, ſo 
they were in a Conſpiracy againſt the State, to turn the we!l eſtabliſh'd Govern- 
ment of this Land into downright S/avery, and this not ſecretly,as if thoſe Raſro/s 
werenot aſham*d of what they did, for they had that matchleſs Impudence to act 
in an open and undiſguis'd manner ; and to carry on your villanous purpoſes,you 
and your Accomplices ſet up the Ds ſpenſing Power, by verve of which vou might 
ſuſpend and diſpenſe with the execution of the Laws at your pleaſure : and in or: 
der to give this deviliſh Maxim of yours and your Conſpirators countenance and* 
credit, you ſo manag'd that matter, that you obtain'd an Opinion from the Judges, . 
moſt of which were-mercenary Rogues, who declar'd their opinion, That rhis Dix - 
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ſpenſing Power way in the Kings of England ;_as if it were.in the power of theſe. 
Villains to offer up the Laws and Liberties of the whole Nation to your ſelf,to be 
diſpos'd of by you arbitrarily at your pleaſure, and expreſly contrary to thoſe 
Laws that were enacted for the liberty of the Subjett. 

In order to obtain this Judgment, your Conſpirators did beforehand examine 
ſecretly the Sentiments of the Judges and prqcur'd ſuch of them as could not in 
Conſcience concur in ſo villanous an opinion or ſentence tobe turn'd our, . and.o- 
thers that had neither Law nor Conſcience were ſybltituted in their rooms, ſo that 
by changing of hands they found out 12 matchleſs Rogues, from whom you ob-. 
tain'd that wicked Judgment which, if my Memory fail me not,was laid down in® 
thele 5 particulars. 1. {hat the Kings of England are Soveraign Princes. 2.That the 
Laws o; England are the King*s Laws, 3. That it is aninſeparable Prerog ative of the, 
K. of Engl. to a1ſpenſe with Penal Laws upon neceſſity and urgent occaſions. 4. That the 
XK. the ſole Fudge of that neceſſity. 5. That this u not in Truft grventothe K, but "tis 
the ancient Remains of te Crown, which ne'r was nor can be taken from him, Give me 
teave, Sir, toexamin theſe Particulars,and let the world ſee how you were abus'd, 
and how you abus'd the Government by the Opinions of theſe 12 mercenary Rogues, 

t. That the Kingsof England were Sover.z1gn Princes. What then ? Muſt you by a 
Diſpenſing Power do what you liſt ? were you not ſubject to thoſe Laws which you 
were {worn to keep ? And if you had notfled, might you not have been calPd to 
an account ?. Might not the People, from whom you derin*d your Authority, have 
had any Power overyou? And was it not dangerous both to Church and State to 
have a Popiſh Prince ſo mighty, that no Proteſt ant Howſe of Peers or Commons dare 
controul him ? Truly,Sir, | own that the Kings of England are ſoveraign Princes, 
yet the Nation by their Repreſentatives did ne'r allow the Kings of England to do 
what 12 zzercenary Judges ſhould deliver as their Opinions for, Sir,it was ne'r in- 
tended when you aſſumed the Government, that your Will and Pleaſure ſhould ſtand 
for a Law,for the Laws that ſupport the Grandeur of the Crown limited your Wil 
to Reaſon, and ty'd your Commanas tothe Word of God,the Laws of the Realm, and 
the Weal ofthe People. And ſince, Sir,you regarded not theſe things: but follow*d the 
Sentiments of your corrupt Judges, your Will was unlawful, and Commands unjuſt. 

The Kings of England always have been,and Ntill are Soveraign Princes, but what 
makes them ſo? ls it not the Law of the Land ? And doth not the Law ſetaboun-> 
dary to their Government as well as to the Peoples Obeavence ? Is there not a mutual 
Contract between King and People ? Now, when any K, ſhall by a S«ſpending or 
Diſpenſing Power diſſolve this Contract, and break in upon our Laws,and overturn 
the Government, the People ceaſe to be his Subjects, and he tobe their King. Ir is 
your own caſe, Sir, by your Diſpenſing Power you did not only pretend to be above 
Law, but alſo that you were not bound by Law ; tho? by your Oath you were as 
much bound to obſerve the Law as a King, as your People were bougd to obſerve 
the Laws as your Subjects. But the People of England ſeeing that it was in vain to 
expect any J::/t:ceor Righteouſneſs from you, (for means of reformation was pro- 
rounded, but was denied to be comply*d withal ) ſeveral noble Lords ſaw them- 
ſelves ſighted, their Counſels rejected, and the Proteſtant Religion vpon its lat 
Legs, they therefore did implore the help of the Prince of Orange, now our Gra- 
cions King ; he comes over,ſeizeth your Treaſure,your fortified places,Navy,and 
Naval Stores, and with one Conſent of the People of England was made our Sove- 
L-r4and K:»g, and hath his health very well without the help and aid of a Diſpen, 
fn, Pour ; God ſend him a long and proſperous Reign. 2.The 
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2. The Laws of England are the Kings Laws; if your D:/penſing YVerman 
did. mean by the Laws being your Laws, that is, that you: were intrulted with 
the Conſervation and the Execution of them, then we agree with the Rogues 3 
but how doth this Truſt repoſed in the King, for the time being, intitle him to 
Suſpend and Diſpenſe with theſe Laws: but if by the Laws being yours they 
underſtood that they were your Property, either to Execute or not Execute, el- 
ther to keep or break at your pleaſure : I pray Sir, to what end werethey 
made, and to what end were you Sworn, to keep and- maintain theſe Laws, 
why was there the trouble of an Oath to keep the Law ? But Sir, here they 
laid down a notorious falſhood, ſor the Laws of England are the Laws made 
by King and People as the Rule of the Government of the King on the one hand, 
and of the Obedience of the People on the other. 

3- That it is an inſeparable Prerogative of the King of England to Diſpenſe 
with Penal Laws, upon neceſſity and urgent Occaſions, this was laid down as 
good Law. But Sir, I pray conſider, were not all the Laws of England En- 
acted by the King and the People of England, met in Parliament, for the ſecu- 
rity of the Government and of the Subjeft ; how then could theſe Villains 
give you a Power of annulling theſe Laws at your Will and Pleaſure, ſince you 
could not ſuſpend or diſpenſe with them, but by the ſame Authority by which 
they were made ? It is true, the King of England, for the time being, may par- 
don a Puniſhment that a Tranſgreſlor hath incurred, and to which he is con- 
demned, as in caſes of Fellony and Treaſon, yet it cannot be inferred from 
hence, with any colour of reaſon, that you or any other King could intirely ſuſ- 
pend the Execution of thoſe Laws relating to Fellony or Treaſon, unleſs, Sir, 
your villainous Judges could have proved by any other Authority, than barely 
their Opinions that you were cloathed wlth a Diſpotick and Arbitrary Power, 
and that rhe Lives and Liberties, Honours and Eſtates of the People of England, 
did depend wholly upon your good Will and Pleaſure, and were intirely ſubject 
to you, which mult infallibly follow on your having a Power to ſuſpend theExe- 
cution of the Laws, and to diſpence with them. 

It may be Sir, ſome of your Diſpenſers may ſay, That you were not well infor- 
mcd when you took the Coronation-Oath to maintain the Laws of the Land, and 
that you had prejudiced your ſelf greatly by yielding to the Oath, and that you 
had weakened your Authority too much in ſubmitting your ſelf to the obſerya= 
tion of thoſe Laws. 

Theſe things were much talked of by ſome of your Bully Conſpirators,when they 
little dreamcd of your taking the Air at St. Germains : Nay, ſome of the Devils 
Brokers roared this out of their Pulpits by the direCtion of Old Hodge their guide. 
But, Sir, I pray, inform me how it could be that you ſhould not be well thformed, 
when you yielded to take the Oath at your Coronation to obſerve, and keep the 
Laws of the Land ? It is impoſlible that you ſhould be ignorant of that which. all 
the World knew, and all your Predeceſlors before you ;, as it was almoſt impot- 
ſible that you ſhould not be acquainted with the Oath that you were to take, and 
the Laws you were to preſerve by that Oath. So this, know that you were bound 
to thoſe Laws immediately upon taking the Oath; and I wonder much that you 
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to defend your Government that had been twenty four Years a looker on in the 
Reign of your Brother. Therefore this Plea is as frivilous, as the Opinion of 
your never to be forgiven Judges was Impudent and againſt Law. But this-is 
one of the madeſt Thoughts that ever you, or your villainous Judges could be 
guilty of, that it was a blemiſh to the Sovereign Power of the Kings of England to 
ſubmit to the Laws. I pray, Sir, What blemiſh would it have been to your So- 
vereign Power to have ſubmitted to the Laws of your Countrey, which your | 
Predeceſfors were contented to acknowledge and obſerve? You derived your 
Authority to your ſelf by virtue of the Laws ? Why then was the Obſervation of 
the Laws ſuch k prejudice to you and your Sovereign Power ? But we ſaw the 
Laws broken, and you forſworn, and your SubjeCfts depoſed you. In this, I am 
ſure, you have found a greater blemiſh and prejudice, than the obſeryation of the 
Laws would have been. 

But to be ſhort, you may plead for your ſelf and your Judges, That were under 
a neceſlity and an' urgent occaſion. Well, What was that neceſſity ? What 
were thoſe nrgent occaſions that could put you upon forſwearing your ſelf, and 
bringing your ſelf under the guilt of Perjury. In truth, Sir, your neceſſity you 
lay under, was the ſubverſion of the Proteſtant Religion, and bringing in Po- 
pery,and the ſubverſion of the Civil Government, and bringing in Tyranny and 
Slavery. Is not Perjury a moſt grievous Offence, but much more grievous when 
it is yoluntarily committed ? And then a King committeh Perjury williogly when 
he doth any thing willingly againſt the Oath he hath taken, not by force but by 
freewil, not unadviſedly but with great conſideration, not to his hurt but to his 
advantage, not to perform a thing that was impoſſible or diſhoneſt, but to bind 
himſelf to a condition that is honeſt and poſſible too. Now when a King breaketh 
ſuch an Oath, there can be no colour or pretence of neceſlity, or urgent occa- 
ſions to excuſe his Perjury. | 

4. That the King of England is ſole Judge of that neceſſity. I never took you 
fo much behind hand in Senſe and Reaſon, but that you might plainly ſee that 
this is but a bantre of theſe Rogues, for they neither ſtated the neceſſity and the 
urgent occaſions you had to forſwear your ſelf, and never inquired whether any 
neceſſity, or any urgent cccaſions could excuſe you from lying under the guilt of 
Perjury. Then they came off with an impudent lye, and ſay the Kingis ſole Judge 
of that neceſſity. He is ſole Judge of nothing but what he is intitled to by 
the Law ; where the Law makes him a ſole Judge there I do, and own my ſelf 
bound to obey him as ſuch. But once more, Sir, Where was this neceſſity of 
which you were to be ſole Judge ? When did it ſpring ? Out of what part of the 
World ? I believe, if you could have convinced the Nation of this neceſlity, and 
theſe urgent occaſions, they would not ſo readily concurred to your going to 
St. Germains, were your Popiſh Friends oppreſſed. And did the neceſlity ariſe 
from thence ? If it did, Why did you not tell the Parliament of this Oppreſlion ? 
Were they in want of Places at Court, and Imployments under you, which they 
could not hold ? Truly a great many {Proteſtants went without them, notwith- 
ſtanding their being qualified. Oh! but the Prieſts of the Church of Rome were 
in danger of the Law. Il never could yet ſee that day. If they would be quiet, 
and the Religion of the Church of Rome was your Religion : Well, if it was, 
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Had you not better to have refuſed the Crown rather than to have taken it with 
ſuch Incumbrances and Clogs, as ſhould expoſe you to ſuch neceſſities and ur- 
gent occaſions of Perjuring your ſelf, and Damning your Soul, and Ruining of 
three Kingdoms ? It was well you were the ſole Judge of the neceſſity; for if an 
honeſt Englsſh Parliament had ſat in the time of your neceſlity and urgent otca- 
= they would have made theſe Rogues have ſwung for their villainous 

Vice. 

5. That this is not in Truſt given to the -King, but the Antient Remains of 
the Crown, which never was, nor can be taken from him ; you, nor no King 
1n England, ever had anything but what you received in Truſt from the People 
of England in Parliament aſſembled, therefore this was the greateſt of Impu- 
dence that theſe T welve ignorant Devils could be guilty of, for what Authority, 
Power, or Riches, have the Kings of England,but what they received from the Peo- 
ple : and it is plain the Power and Authority that you received was for the benefit 
of the People, and not for the ruin and area of the Laws you conſented 
to; you were intruſted with the Conſervation of them, not to Suſpend, or 
Diſpenſe with them at your will and pleaſure. 

But what-King of England was there, ſince the pretended Conqeſt, that was 
not Sworn to keep the Laws, and defend the Rights and Liberties of the 
Church and People of England? and who Adminiſtred this Oath to them ? bur 
one or more, in the behalf of themſelves and all the People ofiEngliand. Your 
Brother, though bad enough, took the Government as a truſt repoſed in him 
by his good People of England, what part was it then that was not a Truſt ? 
they truſted him with vaſt ſums of money, they truſted you but with a very 
little. I pray Sir, would your Scoundril Conſpirators but tell me what parts 
were the Remains of the Crown, and how they came ſo to be ; if they cannot 
it is al] Cheat and Nonſence. By your management (notwithſtanding all that 
might have been ſaid to the contrary, even in your Reign, without the dan- 
ger of being hanged,) you obtained from your Judges this wicked Opinion, 
I ſuppoſe you were not [dle, but was reſolved to proceed according to this Judg- 
ment of theirs; for you preſently invaded the Liberties both of Church and 
State. I have given you ſome inſtances of your Invaſion upon the Rights of the 
People of England, in relation to Matters of the Church. Now let us proceed 
to ſee how you carried your ſelf in reference to the Civil Rights and Liberties 
of the People of England, which brings me to a ſecond Inſtance of your invading 
bur Civil Rights. | | 

2. As your Brother did begin, and made a very great Progreſs in, ſo you 
went on to invade Priviledges, and to ſeize the Charters of the Towns that had 
a right to be repreſented in Parliament ; and by your Tools procured Surrenders 
of them to be made to you, eſpecially where they were poor, and nor able to de- 
fend them. And a Gentleman that valued himſelf upon his Oath that he had 
made to a Corporation, whereof he was a Magiſtrate, and therefore refuſed to 
deliver the ſame ; you rewarded him with a two or three years impriſonment, 
and had not God interpoſed, it had been to the ruin of himſelf, bis Wife and 


Children. By theſe Surrenders, Sir, you cauſed ali the Magiſtrates to give" 
Q 2. ther 
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their Rights and Priviledges, to be diſpoſed of at your pleaſure, and the pleaſure 
of your Villains the Conſpiratorsz and by this means you placed in ſeveral of 
theſe Towns Popiſh Magiſtrates, : notwithſtanding their incapacity, or ſuch as 
were Popiſhly affeQted, and willing to concur with you in al your evil Deſigns 
and Parpoſes, atfuring your ſelf, that when neceſſity, or your urgent Occaſions 
ſhould force you to call a Parliament, you might have ſuch a Parliament re- 
turned as ſhould at once ſet up Popery and Arbitrary Power. Nay, Sir, our 
danger in your time, and in the time of your loving and kind Br6ther, did 
moſt (and doth ſtill) ariſe from thoſe Beggarly and Paltry Borroughs that 
either are by Charter or Preſcription enabled to ſend Members to Par- 
liament. DET 

3. That you might not fail in the Counties of obtaining your wicked ends, 
-you gave Orders to-Examin all Lords Lieutenants, Deputy Lieutenants, Sheriffs, 
Juſtices of the Peace, and all other that were in any Publick Employments, if 
they would Concur with you in the Repealing the Teſt and Penal Laws ; and 
thoſe whoſe Conſtiences would not permit them ro comply with your wicked 
Deſigns and Purpoſes were turned out, and others who you found would be more 
compliant to you in your intentions, in defeating the End and Execution of 
thoſe Laws which had been made with fo much Care and Caution, to preſerve 
not only the Proteſtant Religion, but alſo our Civil Rights and Liberties; and 
into many of thoſe places you putin Papiſts, and other perſons of Arbitrary Prin- 
Cciples; notwithſtanding the Law had incapacitated the former, and the other for 
want of Reputation and Intereſt could do their Country but little Service ; un- 
leſs, like Devils, they could do miſchief by ſerving your Deſigns, and the 
Purpoſes of your Conſpirators : ſo that this Nation was in a deplorable Condi- 
tion, and muſt have periſhed had not God raiſed up the Prince of Orange, now 
our King, to- come over and deliver us out of your Hands. 

4- As your Brother in bis time hated the Peoples Petitioning him for the re- 
dreſs of their Grievances, and had a Set of Men ready to Abhor and Deteſt ſuch 
Popular Petitions, though it was the Subjects Right to Petition the King for the 
redreſs of Grievances, under which they groaned in his Reign. So you was 
pleaſed to ſhew your averſneſs to Petitioning ; witneſs your proceeding againſt 
the Archbiſhop of Canterbury, and the other Biſhops, who offered a moſt humble 
Petition to you in terms full of Reſpect, and exceeded not the number limited 
by Law, in which they ſet forth their Reaſons for which they could not obey a 
certain Order ; which you, by the Advice of your Popiſh Villains, ſent them to 
appoint their Clergy to Read in their Churches, the Declaration for Liberty of 
Conſcience, they were ſent to Priſon ; and afterwards brought to a Tryal, as if 
they had been guilty of ſome enormous Crime, they were not only obliged to 
defend themſelves under this Perſecution; but alſo to appear before four Villains, 
one Profelled Papiſt, and the other three had'not taken the Telt, and by Con- 
ſequence were Men whoſe Intereſt and Inclination too led them to Condemn 
them, And the Judges that gave their Opinion in favour of thoſe Prelates 
were turned out ; thus you may ſee a fourth Inſtance you have given us of your 
invading our Civil Rights.

- But, Sir, while I ſpeak to you of theſe things, give me leave to plead with you, 
What King was there that ever reigned that was too great to be petitioned-by 
the meaneſt of his Subjes ? It cannot be pretended that any Kings how great 
ſoever their Power hath been , and how Arbitrary and Diſpotick they have been 
in the exerciſe of this Power, have ever reckoned it a Crime for their Subjefs to 
come with all ſubmiſſion and reſpect, in a dye nnmber, not exce:ding the limits 
of the Law, to repreſent Reaſons why they could not execnte ſuch, or ſuch an 
Order. Deal-freely with the World, ſend to your Diſpenſing Rogues, and ask 
them whether it were one of the remains of the Crown that impowered you to 
wreſt out of the Hands of the Subject this undoubted Right of Petitioning the 
Prince for theredreſs of Grieveances ? — 4 

5. How did you treat a Peer of this Realm? Was he not uſed by you, and 
your villanious Conſpirators as a Criminal, only becauſe he faid , That the Sub- 
jets were not bound to obey the Orders of a Popiſh Juſtice of the Perce? Tho it 
was evident that ſuch being by Law rendred uncapable of all ſuch Truſts: No 
regard was due to any of their Orders. This being the ſecvrity which the People 
of England had, and [till have by the Law, for their Lives, Liberties, Honours 
and Eſtates, that they are not ſubje&ed to the,Arbitrary Proceedings of Papilts, 
that were contrary to Law put into-any Imployment Ci:il or Military., This was 
another inſtance of the invaſion you made upon us, in reſpect of our Civil Rights 
and Liberties, and manifeſted your ſelf to be a Man for Arbitrary Government 
in ſubjeQting our Perſons and Eſtates to the Arbitrary Proceedings of Popiſh 
Magiſtrates and Officers under you. | 

6. You apprehending that the great Remedy of your Grievances, and Secu- 
rity of our Religion was a Free Parliament ; and leaſt you might lie under a ne- 
ceſlity of calling one, you and your Accomplices did endeavour to make it im- 
poſſible, or at leaſt very difficult to be obtained; for you could not but appre- 
hend that a Lawful Parliament being once Aſſembled, would call you and your 
Villains to an account for all your open Violations of the Law, and for your Plots 
and Conſpiracies againſt the Proteſtant Religion, and the Lives and Liberties of 
the People of England, you endeavoured, under the ſpecious pretence of Liberty 
of Conſcience, firſt to ſow Diviſions between the Proteſtants of the Church of En- 
gland, and Proteſtant Dillenters ; the Deſign being laid to engage all Proteſtants 
that are equally concerned to preſerve themſelves from Popiſh Oppreſlion into 
mutual Quarrellings. So that by theſe ſome Advantages might be taken by you 
to bring about your Villainous Deſigns and Purpoſes, and that both in the Eleti- 
on of Members of Parliament, and afterwards in the Parliament ir ſelf; for you 
could not but lee, that if all Proteſtants did enter into a mutual good underſtand- 
ing one with another, and concur together in the preſerving our Civil Rights 
and Liberties, that it would have been poſſible for you and your Banditti to ac- 
compliſh your wicked Ends. What could we expe from you, when you ſtruck 
at the Foundation of all our Civil Rights and Liberties, in the hindring the Ni- 
tion of the Choice of a Free and Lawful Parliament ? For did you not require all 
Perſons, in the ſeveral Counties of Fngland, that either were in any Imployment, 
or were In any conſiderable Eitecm, to declare before hand that they wovld con- 
cur 
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cur in the repeal of the Teft and the Penal Laws, and that they would pive their 
Voices in the Elections to Parliament, only for ſuch as would concur in it ? 
ſuch as would not thus pre-engage themſelves were turned out of all Imploy- 
ments, and others who eatred into theſe Engagements were pat into their Pla- 
cesz many of which are Papiſts, and contrary to the Charters and Priviledges 
of thoſe Burroughs, that have a right to ſend Burgeſſes to Parliament. You or- 
dered ſuch Regulations to be made as you thought fir and neceſſary for the 
aſſuring your ſelf, and your villainous Conſpirators, of all the Members that 
were to be choſen by thoſe Corporations ; and by this means yoa gave your 
ſelf, and Tribe, hope to avoid the being called to an account for your Villanies : 
though it was then, and js ſtill apparent that all Afts made by Popiſh Magiſtrates 
are Null and Void of themſelves; ſo that no Parliament could have been law- 


ful, for which Elections and Returns had been made by your Popiſh Sheriffs, 


and Mayors of Towns; and therefore, as long as the Authority and Magiſtracy 
was in ſuch Hands, it was impollible for us to have had a Lawful and a Free 
Parliament. 

You might have known that the Conſtitution of the Engliſh Government and 
Cuſtom, time out of mind. All Eleftions of Parliament Men ought to be made 
with an intire Liberty, without any ſort of force, or the requiring the Eleftors 
to chooſe ſuch perſons as ſhould be named to them ;, and the perſons thus freely 
EleRed ought to give their Opinions freely upon all Matters that are brought be- 
fore them, they having the good of the Nation before their Eyes, and following 
in all things the dictates of their Conſtiences. Therefore you having uſurped 
an illegal Authority, and reſolving opon the utmoſt Violations of our Laws, 
you would not give us the leaſt hopes of having our Grievances redreſſed by a 
Free Parliament legally called and choſen. 

It is true, you would have called one in which all Eleftions ſhould have been 
carried by Fraud and Force, and might have been compoſed of ſuch perſons of 
whom you and your Trayterous Crew would have been well aſſured, in which 
all things would have been carried on hy their DireCtion and Intereſt, without 
any regard to the Good and Welfare of this Nation, which 1 prove to you and 
your Villainous Crew, both at home and abroad. For did you not try the Mem- 
bers of the pack'd Parliament, that ſat down in the Year 1685, to gain them 
to conſent to the repeal of the Teſt and Penal Laws? And did you not diſſolve that 
Parliament when you found that you could neither by Promiſes, nor by Threat- 
nings prevail with theſe.,very Members to comply with your wicked Deſigns ; 
and thoſe who would not comply were branded, as if they were Diſturbers of 
the publick Peace ? For you may remember, that though the Prince and Princeſs 
of Orange did endeavour to fſignifie in terms full of Reſpets and Duty ro your 
£1f, the juſt and deep regret all your wicked and ungodly Proceedings had given 
them ; and in comphance to your deſires they had ſignified their Thoughts con- 
cerning your Repealing the Penal Laws and Teſt, which though they did it in 
ſuch a manner that they had juſt Ground of hope, that they had propoſed an 
Expedient by which the Peace of England, Scotland and Ireland, and a happy 
Agrecment among the Subjects of all Perſwaſions might have been certainly 


ſettled. 
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ſettled. You and your Hellborn Crew put ſuch Villainous Conſtructions upo!? 
their honeſt and ſincere Intentions, as that you were not aſhamed to condemn 
them both as perſons that deſigned to diſturb the Quiet and Happineſs of the 
Kingdom. But, Sir, the people of England always Teltified a moſt ſingular Af- 
feftion and Eſteem for the Prince and Princeſs of Orange, as perſons zealouſly 
Aﬀetted with, and concerned for the Advancement of the Proteſtant Religion and 
Intereſt ; and therefore many of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and many 
Gentlemen, and other perſons of Note, laid our miſerable Caſe before them, 
and beged their Aid and Aſſiſtance. The Prince of Orange upon due conſidera- 
tion of our deplorable State, to which we were brought by you and your wicked 
Accomplices, found that in point of that Duty he owed to God, and in return of 
the great Value the people of England had for him, that he could no way excuſe 
himſelf from eſpouſing our. Cauſe or Quarrel in a Matter of ſuch high Conſe- 
quence, and from Contributing to the utmoſt of his Power, for the maintaining 
both of our Religion, and our Laws, and our Liberties, and to ſecure us in the per- 
petual Enjoyment of all our Rights. Therefore he came over with a Force FX - 
cient, which through the Bleſſing of the Great God, was ſufficient to ſuppreſs 
you and your villainous Conſpirators. 

You know, Sir, that as you and your Conſpirators were not only full of Cruel- 
ty, and Guilty of the greateſt Inhumanities and Barbarities. So you and they 
were full of lics and deceit 3 for upon the coming over of this Great Prince, you 
were ſenſible of the Greatneſs of your Guilt, and had no great Confidence in your 
own Forces,which induced you to offer to the City of London ſome ſeeming Relief 
from their great Oppreſlion, you hoping thereby to beguile us of a firm Eſtabliſh- 
ment, and full Security of our Laws, Liberties, and Religion 3 and finding that 
the Kingdoms Eyes were fully opened,then you and your Hellborn Crew gave our, 
with as much Mallice as Falſeneſs, that the Prince of Orange intended to Con- 

ver and Enſlave the Nation. No, Sir, the Deſign of that mighty Deliverer was 
S ſecurity of our enjoying our Religion, Laws and Liberties, and that there 
might be no danger of the Kingdoms relapſing into the like Miſeries for the time 
to come. 

Well, Sir, you remember that the Prince arrives and you fled before him. He 
no ſooner comes but he was bid welcome by all True Proteftants. You run away. 
A Convention was called, and he, to our great Joy, was choſen our Xing. A 
Parliament ſits down, and his Majeſty joyned with them in making ſuch Laws, as 
have ſecured us and our All; he Fights our Battles ; he Loves our Nation ; and 
we Love our King, and we ſhall not refuſe any thing that may be for his Honour, 
Greatneſs, and Content. You are depoſed as uſeleſs in the ſight of God, and 
driven from amongſt Proteſtants to graze at St. Germains, where you may take 
your caſe till the French King ſhall be as weary of your Company, as we were of 
your Wicked and Tyrannical Government. You have made many attempts to 
be reſtored 3 ſometimes you Threaten vs, at other times you would Flatter us to 
a ſecond Entertainment 3 but that is but a fooliſh thought of your Counſellers 
at St. Germains, which brings me to the laſt point of my Memorial, which is to 


ſhew you, 
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' 3. TheUnreaſonableneſs of your attempting of your Return hither, on which 
particulars 1 hope you have leiſure enough to refle&t, and to adviſe about with 
your worthy Miniſtry you have attending your Perſon there - but leaſt they 
ſhould not have Honour and Honeſty enough to deal plainly with you, I will lay 
down Six undeniable Arguments, why it is morally impoſſible that you ſhould be 
ever readmitted to reign over us. 1: Becauſe we cannot bind you by the molt So- 
lemn Oaths- 2. Becauſe we are Proteſtants. 3- Becauſe we are Engliſh-men. 
And, 4. Becauſe we arc Free-men. 5. Becauſe we'have a King of our own Re- 
ligion and Judgment, to whom we have ſworn Allegiance, who goerh out and in 
before us, and fights our Battles for us. 6. Becauſe of your Attempt upon the 
Perſon of our King, in employing your T raitcrous Allaſlins to murder him. 

T1. Becauſe we cannot bind you by the moſt Solemn Oaths; we ſaw our Laws 
over-turned, our Liberties ſeized, our religion corrupted and ſubrerted, and 
you Forſworn : The Laws of Nature taught us to provide for the defence of our 
All which was at Stake. And can any Man think it hard that the Kinzdom laid 
you aſide? And we laying you aſide for the Breach of your Contract and Oath, 
made to the People of England; Can you' expect that we ſhould in the leaſt be 
guilty of ſo baſe a Compliance, as to ſubmir our ſelves to the Government of a 
Man, that by bis Abominable Perjury diſſolve. his own Government ? You have 
time now to conſider that Perjury in a King is a moſt Grievons Offence again{t 
God and his Own Crown and Dignity, but much more Grievous when it is vo- 
lantarily committed : And when a Prince committeth Perjury willingly, when he 
doth any thing willingly againſt his Coronation-Oath, taken not by Force, .bur 
by Free-will, not unadviſedly, but with great Conlidcration, not to his Hurt, 
but to his Advantage, not to per{orm a Thing Diſhonelt or Impoſlible, but that 
- which is both Poſlible and Honeſt : For when a Prince (not being forced there- 
unto by juſt Fear or irriſiſtible Neceſlity ) breaketh ſuch an Oath as there can be 
no colour to excuſe his Perjury, it arguing him and convincing him of Fraud and 
Deceit, and gave occaſion to all thinking Men that you had no manner of regard 
to your Coronation-Oath; ſo it puts you under an abſolute Incapacity of being 
Reltored, ſince the both Houſes of Parliament, upon the breach you made of your 
ContraQ, have thought fit to lay you alide, as a Perſon uſelels and dangerous to 
the publick Weal of the Three Kingdoms. Your Pretences therefore to the 
Imperial Crown of this Realm are very fooliſh and frivolous, for by the Laws of 
all Nations, you having been guilty of the moſt notorious Perjury, you are there- 
fore Infamous ; and the Laws of your own Synagogue ſay that no lafamous Per- 
fon is fit for the Execution of an Office of Honour and Dignity ; a pzrjured Man 
is always repelled from bearing witneſs in any Cauſe whatſoever, becauſe that 
being Convicted to have Forſworn himſelf in one Cauſe, it is not only a Preſump- 
tion, bur a ſufficient Proof that he will Depoſe falſly in another : And this is ſo 
true, that altho he hath amended his Life yer he cannot be admitted for a Wir- 
nels be it either in a Civil or a Criminal Cauſe. So, Sir, you having once For- 
{worn your Self in ſubverting our Religion, Laws and Liberties, by the advice 
of 2 parcel of Men that feared not God, nor reverenced Men : How do you think 


that we can cyer truſt you again ? For if the Nation ſhould be brought = 
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ſuch-diſmal and deplorable Circumſtances, ( which God avert ) as once more 
to ſubmit to your Adminiſtration of the Government ;, it would not only be a 
ſtrong preſumptive Concluſion, but Proof that admits of no Objection that you 
wovld run again into the ſame Enormities, if not worſe; for I fear, and fo do 
all True Proteſtants, that by your Crew that you have with you, you are poſſeſſed 
with ſtranze and very vile Opinions : And theſe are ſuch as have not only in times 
paſt, but are ſtill eftertained by you, and your villainous Conſpirators both at 
home and abroad, about rhe Coronation Oath which you took when you entered 
upon the Adminiſtration of the Government of this Realm. And they are 
theſe Four, 1. That Subjetts cannot receive an Oath of their Prince without 
the Authority of ſome Judge and that a Promiſe made before no competent 
Judge can bind any Man, much leſs a Prince ; and they have affirmed that this 
was your Caſe. I would have you remember, Sir, that he that adminiſtred you 
the Oath was a lawful and competent Judge , becauſe that Law and the Cuſtom 
of the Realm had made him ſo, and therefore to him you Swore, and in Swear- 
ing to him you Swore to the whole Nation that; you would defend their Laws 
and Liberties- In a word, this Coronation Oath you took was a lawful Oath, 
and not only ſo but it was lawfully taken, as well becauſe general Cuſtom hath 
the force and ſtrength of a Law ; for the perſons preſent do ſtand, and are 
taken by general Cultom to have Power to give and receive that Oath. _ But a 
bold Aſſertor of your Cauſe was pleaſed once to tell me that there was no Par- 
liament in being when you took this Oath, What then? When you took the 
Coronation Oath there were perſons (who upon your taking the Oath) that did 
take the Oath of Fealty and Homage to you in the behalf of themſelves, and all 
the Nobility, and Commons of England; and this Oath mult avail them though 
abſenr, as though they were preſent; and if they were to be bound by the 
one though abſent, thcn certainly you were bound by yours though they were 
not preſent. 

2, Theſe wicked Conſpirators of yours have Aſſerted, That Princes being above 
the Law are not bound to obſerve Oaths and Contradts, which have their full 
force and ſtrength from the Law ;, and that Princes may alter and change their 
own Laws at their Pleaſure. This DoCtrine was carefully propogated by your 
truſty Roger and his inferiour Clergy by your DireQion, i" order to bring about 
that wicked Deſign of yours of Subverting of the well eſtabliſhed Government 
of this Realm, and introducing French Slavery. But, Sir, this you muſt now 
know that the Princes of England are not above the Law, and therefore cannor 
alter them at their Pleaſure without the marifeſt breach of their Coronation 
Oath. I confeſs. they may by thcir Judges interpret the Law in an Interval of 
Parliament, and in time of Parliaments : The Parliament are the beſt inter- 
preters of the Law, ard not only ſo but the Kings of England by and with the 
advice and conſent of Parliament, and by the Authority of the ſame, may Re- 
peal and Abrogate Laws as they ſhall think fit. But what you did was againſt 
Laws in force, to the manifeſt b: each of ycur Oath, and you rendered your ſelf 
odicus to God, and diſpenced with thoſ: Laws that were for the preſervation 
of Perſons, Bonours, Eſtates, and Religion of the People of England; and by 
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this means you diſſolyed the Government, and for which Cauſe yon were hated 
of the People ;, and at laſt the Kingdom departed from you ; you provoked that 
God that made you a Man, and that People that made you a King. 

But, Sir, your truſty Guide Hodge, with his inferiour Clergy, deceived you 
much, and thoſe who believed this DoGtrine, when they taught that your Oaths 
made to, and contract made with the People of England, had their full force and 
ſtrength from the Law of the Lard ; for they had their ſtrength and force from 
the Law of Nature which binds Kings, Princes, Lords, Prieſts, and all Men 
whatever. Therefore, Sir, did you not againſt the very Laws of Nature break 
your Contra& with the People of England, and the Oath you made to them ? 
Doth not the Law of Nature oblige all Princes to keep their Contracts even with 
their Enemies? How much more ought you to bave kept your Contra&t with 

our Friends and People? How could you expett to wear the Name of an 

oneſt Man, ſince that the Laws of Honeſty charge Princes to keep their Oaths 
and ContrzCts ? There tis nothing becomes them better, nothing commendeth 
them more, and nothing that Men require ſo much at their hands. | 

In the laſt place, Princes Oaths to, and Contracts with their Subjefts and 
Allies, are as good as Laws, they have the ſame force as Laws, they have the 
ſame ſtrength and vertue againſt their Succeſfoaurs which they have againſt them- 
ſelves; nay, let me teli you, that they are of greater ſtrength than Princes Laws ; 
for Laws may be Repealed, but Contratts can never be Revoked ; and why ſo? 
The Reaſon is plain, That Laws may alter according to the neceſlity of Atﬀairs, 
but Contratts and Oaths can never be Revoked, they admit of no Change, no 
Alteration; if once perfeQed they can neither receive Addition, SubſtraCtion, 
Diminution, or Enlargement, they muſt not be wreſted but raken according to 
the true meaning of King and People. But, Sir, you. may ſay, Why may nor 
Princes break their Oaths, and diſfotve their Contrafts made with their Subjetts 
at their Coronation ? To this I give you this Anſwer. 

Before you had Sworn to maintain our Laws, Liberties and Religion, you 
were free ; and before you made a Covenant with us, you were at your liberty : 
But when you had Sworn, and when you had perfetcd your Contra, then of 
neceſſity you were bound to keep and perform them 3 and you could not have 
added to, or detrated from any thing in ſach a manner perfected, without the 
conſent of the people with whom you made this Contratt; for we were to have 
been benefited by this Oath and Contract of yours, and not deceived again. IT 
Princes may break their Oaths and Contracts made to, 2nd with their Subjetts , 
How can we deal with ſuch a King ? How can we tell when we obey ? We muſt 
be then at great uncertainties, and ſo by conſcquenue we cannot be ſafe. Fur- 
thermore, Did it not lye at your. door to have preſerved your ſelf from Scandal 
and Fraud ? Of which you took no care ; therefore you made no Conſcience of 
of your Oaths and Contrats. Again, Sir, we mult ſuppoſe you to be a reaſon- 
able Creature ;, and if ſo, we muſt allo conclude you ought to have ſubmitted to 
Reaſon, that you might hare, at lcaſt have had the reputation of a Man, ard 
not be figoalized with the Character of a filthy Monſtrous Beaſt. Hence it 1s 
that-T'y;ants, ta facred Writ, are called Beaſts, becauſe they will not ſubmir to, 

nor 
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nor be governed by the Rules of right Reaſon. In the laſt place, Sir, other 
Men may in their Oaths and ContraQts have an Eye to their Profit, but you ought 
to have had an Eye to your Honour, and to bave had an eſpecial regard thereof, 
Now what can be more Diſhonourable in a King, than to break his Word, falſlifie 
his Faith, and violate his Contraft? And was not your Ward, Faith and Con- 
tract confirmed by a ſolemn Oath ? 

3. There wasa third Doctrine that was much promoted by your Conſpirators, 
that although Kings ſhould be ſtrictly bound to ſtand to their Contratts and their 
Oaths yet if they were induced to make a Contract, and to take an Oath in 
things wherein they were not well informed, or if the Contract and Oath do 
contain things too much derogating, or diminiſhing their Juriſdiction or Autho- 
rity Royal, or if they have made a Promiſe that may be prejudicial to their 
Greatneſs, they may then lawfully break their Contract, Faith and Oath. 

This Dottrine was very induſtriouſly ſpread about by your Party, eſpecially 
by your Jeſuits and your Jeſuited Papiſts, and Paſſive Obedience Men. But cer- 
tainly, Sir, your Confpirators repreſented your underſtanding to be but of /r:ſþ 
Standard, and to be of the ſame Scantling with their Honeſty, Give me leave 
to ask you this one fair Queſtion, Was you not well informed what you were to 
do, and what you did promiſe to do when you took the Coronation Oath to de- 
fend the Proteſtant Religion, and preſerve and maintain the Laws of the Realm, 
and by them to govern this great People you took the Charge of ? Can any Man 
think, Sir, that you ſhould be the only Man that was Ignorant of that which all 
the Nation knew, and what your Grand-father, Father and Brother had done be- 
fore you? Where, Sir, was the Diſhonour or Blemiſh that might fall npon you, if 
you had, kept your Oath, and made the Laws of the Land the Rule of your Go- 
vernment ? If you had been a good King, you would have delighted to have been 
bound by the Laws of the Land, and have rejoyced the Hearts of the People of 
England ; and then you would not have at this time have been obliged to France 
for your Subſiſtance. 

But, Sir, God in his juſt Judgment gave you up to believe theſe lies, and 
therefore you violated thoſe Laws by which you were Sworn to govern, to gra- 
tifie your Popiſh Hellborn Crew ; they have got you to themſelves. .We have 
a King that thinks it no Blemiſh to his Regal Authority, to maintain and keep 
our Laws, he judges it no Diſhonour to preſerve the Liberties of his People, and 
their Honours and Eſtates : You have the reward of your Unrighteouſneſs, I 
wiſh you much Joy of it. 

4. Some of the Doftors and Caſuiſts of your Synagogue of Rome ſay, that 
Princes who may diſpenſe with others may give a ſufficient Diſpenſation to them- 
ſelves, and ſo revoke their Contrats and break their Oaths ; _— they have 
Might, and Power, and Authority 3 there is no Law, no Judg@That can com- 
pel them to keep their Oaths, and obſerve their Contracts, 

It is manifeſt that you did take vpon you to diſpenſe with others, and to give 
your ſelf a Diſpenſation tco; and we own.that we were not then in a Condi- 
tion to call you to an Account ;, but. yon. were Admonithed very often by the beſt 
and greateſt of your Subjccs, to reform all rhar was ans ; But 2tter all this 
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Admonition, you did remain incorrizible ; then what conld we do but make 
your Actions, Cruclties and Tyrannies, and Perjury known to the World. And 
we implored the Aid and Help. not of the French King, but William Prince of 
Orange, who came aid (uppreiſed you as an incorrigible Oppreſſor and Tyrant. 
And your Parcy appearing bare-faced to-mu:ther our King, and invade the Kirg- 
dom with 2 Foreign Force, in order to enſlave us, will be treated as Villains and 
Common Rogues, and receive the juſt recompence of Reward for all their Trea- 
ſonable Conſpiracies againſt our King, and the well eſtabliſhed Government of 
the Kingdom, and the Proteſtant Religion. 

To conclude this point, How dcteſtable and odious hath your Perjury made 
you, it hath excluded you from that great Honour to which you arrived, and it 
hath removed you from your native Country; in a word it hath clothed you with 
ſo much infamy, that it is impoſſible for you to attain that Honour, Power and 
Authority, and Majeſty you have loſt ? And therefore it is highly unreaſonable 
for you, or your Confpirators ever to attempt your Reſtavration. 

2. As your Perjury is an argument why it is not only impollible for you to be 
reſtored, and folly for you to attempt it, ſo in the ſecond place we are Prote- 
ſtants ; And what can a Popiſh Apoſtate do at the head of a Proteſtant Intereſt ? 
The Popiſh Queen Mary ſhe no ſooner obtained the Crown, by a Proteſtant In- 
tereſt, but ſhe deſtroyed that very Intereſt by which ſhe was advanced to the 
Throne. This we well remember, Sir 3 and we need not burn our Fingers again 
the third time. Suppoſe, Sir, that we ſhould have fo little Senſe as ro try you 
once more, and ſhould ſucceed z What Moniters muſt we appear to the World, 
a Body of Ptoteſtants with a Popiſk Head ? This doth much altoniſh me, that our 
little Prick-ear*d Prieſts of the Church of England havs fo much admiged your 
Cauſe, and pleaded it with ſuch earneſtneſs ; when as they cannot but conclude 
that you muſt of neceſlity deal by the Church of England, as you would with an 
impudent Harlot.. Your Brother was careleſs in the maintenance of our Reli- 
gion, becauſe he was a Papiſt, though a looſe one: And can we otherwiſe con- 
clude but you who have ar all times, and in all places whereever you have come, 
ſhewed your ſelf a bigotted Papiſt, wil) not only difcountenance the Proteſtant 
Religion, but deſtroy it with all that Zeal that is content with the Principles 
of a perverſe Member of the Rt omiſh Synagogue. You in the time of your ſhorr 
Tyranny made a ſad Havock with the Proteſtant Reli-ion ; and can we expect 
better uſuage ſrom you, ſeeing you having Seven Devils more within you rage- 
ing againſt the Proteſtant Intereſt than you had before you left us. tes < 

What I ſay to you in this particular, | ſpeak not without Witneſs, for it is 
moſt certain that you have, and do to this very day entertain'a yery- great averf- 
neſs to any Man that bears the name of a Proteſtant. Therefore ſince by your 
hte behaviour, to thoſe whoſe Principles have led them to eſpouſe your Intereſt, 
and have followed you into France, if they have any Senſe of their Englsſh Liber- 
ties, and of the Proteſtant Religion, will abhor the thoughts of your return 
hither : For if you appcar fo violent againſt our Religion now you are under 
fo great an eſtate of Sufferings ; What will your dcclared Hatred be againſt 
Proteſtants here in England, if we ſhould admit you to reign over us? For if 
you 
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you can preſume to that degree of Malice, as to deny your Proteſtant Tools 
your Grace and Favour at St. Germaims ; What can we that are Proteſtants ex- 
pet from you whenever you ſhall return ? Do you think that any of us ſhould 
be ſo ſtupid to expect fair Quarter from you, lince your very Religion lays you 
under the necellity of Converting us with a Fagot, and bringing us to your Obe- 
dience with the dint of a Dagger ? Nay, Sir, your Paſlive Obedience Curs fare 
not much better, though they ſaved you from your being proſecured for your 
being deeply intereſted in the Popiſh Plot, and from being excluded ffrom the 
Succeſſion to the Imperial Crown of this Realm, and alſo from being 
beaten out of the Kingdom by the late Duke of MONMOUTH. Whar 
reaſon than bave we not to believe that you will not only in general inrade the 
Proteſtant Religion, but alſo once again attempt the depreſſing the Church of 
England? In your ſhort Reign you ſent Seven Biſhops to the Tower 3 bur if ever 
you ſhould return | will not excuſe the whole Twenty Six from being more 
hardly uſed. Upon which conſideration | will appeal then, Sir, to your Judg- 
ment, or the Judgment of your Friends here, or thoſe with you at St. Germains, 
whether or no it is impoſſible for you to gain ſo great a Point as to be received 
azain as aKing ? And whether it would not be the greatelt Folly or Madneſs in 
you, or any of your Party to attempt it? For have you any that are with you, 
that are Proteſtants, upon a Principle of Conſcience, How have you uſed and 
treated them ( and if they have no better uſage from you ſince they follow you 
in their Afflitions, and are contented to ſhare with you in your Hardſhips) as 
not to enjoy the Liberty of ſerving God according to their Dictates of their own 
Conſcience? How muſt it fare with them if you ſhould arrive to that State and 
Condition, in which you ſhould ſtand in no need of them? And if fo, What 
can we expect from you that have hated your Perſon, and do hunt down your 
Cauſe and [ntereſt out of the Nation ? Thercfore the Duty that we owe to Al- 
mighty God, and the AﬀeCtion and Zeal we have for the Proteſtant Religion, 
will oblige us to purſue you as a Murderer, and an Aſſaſſin of the People of En- 
gland, and a Traytor to the Nation ; and thoſe who ſhall be found fighting un- 
der your Banner will be uſed as Bandits and Kobbers, and Proteſtants that ſhall 
not have.the benefit of Rep-ntance. 

3. Conſider we are Engliſh Men ;, and that very Conſideration might fatisfie 
any Man that will but conſult his Reaſon of the impoſlibiiity of your being re- 
ſtored to your pretended Right, and of the folly of your many attempt, in or- 
der thereunto. Had your Intereit been an Engl:ſh intereſt, than your Conſpi- 
rators might have had ſome colour for their attempt of this Nature z but your 
Intereſt is a French [nterſt, and therefore your Intereſt that you have eſpouſed is 
incompatinle, or inconſiſtent with your being reſtored. Here are two Points 
that mult be conſidered. 1. That your Intereſt is a French Intereſt. 2. That 
a French intereſt is not conſiſtent with your Endeavours after a Reſtoration ; 


and both theſe Pius fairly proved will juſtifie the refuſal of the Kingdom of |

among lit vs» | 
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1. Your Intereſt is not an Englsſh but a French Intereſt ; for as you followed 
your loving and kind Brother in moſt of his Vertues, ſo you perſued the ſame 
Intereſt that he purſued : For was not the Intereſt of your Brother, and the 
Iritereſt of the Frexch King and yours inſeperably united ? Knowing ( ſaith your 
Ouondam Secretary ) the Interelt of our King, and in a more particular manner 
of my immediate Maſter the Duke, and his Moſt Chriſtian Majeſty, to be ſo 
inſeperably united ;, that it was impoſlible to divide them without deſtroying 
them all. Again his Majeſty [ the French Xing ] was pleaſed to give Order 
to ſignifie to his R. H. my Maſter, that his Majeſty was fully ſatisfied of his K. Hs 
good Intentions towards him, and that he eſteemed both their Intereſts but as 
one the ſame, and that my Lord Arlingten and the Parliament were both 
looked upon as very unuſeful to their Intereſts. And again Father Ferier begged 
his R. H. to propoſe to his Moſt Chriſtian Majeſty what he thought neceſlary for 
his own Concern, and the advantage of Religion ; and his Majeſty would cer- 
tainly do all that he could to advance both, or either of them.——- 1 commu- 
nicated it to his R. H. to which his R. H. commanded me to anſwer, as I did the 
29th of the ſame Month. That his R. H.* was very ſenſible of his Moſt Chri- 
ſtian Majeſty's Friendſhip, and that he would labour to cultivate it with all the 

ood Offices he was capable of doing his Moſt Chriſtian Majeſty. That he was 
ully convinced that their Intereſts were both one. That my Lord Arlington and 
the Parliament were not only unuſeful, but dangerous both to England and France, 
and therefore it was neceſſary they ſhould do all they could to dillolve it. 
I did communicate this Deſign of mine to Monſieur Ravigney, who agreed with 
me that it would be the greateſt Advantage to his Maſter, to have the Duke's 
Power and Credit ſo far Advanced. Again, If we can advance the Duke's 
Intereſt one ſtep forward, we ſhall put him out of the reach of Chance for 
ever. — Then would Catholicks be at reſt, and his Moſt Chriltian Majeſty?s 
Intereſt ſecured with us in England, beyond all apprehenſions whatſoever. 
Our prevailing in theſe things would give the greateſt blow to the Proteſtant 
Religion here, that ever it received from his Birth. If the Duke ſhould 
once get above them ( after all the Tricks they have plaied with him ) they are 
not ſure he will totally forget the uſage he hath had at their Hands : For my part 
(faith he ) I can ſcarce believe my ſelf awake, or the thing real, when I think 
on aPrince in ſuch an Age, as we live in, to be converted to ſuch a degree of 
Zeal and- Piety, as not to regard any thing in the World in compariſon 6f 
Chriſt. 

Theſe are the Diſcoveries of your Old Servant Mr. Coleman ;, but to rivet the 
Matter, I pray, conſider what Diſcoveries you were pleaſed to make of the 
Union of your Intereſt with that of the French King, which, Sir, ' will put the 
Matter out of diſpute. Give me leave to put you in mind of your Letter you 
wrote to the French King's Confeſſour, wherein you were pleaſed to own that the 
Intereſts of the French King and yours were ſo clearly linck*d together, that 
thoſe that oppoſed the one ſhould be looked on as Enemies to the other ; and 
that the French Xing had told you that he was of the Opinion, that neither the 
Lord Arlington, nor the Parliament were in his Intereſt, nor yours. 
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2. As it is as clear as the Day that your [ntereſt is not an Zng/s/þb but a French 
Intereſt ; ſo now I muſt tell you in the ſecond place, that your Intereſt being a 
French Intereſt, it will render your return impoſſible, and the attempt in order 
to it very fooliſh and irrational. You know that the Eng/zfh Nation is never ſafe, 
unleſs a check be put upon -the growing Greatneſs of France. 

Therefore do but obſerve the Addrels of the Houſe of Commons, March 10. 
1676, they put the King your Brother in mind of the great Danger that the 
Nation was expoſed to, by reaſon of the growth of the French King's Power 
and Greatneſs. Now any Man that is in the Intereſt of the French King, his 
Intereſt is no ways reconcileable to the Intereſt of England. 1. As to its Peace. 
2. As toits Trade. And the Conſequence of both theſe are the Riches of the 
Nation, which muſt be conſumed by a Prince that is of an Intereſt different from 
that of the People, 'tis true the preſent War with France hath proved very charg- 
able to the Nation 3 but here is our Happineſs that we have a King that advanceth 
the Intereſt of our Trade, his People and He go Hand in Hand, Their Intereſts 
are the {ame with His, and His the ſame with Theirs ; which to me is an Argu- 
ment, that when it ſhall have pleaſed God, by His Arms, to reduce the French 
King to Reaſon, that then no Nation under the Heavens can or will be more happy: 
than the Engliſh Nation : But if a Prince ſhall, inſtead of purſuing the Intereſt 
of his People, purſue their Deſtruction, by ſetting up and advancing the Inte- 
reſt of a Foreign Power, his Government cannot ſtand. This, Sir, was that 
which loſt you your Crown, And can you then expect by that Intereſt to regain 
the Crown of England, by which you ſtrangely loſt it? Therefore, to conclude 
this Head, let not. your Conſpirators think that it is either probable or poſlible 
that ever the People of England will ever be brought into a French Intereſt, or 
ever admit you to reſume the Throne and Government, fince that you purely 
loſt it for the ſake of that Intereſt. 

Your Scoundrel Abettors here at Home, are ſuch a ſort of Animals that the 
Reformed Nations Abroad are at a ſtand, and cannot tell what to make of them, 
their Carriages of late Years have been ſo unaccountable ; and fince it hath plea- 
ſ:d God to put it into the Hearts of molt of the Princes of Exrope, though of the 
Romiſh Communion, heartily to embrace the late Revolution in England, as ths 
laſt Effort for the Common Liberty of Exrepe, and have entered into the 
ſtriteſt Alliafice with our King (though of a different Religion) to ſupport it ; 
it looks like a Dream to mcet with Men that call themſelves Engliſh Pro- 
teſtants embarqued in your Intereſt, in oppoſition to the Intercſt of their Na- 
tive Countrey. 

A little Prieſt of the Church of England, in a Sermon of his on the Day your 
Father made his Exit, was pleaſed to threaten ns with an endleſs War that 
would be entailed on the Nation ; he is a mighty Votary for your Cauſe and In- 
tereſt, notwithſtanding his Oath to King W/!iam to the contrary. But, Sir, a 
thouſand ſuch Fellows can never reconcile your Intereſt with that of Englzna, 
nor would your Reſtoration put an end to his {uppoſed War; for it is not realſon- 
able to imagine that ſo many Noblemen and Gentiemen who have allociated, 
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King, will tamely ſubmit to your Reſtoration : Or that King Wilian will-ever 
abandon his Throne, or that its poſſible that the Common Cauſe of Europe will 
ever be ſuffered to ſink in ſuch a manner as to comply with the Pride and Ambiti- 
on of your Self, or of him whoſe Cauſe you have eſpouſed, and whoſe Intereſt 
is the very ſame with yours : When you were upon the Throne your Aim .was to 
deſtroy the Intereſt of England, but we have been too-many for you, and the 
Throne is filled up with one that will maintain and ſupport our Intereſt, notwith- 
ſtanding the vain Efforts of your Crew both at Home and Abroad to the contrary. 
And therefore that Loggerhead of a Cathedral Prieſt hath not made one ſingle 
Convert to your Cauſe.and Intereſt, by the Noiſe he made of diſputed Titles 
and endleſs Wars. I will obſerve this to you that the Raſcal hath more Prefer- 

ment than Learning or Honeſty, but what can we expect of an Apoſtate ? 
4. We are Freemen, and therefore we can never: be ſuppoſed ever to admit 
you, who have always been a Perſon of Arbitrary Principles, to govern this 
' Nation. You cannot but remember that the Engliſh Nation hath a very great Se- 
' curity for its Liberties 3 and that is the Government it ſelf, with a good King at 
the head thereof, and that is our preſent Happineſs 3 for our King Rules not 
upon the ſame Terms as your Brother of France doth ; for he by Force Uſurps 
that ſhare which his People ought to have in the Government, and for ſeveral 
Ages paſt bath been in poſſeſſion of an Arbitrary Power, ( which yet no'pre- 
ſcription can make Legal ) and. he exerciſeth it over the Perſons and Eſtates of 
his People in a moſt Tyrannical manner : And this. your loving and kind Bro- 
ther and you aimed at, Witneſs your Diſpenſing Power that you took upon you 
when you aſcended: the Throne. But- our King- hath fo ordered it, that his 
Subjects ſhall retain their Proportion in the Legiſlature; the very meaneſt Com- 
moner of -England is repreſented in Parliament, and is a Party to thoſe Laws by 
which our King is Sworn to govern himſelf and his People. *Tis true you Swore, 
but you made no Conſcience of your Oath, nor did you in the leaſt boggle at. 
the Violation of our Laws 3 you hated that way of Government which you had 
ſolemnly promiſed to maintain and defend, Witneſs the Names you uſed to give 
the Parliament of England. Now according to the.Laws of the Realm no Mo- 
ney 1s raiſed but by common Conſent : But you were pleaſed to raiſe Money 
upon the People by your Proclamation. The very Day after you had promiſed 
to invade no Mans Property : Now no Man is for Life, Limb, Goods, or Liber- 
ty, at the Sovereigns Direction ; but how ſoon it would have been had not a pe- 
riod been put to your Tyranny ?
